He  wants  the  Courts  to  declare 
that  Apollinaris  water  is  an  artificial  mineral  water,  and  that  the 
company  infringe  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  by  selling  it  as 
natural.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell  dis- 
missed the  appeal  on  Wednesday,  holding  that  the  Magistrate's 
decision  was  right  in  fact  and  law  (p.  873).

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  29  con- 
tained 5  parts  of  potassium  hydrogen  tartrate,  4  parts 
of  hydrous  calcium  sulphate,  and  1  part  of  zinc  hydroxy- 
carbonate. 

The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is

The  powder  also  contained  a  trace  of  chloride  as  impurity. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  seventy-six 
students,  and  forty-eight  reports  were  seni  in  for  examina- 
tion. 

The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  several  constituents  of 
the  powder  were  : — (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Zinc,  8  ;  calcium, 
4 ;  potassium  2.  (b)  Acid  radicals :  Carbonic,  27 ;  sul- 
phuric, 1 ;  tartaric,  11.  Only  a  very  small  proportion  of 
those  who  sent  in  reports  noted  the  liberation  of  water  when 
the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube. 

This  month's  exercise  was  the  first  of  a  series  specially 
intended  for  junior  students,  and  was  a  comparatively  simple 
one.  The  most  noteworthy  feature  of  the  results  sent  in  is 
the  surprisingly  large  proportion  of  failures  to  detect  car- 
bonate. These  failures  are  the  more  remarkable  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  evolution  of  gas  when  the  powder  was 
treated  with  hydrochloric  acid  was  by  no  means  incon- 
spicuous. It  was  easy  to  prove  the  gas  to  be  carbonic 
anhydride  by  adopting  the  plan  which  has  already  been  de- 
scribed in  this  column  (C.  $  B.  December  28,  1901).  The 
liberation  of  small  quantities  of  carbonic  anhydride  may 
be  proved  by  placing  a  small  fragment  of  clean  bright  zinc 
along  with  the  powder  to  be  tested  in  a  test-tube  with  dilute 
hydrochloric  or  sulphuric  acid,  and  (by  means  of  a  delivery- 
tube  fitted  to  the  test-tube)  leading  the  mixture  of  hydrogen 
and  carbonic  anhydride  evolved  into  a  small  elbow-piece  of 
narrow  glass  tubing  containing  a  few  drops  of  lime-water. 
Care  must  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  zinc  employed  in  this 
test  is  free  from  the  thin  skin  of  hydroxycarbonate  which  is 
often  found  coating  fragments  of  ordinary  granulated  zinc, 
and  from  which  traces  of  carbonic  anhydride  would  cer- 
tainly be  evolved.  As  a  safeguard,  the  fragment  of  zinc 
may  be  washed,  first  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  then 
with  water,  prior  to  its  being  used  for  the  test. 

We  would  suggest  to  those  students  who  failed  to  observe 
the  evolution  of  carbonic  anhydride  on  the  present  occasionj 
the  desirability  of  adding  hydrochloric  acid  to  a  grain  or  so 
each  of  zinc  carbonate  and  of  a  mixture  of  zinc  carbonate 
with  nine  times  its  weight  of  calcium  sulphate  placed  on 
watch-glasses.  The  conspicuous  evolution  of  carbonic  anhy- 
dride in  the  one  case  and  its  much  less  conspicuous  but  still 
distinct  evolution  in  the  other  should  prove  instructive. 

Many  students  reported  the  presence  of  magnesium,  some 
supposing  it  to  be  present  as  one  of  the  chief  constituents 
of  the  powder,  while  others  regarded  it  as  a  trace  only.  We 
were  unable  to  obtain  any  indication  of  its  presence,  and  we 
attribute  its  supposed  detection  to  the  incomplete  remwal 


of  calcium.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  the  last  traces  of  calcium, 
it  was  necessary  to  evaporate  the  ammonium-carbonate 
filtrate  to  dryness  and  ignite  to  expel  ammonium  salts,  then 
to  dissolve  the  residue  in  a  few  drops  of  hydrochloric  acid 
(filtering  if  necessary),  and,  after  rendering  the  solution 
alkaline  with  ammonia,  to  precipitate  with  ammonium 
oxalate. 

The  detection  of  tartrate  was  a  simple  matter,  but  some 
students  met  with  difficulty  in  attempting  to  separate  the 
tartrate  as  calcium  salt  in  the  cold  and  then  recognise  the 
presence  of  citrate  by  boiling  the  filtrate  from  the  calcium 
tartrate.  This  method  is  not  altogether  satisfactory,  since 
the  calcium  tartrate  is  not  completely  precipitated  even  after 
long  standing  in  the  cold,  and  a  further  quantity  is  liable  to 
be  precipitated  on  boiling.  While  it  is  not  difficult  to 
recognise  even  a  small  quantity  of  tartaric  acid  in  presence 
of  citric  acid,  a  good  method  for  detecting  citric  acid  in 
presence  of  much  tartaric  acid  is  still  a  desideratum.

There  is  scope  for  originality  and  individuality  in  drawing 
up  analytical  reports,  and  we  shall  not  hesitate  to  reproduce 
other  papers  in  which  these  qualities  are  displayed,  when 
suitable  opportunity  occurs. 
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REPORT  OP  ANALYSIS  FOR  MAY,  1903. 

Characters  of  Salt. — A  white  amorphous  powder.  Odourless. 
Partly  soluble  in  water  to  a  colourless  solution,  leaving  a 
white  residue  which  is  entirely  soluble  in  dil.  HC1.  When 
placed  on  moistened  blue  litmus,  the  colour  is  changed  to  red, 
thus  showing  an  acid  character.

On  warming  some  of  the  salt  with  water  and  filtering,*I  find 
that  the  residue  effervesces  with  dil.  HC1,  and  gives  the—

potassium,  sulphate,  and  tartrate. 

As  potassium  hydrogen  tartrate  is  acid  to  litmus  and  is  a 
common  salt  of  tartaric  acid,  and  as  zinc  sulphate  is  a  common 
salt  of  zinc,  I  conclude  that  the  radicles  in  the  salt  are  present  as — 

Calcium  carbonate, 
Zinc  sulphate, 

Potassium  hydrogen  tartrate. 


To  Correspondents. 

J.  D.  B.— When  organic  matter  is  known  to  be  present,  it  is 
desirable  to  evaporate  the  solution  or  filtrate  to  dryness  after 
treatment  with  hydrogen  sulphide,  and  to  ignite  the  residue 
so  obtained  prior  to  testing  for  the  metals  of  the  iron  group. 

Potassium  and  Conor. — We  failed  to  obtain  any  evidence  of 
the  presence  of  traces  of  ammonium  salts. 

Manxman. — You  are  mistaken  in  supposing  that  a  "  flesh- 
coloured  "  sulphide  is  characteristic  of  zinc.  Zinc  sulphide  is 
white  when  quite  pure. 

G.  D.  A. — It  was  not  correct  to  describe  the  powder  as  in- 
soluble in  water.  It  was  partially  soluble,  as  evaporation  of  a 
few  drops  of  the  aqueous  extract  on  a  watch-glass  would  have 
shown.  Delicate  qualitative  analysis  necessitates  the  use  of 
distilled  water  throughout. 

Omrah. — We  have  pointed  out  repeatedly  the  futility  of  em- 
ploying magnesium  sulphate  as  a  test  for  the  presence  of 
carbonate.  The  "  test "  is  so  liable  to  mislead  that  it  is  worse 
thin  useless.  We  were  unable  to  find  any  traces  of  lithium  in  the 
powder. 

Vasogen.— The  production  of  a  "  whitish  "  precipitate  01  the 
addition  of  ammonium  hydrosulphide  to  a  solution  may  indicate 
the  presence  of  zinc,  but  it  must  not  be  considered  as  proving  the 
absence  of  at  least  small  quantities  of  manganese.  See  first  part 
of  reply  to  "  G.  D.  A." 

B.  W.,  W.  B.,  and  B.  B.  B.— Always  test  chlorine-water  for 
traces  of  sulphuric  acid  before  using  it  as  a  test  for  sulphite. 
Unless  the  reagent  itself  remains  perfectly  clear  for  five  minutes 
after  the  addition  of  a  drop  of  barium-chloride  solution,  it  is  unfit 
to  use  for  this  purpose. 


J.  E.  H. — It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  you  concluded  that 
there  was  only  a  trace  of  sulphate  present  in  the  powder.  The 
proportion  present  was  large,  as  the  quantitative  composition 
shows. 

W.  P.  P. — We  can  only  suggest  imperfectly  cleaned  test-tubes 
as  the  source  of  the  impurities  which  gave  a  brownish  precipitate 
with  hydrogen  sulphide  in  acid  solution,  as  we  failed  to  obtain  any 
such  precipitate.  We  attribute  to  the  alcohol  which  you  em- 
ployed in  the  test  the  odour  which  you  mistook  for  that  of  ethyl 
acetate.  Carry  out  for  your  own  instruction  comparative  tests  for 
acetate,  by  means  of  alcohol  and  sulphuric  acid,  both  in  mixtures 
which  do  and  in  others  which  do  not  contain  acetate,  taking 
care  to  employ  not  more  than  a  single  drop  of  alcohol  in  each 
test. 

Cadmium. — See  first  part  of  reply  to  "  Omrah." 

P.  C.  B. — We  were  unable  to  recognise  the  presence  of  any 
trace  of  nitrate.    See  first  part  of  reply  to  "  G.  D.  A." 

Bellim. — You  must  not  add  reagents  to  a  sodium-carbonate 
extract  to  test  for  acid  radicals  without  considering  the  possi- 
bility of  sodium  carbonate  and  the  reagents  themselves  giving 
rise  to  the  formation  of  precipitates,  &c,  when  mixed.  The 
"  black  colour  "  which  you  mention  as  having  been  produced  on 
adding  ferrous  sulphate  to  a  sodium-carbonate  extract,  and 
warming,  did  not  indicate  the  presence  of  a  nitrite.  The  name  of 
the  author  of  the  lead-peroxide  and  nitric-acid  test  for  manganese 
is  Crum. 

San  Toy. — You  detected  the  presence  of  organic  matter  by 
preliminary  tests,  but  apparently  made  no  attempt  to  ascertain 
its  nature.  Ammonium  salts  should  be  tested  for  in  the  original 
powder,  not  in  its  solution  in  hydrochloric  acid.  The  addition  of 
ferric  chloride  to  a  hydrochloric-acid  solution  of  the  original 
powder  as  a  test  for  acid  radicals  could  scarcely  be  expected  to 
give  any  useful  indications. 

Festina  Lente. — The  odour  produced  when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  tube  was  quite  different  from  that  of  "  burnt 
feathers."  Try  some  comparative  experiments  by  heating  cream 
of  tartar  and  some  fragments  of  feathers  in  separate  tubes. 

Bohuan. — See  second  and  succeeding  sentences  of  reply 
to  "  W.  P.  P." 

Trional.— If  the  solution  originally  obtained  by  dissolving  the 
powder  in  hydrochloric  acid  was  only  "  nearly  neutral  "  when  you 
added  calcium  chloride  to  it,  you  could  not  obtain  any  precipitate 
of  calcium  tartrate  or  citrate,  as  the  presence  of  free  hydrochloric 
acid  interferes  with  their  precipitation.  We  failed  to  obtain  the 
blue  precipitate  with  ammonium  molybdate  respecting  which  you 
inquire. 

Sandonian. — The  absence  of  ammonium  salts  must  be  esta- 
blished prior  to  testing  for  potassium  by  means  of  chloropUtinic 
acid,  and,  similarly,  the  absence  of  manganese  must  be  esta- 
blished prior  to  testing  for  zinc  by  means  of  potassium  ferro- 
cyanide.  Had  you  submitted  to  any  suitable  examination  the 
precipitate  formed  on  the  addition  of  calcium  chloride,  when  test- 
ing for  acid  radicals,  you  would  have  found  that  it  did  not  possess 
the  properties  of  calcium  oxalate. 

C.  J.  M.  Carruthers. — In  absence  of  any  sufficient  report  of 
your  work  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  why  you  failed  to  detect 
zinc  and  supposed  that  you  had  found  magnesium.  Separations 
must,  as  a  rule,  be  effected  before  confirmatory  reagents  can 
usefully  be  applied. 

Chemicos  (Ealing)  and  Chemicus  (Edinburgh).— Be  good 
enough  to  send  your  names  and  addresses  with  any  future 
reports. 

G.  K.  F.— Your  report  is  insufficient,  consisting  mainly  of 
assertions  without  any  of  the  evidence  upon  which  these  assertions 
are  based. 

Gramo.— The  form  of  your  report  is  satisfactory,  but  you  omit 
essential  items  of  information.  Thus,  for  example,  you  describe 
the  addition  of  group-reagents  for  the  detection  of  metallic  and 
acid  radicals,  but  omit  to  state  how  the  solutions  were  prepared 
to  which  these  reagents  were  added.  It  might  be  supposed  from 
your  report  that  you  added  barium-chloride  solution  to  a  part  of 
the  original  powder  in  order  to  test  for  sulphate.  If  you  do  not 
show  it  in  your  report,  it  is  impossible  for  the  reader  to  know 
whether  these  operations  were  carried  out  in  an  intelligent  manner 
or  not. 

Hebron.— The  precipitate  which  you  mistook  for  manganous 
hydroxide  consisted  of  zinc  sulphide.  The  latter  was  precipitated 
on  the  addition  of  sodium  hydroxide  to  a  hydrochloric-acid 
solution  from  which  you  had  omitted  to  boil  off  the  hydrogen 
sulphide. 

B.  B.  McBride.— The  form  of  your  report  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Naphthol.— We  cannot  offer  any  explanation  of  your  failure  to 
obtain  a  precipitate  of  zinc  sulphide  on  adding  ammonium  hydro- 
sulphide  when  testing  for  metallic  radicals. 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

The  British  Medical  Journal  of  May  23  tells  about  a 
correspondence  it  has  had  with  the  Spectacle-makers'  Com- 
jany  regarding  opticians. 

At  the  Newport  Police  Court  last  week,  Charles  Peaty, 
dentist,  of  Cardiff,  was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  driving  a 
motor-car  on  the  highway  at  a  greater  speed  than  twelve 
miles  an  hour. 

The  first  and  second  men  in  the  Manchester  to  Southport 
walk  on  May  23  were  Ormrod  (the  winner),  a  dentist's 
assistant,  and  Rankin  (second),  an  analytical  chemist's 
assistant,  both  of  Manchester. 

The  Derby  Board  of  Guardians  on  Tuesday  accepted  the 
tender  of  Messrs,  Davies,  Gibbins  &  Co.,  which  was  the  only 
one  received,  to  supply  drugs  to  the  workhouse  for  the  next 
six  months,  the  price  being  120/.  4s.  9d 

The  Cannock  Board  of  Guardians,  on  May  21,  discussed 
the  Local  Government  Board's  recommendation  that  the 
Guardians  should  provide  all  drugs  and  medicines,  and  the 
matter  was  ultimately  referred  to  a  committee. 

Mr.  Ernest  Frederick  Lloyd,  manufacturing  chemist, 
Leicester,  obtained  a  verdict  for  25/.  damages,  in  the 
Leicester  County  Court  on  May  26,  from  a  farmer  named 
Swain,  for  injuries  sustained  while  skating  on  defendant's 
meadows  to  enter  which  he  had  paid  for  admission. 

A  man  with  various  aliases  was  sentenced  to  fourteen 
days'  hard  labour  at  Faringdon  Petty  Sessions  on  May  22 
for  stealing  two  brushes  and  a  bottle  of  perfume  from  the 
shop  of  Mr.  T.  P.  Loveridge,  chemist  and  druggist,  Market 
Place,  Faringdon. 

At  West  Ham,  on  May  23,  a  labourer  named  Scott  was 
sent  to  prison  for  seven  days  for  being  in  the  unlawful 
possession  of  six  boxes  of  Beechams  pills.  Scott  had  been 
employed  on  a  ship  on  which  a  large  consignment  of 
Beecham's  pills  was  stored. 

The  circular  signed  by  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  as  Chairman  of  the 
Drug  Companies'  Association,  giving  reasons  against  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  (see  C.  $  D  ,  May  9,  page  740), 
is  being  sent  broadcast,  and  has  appeared,  in  externa  and  in 
abstract,  in  several  provincial  newspapers  during  the  past 
week. 

Boots,  Cash  Chemists  (Southern),  Limited,  have  made 
application  to  the  local  Borough  Council  for  permission  to 
erect  a  clock  projecting  from  their  new  premises  in  High 
Holborn  over  the  footway.  The  Borough  Council  have  no 
objection,  and  the  London  County  Council  will  now  decide  the 
matter. 

The  seventh  annual  exhibition  of  the  Medical,  Surgical, 
and  Hygienic  Exhibitors'  Association  (of  whicli  Mr.  Albert 
Cooper,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C,  is  Chairman)  will  be  held  at  the 
Queen's  Hall,  Langham  Place,  \V.,  on  Tuesday,  June  2.  It 
is  stated  that  all  the  available  space  has  been  taken,  and  the 
exhibition  promises  to  be  even  a  greater  success  than  those 
of  past  years. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
Tuesday,  it  was  agreed  to  promote  Messrs.  E.  B.  Pike  and 
J.  W.  H.  Biggs,  chemical  assistants  at  the  Barking  and 
Crossness  Outfall-works,  to  the  upper  division  of  the  first 
class  of  assistants,  at  a  commencing  salary  of  245/.  a  year 
each  ;  also  to  promote  Mr.  J.  H.  Coste  to  the  upper  division 
of  the  first  class  in  the  establishment  centre  at  the  same 
salary. 

At  North  London  Police  Court,  on  May  23,  Robert  Dibb, 
Bertie  Cooper,  and  Henry  Stiles,  all  described  as  packers, 
were  charged  on  remand  with  having  been  concerned 
together  in  stealing  and  receiving  about  40/.  worth  of  per- 
fumery, soaps,  &c,  the  property  of  their  employers,  the 
Crown  Perfum?ry  Company,  of  Tynte  Street,  Homerton. 
Recaipts  were  produced  showing  that  the  goods  found  at 


Dibbs's  house  were  paid  for,  and  he  was  discharged.  Cooper 
and  Stiles  were  again  remanded. 

In  regard  to  the  action  by  Scrubb  k.  Co.  against  Brown's 
Ammonia  Company  (Limited)  which  we  reported  last  week, 
we  may  state  that  it  is  to  restrain  defendants  from  selling  or 
offering  for  sale  or  passing  off  any  ammonia  soap  or  ammonia 
preparations  not  being  manufactured  by  Scrubb  &  Co.  as  of 
their  manufacture,  and  making  certain  represen  tations  in 
respect  to  the  same. 

As  intimated  last  week,  Mr.  John  Stephenson,  a  chemist  in 
the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  obtained  a  divorce  from  his  wife ; 
the  co-respondent,  a  Hammersmith  jobmaster,  named 
Hunt  being  ordered  to  pay  200/.  damages  to  the  petitioner 
within  fourteen  days.  On  May  26  a  stay  was  granted  by 
Sir  Francis  Jeune,  as  Hunt  is  to  appeal  on  the  ground  that 
the  amount  of  damages  awarded  is  excessive. 

Fires. 

As  the  result  of  a  carelessly  thrown  lighted  match,  a 
building  used  as  a  store  by  the  Standard  Ammonia  Company 
(Limited),  at  Iceland  Wharf,  Old  Ford,  E ,  was  much 
damaged  by  fire  on  May  26. 

On  May  21  the  local  fire-brigade  was  called  to  a  serious 
outbreak  of  fire  at  the  Falcon  Works,  35  Bedford  Road, 
Clapham,  of  Messrs.  E.  Leek  &;  Co.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  through  some  boiling  wax  coming  in  contact  with 
a  gas-stove.  The  property  involved  was  a  four-floor  building 
of  70  feet  by  20  feet,  half  of  the  first  floor  being  severely 
damaged  by  fire  before  the  firemen,  who  were  quickly  at 
work  with  two  hydrants,  had  got  the  flames  in  check.  Mr. 
John  Burns,  M.P.,  was  present,  and  on  an  entry  being 
effected  might  have  been  seen  strenuously  lugging  the  hose 
through  the  passage.  The  damage  done  was  principally 
confined  to  the  first  floor. 

Strange  Effects  of  a  Fire. 

The  fire  which  occurred  at  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.'s  factory, 
Pratt  Street,  Camden  Town,  on  May  12,  at  one  time 
threatened  to  be  disastrous,  but  was  happily  checked  before 
it  went  far.  A  representative  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  who  paid  a  visit  to  the  laboratories  the  other  day, 
saw  some  strange  effects  of  the  fire,  which,  we  may  say,  come 
menced  in  a  section  of  the  laboratories  wherein  terpeneless 
oil  of  lemon  was  manufactured.  This  process  was  going  on- 
at  the  time,  an  exhaust-pump  being  used  to  maintain  the- 
required  reduced  pressure  within  the  still.  For  some  reason 
this,  for  a  few  moments,  did  not  work  efficiently,  and  the  top 
of  the  peculiar  still  blew  off,  so  that  the  essential-oil  vapour 
filled  the  room  and  burst  into  flames,  which  found  escape 
upwards  and  backwards,  so  that  the  whole  of  one  side  of  the 
quadrangle  was  threatened.  The  upper  floors  were  filled 
with  stationery  and  labels,  and  it  speaks  well  for  the  way- 
the  firemen  worked  that  the  damage  done  there  was  by 
water  chiefly.  The  n  om  must  have  been  a  furnace  while 
the  flames  lasted.  On  the  floor  were  several  coppers  of 
lemon  oil ;  strange  to  say,  a  few  of  these  were  damaged ' 
by  the  heat,  so  that  the  tcp  parts  dropped  off,  yet  the  con-- 
tents  did  not  catch  fire,  and  although  some  of  the  oil  musf? 
have  evaporated,  plenty  remained  in  the  coppers  when  o>n' 
representative  called  last  week.  There  was  other  evidence 
of  the  vagaries  of  the  flames;  thus  one  half  of  the  testing- 
laboratory,  next  door,  was  severely  scorched,  and  apparatus  on 
the  bench  was  utterly  destroyed,  yet  on  a  bench  three  or  four 
feet  away  were  Winchesters  of  ether  and  similar  inflammable 
liquids  which  seem  not  to  have  been  touched — not  a  stopper 
was  blown  out.  Altogether  there  was  the  making  of  a 
gigantic  conflagration  in  the  incident,  and  it  is  fortunate  for 
the  company  that  the  factory  arrangements  for  battling  witi) 
such  outbursts  gave  check  to  the  flames  until  the  seven  fire; 
engines  of  the  brigade  did  the  rest.  Work  is  going  on  in  the 
factory  as  if  nothing  had  happened,  although  the  damage 
was  great. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Mr.  Mattieu  Williams  first  exhibited  the  present  form  of 
incandescent  lamp  in  the  Birmingham  Town  Hall  in  1846. 

With  the  advent  of  more  genial  weather  chest-protectors 
and  cough-drops  have  given  place  to  cooling  drinks.  The 
soda-fountain  is  losinj  the  rust  from  its  beirings,  and  trade 
seems  brisker. 
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Messrs.  Boots  are  about  to  start  a  branch  in  Handsworth, 
and  this  in  spite  of  the  plethora  of  pharmaceutical  businesses 
already  existent  there,  amongst  them  branches  belonging  to 
Messrs.  Snape,  Hedges,  and  Palmer  &  Co. 

Mr.  Thomas  Slater  Price,  D.Sc.  London,  Ph.D.  Upsala,  has 
een  nominated  by  the  Technical  School  Committee  as 
successor  to  Mr.  Woodward,  B.Sc,,  as  director  of  chemical 
studies  to  the  students  of  the  evening  classes  held  under  the 
Science  and  Art  Department  in  Birmingham. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Whittles  has  delivered  a  lecture  on  "  Microbes  : 
Useful  and  Otherwise,"  at  the  Birmingham  Scientific  Society's 
meeting.  Mr.  Whittles  was  formerly  a  pharmacist  in  busi- 
ness in  Wheeler  Street,  but  relinquished  pharmacy  for 
dentistry,  and  has  ever  since  been  attached  to  the  University 
teaching  staff. 

The  'Varsity  students  are  airing  their  grievances  in  the 
■papers.  Their  wants  are  not  numerous,  but  acute — a  holiday 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  a  playing-field.  These  the 
Senate  have  not  yet  been  able  to  grant.  Lord  Avebury  is 
the  Warden  of  the  Guild  of  Undergraduates  this  year,  and 
gave  an  address  on  "  Science  and  its  Place  in  our  National 
Education  "  on  Friday  last. 

Sheep-dip  Items. 

Mr.  John  Craig,  of  Innergeldie,  Crieff,  has  been  appointed 
-an  additional  member  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  Com- 
mittee to  investigate  experimentally  and  to  report  upon 
certain  questions  connected  with  the  dipping  and  treatment 
of  sheep. 

On  and  after  June  14  the  railway  companies  of  Great 
Britain  are  to  require  that  all  boxes  or  other  outer  con- 
tainers of  poisonous  sheep-dip  shall  be  marked  "Poison"  in 
prominent  letters. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  premises  of  Boots,  Cash  Chemists,  at  the  corner  of 
West  Street  and  Kegent  Street,  were  entered  by  burglars 
-early  last  Sunday,  and  about  21.  worth  of  ladies'  fancy 
nickel  work- cases  and  some  crumb-brushes  taken.  The 
burglars  tried  the  safe  and  desks  for  money,  but  got  none. 

At  a  sale  by  auction  last  week  the  leasehold  house  and 
chemist's  shop,  with  off  beer-licence,  in  the  occupation  of 
Mr.  Geo.  I.  Forrest,  chemist  and  druggist,  221-223  St.  Mary's 
Road,  was  disposed  of.  The  premises,  together  with  certain 
leasehold  houses,  producing  191/.  lis.  4r/.  annually,  were  sold 
for  1,565/. 

The  extensions  to  the  Sheffield  Free  Hospital  for  sick 
children  were  formally  opened  by  Lady  Mary  Howard  on 
May  19.  The  new  premises  include  an  out-patients'  waiting- 
hall,  two  surgeons'  rooms,  two  examination-rooms,  dental 
room,  dispensary,  theatre,  and  accommodation  for  the  nursing 
staff,  &c,  and  have  cost  over  10,000/. 

The  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians  have  appointed  Mr. 
Bernard  Lancaster,  chemist  and  druggist,  68  Holme  Lane, 
Hillsborough,  to  dispense  medicines  for  the  new  Hills- 
borough district  of  the  Union,  on  the  prescription  of  the 
district  medical  officer.  This  is  the  first  time  this  method 
has  been  tried  here. 

Pharmaceutical  Picnics. 

The  members  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Society  held 
their  first  summer  picnic  on  May  27.  To  the  number  of  forty 
they  proceeded  via  the  Barry  Railway  to  the  picturesque 
village  of  Creigian.  On  arrival  there  a  heavy  downpour  of 
rain  temporarily  damped  their  ardour,  but  the  sun  soon 
shone  again,  and  the  party  then  went  botanising  through  the 
fields  and  woods  lying  between  Creigian  and  Pentyrch. 
Returning  to  the  Creigian  Temperance  Hotel  at  5  o'clock 
they  found  an  excellent  tea,  which  was  dispensed  by  Mrs. 
Hagon,  wife  of  the  first  President  of  the  Society,  Mrs.

After  tea  sundry  games  were  indulged  in, 
the  party  returning  to  Cardiff  shortly  before  9,  after  a  most 
enjoyable  afternoon.

"  Described  as  a  Chemist." 

A  man  named  Arthur  Devereux,  alias  S.  Gregory,  described 
as  a  chemist,  has  at  Ramsgate  been  sentenced  to  nine 
months'  hard  labour  for  obtaining  10/.  from  a  local  draper 
named  Bourne,  by  means  of  worthless  cheques.  The 
prisoner  lived  at  "  Cavarra,"  St.  Augustine's  Road,  Ramsgate, 
and  was  formerly  a  dispenser  at  the  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton. 

A  Bad  Man. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  David  Lewis  (29),  chemist's  manager,  of 
217  East  India  Road,  Poplar  (who  described  himself  as  a 
qualified  chemist),  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprison- 
ment, with  hard  labour,  for  attempting  to  have  carnal 
knowledge  with  Beatrice  Violet  Gough,  aged  13.  There 
was  a  further  indictment  against  Lewis  of  having  caused  the 
girl  serious  bodily  harm.  The  evidence  showed  that  the 
girl  was  sent  by  her  mother  to  the  shop  of  Henry  Squire 
at  the  above  address,  where  prisoner  was  manager,  and 
the  offence  was  committed  behind  the  counter,  prisoner 
taking  the  girl  on  his  knee.  He  tried  to  repeat  the  offence 
next  day.  It  was  proved  by  Dr.  O'Brien  that  the  more 
serious  offence  of  having  had  carnal  knowledge  with  the 
girl  had  not  been  committed,  but  that  the  girl  suffered  from 
a  disease  and  was  terribly  inflamed  (this  was  on  April  20), 
and  Dr.  O'Brien  found  prisoner  suffering  from  the  disease. 
Dr.  W.  Bullock,  Director  of  the  Pathological  Institute,  from 
examination  of  specimens  submitted,  corroborated  Dr. 
O'Brien.  Prisoner  in  his  own  evidence  tried  to  throw  the 
blame  on  a  boy  in  the  shop.  Prisoner's  counsel  said  before 
sentence  was  passed  that  perhaps  drink  hail  had  something 
to  do  with  the  case. 

The  Lady  Dispenser. 

The  Cardiff  Board  of  Guardians,  on  May  23,  discussed  a 
recommendation  from  the  Dispensing  Committee  that  Miss 
Davies,  dispenser  at  the  workhouse,  should  assume,  tempo- 
rarily, the  duties  at  the  outdoor  dispensary,  in  succession  to 
Mr.  W.  R.  Taylor,  and  that  a  dispenser  be  advertised  for  to 
take  Mr.  Taylor's  place  at  a  yearly  salary  of  80/.  Father  A. 
van  den  Heuvel  proposed  that  the  salary  be  100/.,  and  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  it  was  not  fitting  for  a  lady  to  fulfil 
the  duties  of  dispenser,  inasmuch  as  she  had  to  come  in 
contact  with  all  sorts  of  people.  Mrs.  Mullen  said  that  Miss 
Davies  was  competent  to  act  as  dispenser,  and  was  in  a 
similar  position  to  that  of  lady  members  of  the  Board,  who 
also  had  to  deal  with  all  classes.  The  Board  eventually 
decided  to  allow  Miss  Davies  to  undertake  the  duties 
temporarily  and  to  advertise  for  a  successor. 

The  Doctor's  Dispensing. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Blackburn  on  May  26  on  the  body 
of  Councillor  John  Hothersall,  whose  death  occurred  under 
tragic  circumstances,  it  was  admitted  by  Dr.  Leigh  that 
through  inadvertence  he  had  wrongly  labelled  some  bella- 
donna-liniment as  medicine,  and  that  this  was  given  to  the 
deceased.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  misadventure, 
and  added  that  liniment  should  be  put  in  different-shaped 
bottles  from  those  used  for  medicines,  and  that  they  should  be 
labelled  "Poison."  The  foreman  of  the  jury  said  Dr.  Leigh 
had  acted  in  a  manly  way  by  not  trying  to  evade  the  conse- 
quences of  his  mistake. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

The  Hants  County  Council  have  re-appointed  Dr.  Arthur 
Angell  as  public  analyst,  and  Dr.  Dyer  as  district  agricul- 
tural analyst,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Adams,  public  analyst  for  Kent,  reports  that  of 
the  samples  of  drugs  analysed  by  him,  two  of  mercury- 
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ointment  and  one  each  of  liniment  of  camphor  and  tincture 
of  iodine  were  slightly  below  P.B.  strength,  but  were  other- 
wise genuine. 

In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council, 
the  public  analyst  states  that  he  analysed  six  samples  of 
ginger,  two  of  camphorated  oil,  and  one  each  of  tincture  of 
rhubarb  and  hartshorn.  Of  these,  one  sample  of  cam- 
phorated oil  was  43  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor  and 
contained  88  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil  instead  of  olive  oil  ; 
all  the  other  drugs  were  genuine. 

Accident  to  a  Chemist. 

Mr.  T.  Oldham,  chemist,  High  Street,  Towcester,  met  with 
a  serious  accident  on  May  20.  He  was  cleaning  out  a  drawer 
in  which  gunpowder  was  formerly  kept,  and  took  the  refuse 
paper,  &c,  into  the  garden  to  burn  it.  With  the  refuse  he 
must  have  carried  some  gunpowder,  for  on  proceeding  to 
burn  the  paper  there  was  a  strong  blaze,  which  seriously 
burnt  Mr.  Oldham's  hands,  face,  and  hair.  Fortunately  he 
was  at  the  time  wearing  eye-glasses,  or  it  might  have 
destroyed  his  sight. 

The  Sale  of  Spirit  of  Salt. 

On  May  27  at  the  City  Mortuary,  Golden  Lane,  E  C, 
Mr.  F.  Danford  Thomas,  the  Deputy-Coroner,  held  an  inquest 
on  the  body  of  John  Donovan,  a  painter,  of  Hatton  Garden, 
who  drank  a  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt  he  had  obtained  from 
Edward  Page,  an  oil  and  colour  man,  of  90  Leather  Lane, 
Holborn.  It  was  stated  that  previous  to  the  purchase 
deceased  had  been  drinking,  and  that  the  spirit  of  salt  was 
served  in  a  whisky-bottle.  The  oil  and  colour  man  deposed 
that  the  poison  was  sold  by  an  assistant  in  his  presence. 
Deceased  possibly  had  had  some  drink,  but  he  did  not  appear 
to  be  drunk. 

The  Coroner  :  Did  he  say  what  he  wanted  it  for  J  Witness  : 
No,  I  do  not  think  so. 

The  Coroner  :  Was  he  asked  Witness :  We  do  not  ask 
everybody.    We  are  not  bound  to  do  so. 

The  Coroner  :  Mores  the  pity !  I  see  the  label  does  not 
say  "  Poison  "  on  it.  How  is  that  ?  Witness  :  I  must  admit 
that  is  wrong,  and  shall  not  occur  again.  I  have  a  stamp 
that  should  be  used,  but  the  assistant  must  have  forgotten. 

The  Coroner :  I  am  not  fully  cognisant  with  the  law  on 
the  poison,  but  I  thought  the  word  had  to  be  printed,  not 
merely  stamped  on.    Witness  :  I  think  the  stamp  is  legal. 

The  Coroner :  Well,  it  is  for  others  to  decide  that  question. 
How  much  did  the  deceased  get  in  the  bottle  ?  Witness  :  A 
pennyworth — half  a  quartern. 

A  Juryman  :  Are  you  allowed  to  sell  spirit  of  salt  in  any 
bottle  or  vessel  the  purchaser  produces  ?  Witness  :  I  never 
heard  to  the  contrary. 

The  Coroner:  Have  you  a  large  sale?  Witness:  Yes;  it 
is  used  for  cleaning  brasswork  in  the  Hatton  Garden  trade. 

The  Coroner  :  It  is  about  the  cheapest  and  easiest  obtained 
poison  for  suicide.  The  figures  of  suicides  by  this  poison 
are  very  much  in  excess  of  the  scheduled  poisons,  but  this 
is  sold  anywhere  and  everywhere,  and  nobody  asks  any 
questions.  You  see,  he  only  bought  a  pennyworth,  and  then 
only  took  half,  but  it  was  fatal. 

A  Juryman:  Such  reckless  sale  should  bo  stopped.  This 
is  practically  serving  a  drunken  man  without  question,  and 
no  label  is  put  on  to  warn  him. 

The  Coroner  :  The  fault  lies  with  the  present  state  of  the 
law,  although,  of  course,  the  sale  here  was  wrong  without  a 
poison-label.  I  am  doubtful  about  the  indiarubber  stamp, 
for  that  would  be  "  violet,"  and  I  believe  the  word  "  poisoni" 
must  be  in  "  crimson."    Witness  :  I  do  not  think  so. 

The  Juryman:  Are  you  in  the  habit  of  serving  drunken 
men  ?  Witness  :  Not  exactly  drunken.  They  may  have  had 
a  glass,  but  know  what  they  are  about.  In  this  case  the 
deceased  threw  the  assistant  off  his  guard  by  also  looking 
round  the  shop  and  making  some  purchases  of  paint- 
brushes. 

The  Juryman :  To  my  mind  that  does  not  satisfactorily 
explain  why  the  deceased  was  not  questioned,  nor  the  care- 
less way  the  poison  was  sold  in  a  gin-bottle.  There  is  not 
an  atom  of  precaution ;  it  is  like  selling  salad  oil  or 
vinegar. 

The  Coroner  :  It  distinctly  shows  the  bad  state  of  the  law 
at  present.    (Hear,  hear.) 


After  medical  evidence  had  been  given,  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure,  and  added  that  the 
present  system  of  the  law  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  this  poison 
was  dangerous. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Eight  deaths  from  poisoning  —  five  by  misadventure  — 
have  occurred  during  the  week.  Two  were  caused  by  hydro- 
chloric acid.  The  case  of  the  Hatton  Garden  painter  is 
mentioned  elsewhere.  The  other  victim  was  a  Chelsea 
woman  named  Ann  Reeves,  who  bought  a  bottle  of  spirit  of 
salt  and  deliberately  drank  the  contents.  Carbolic  acid  was 
taken  by  a  woman  at  Northwich,  probably  in  error,  and  by 
Elizabeth  Harrison,  at  Liverpool,  with  suicidal  intent.  Mrs, 
Box,  a  young  married  woman  at  Ilford,  drank  a  solution  of 
oxalic  acid.  A  laudanum-drinker  at  Sunderland,  Isabella 
Raine,  took  the  inevitable  overdose  on  May  23.  She  obtained 
2  dr.  from  Mr.  W.  W.  Leadbitter,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Waterloo  Place,  Sunderland,  and  taking  the  whole  quantity 
seems  to  have  poisoned  her. — The  3-weeks'  old  child  of  a. 
miner  at  Tantobie  was  inadvertently  given  a  powder  contain- 
ing morphia  in  mistake  for  infants'  powders  prepared  by  a 
doctor,  and  died.  The  belladonna-poisoning  case  at  Blackburn- 
—  the  result  of  a  doctor's  mistake  in  labelling — is  mentioned 
elsewhere.  On  May  21,  Levinous  Henry  Verdon,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Higher  Hillgate,  Stockport,  was  found  dead,  in 
a  kneeling  position,  in  the  kitchen  of  his  house.  Deceased' 
had  been  drinking  heavily.  After  hearing  the  medical 
evidence,  the  jury  found  that  death  was  caused  "  by  sudden 
stoppage  of  the  heart's  action,  due  to  taking  alcohol  in 
exce.-sive  quantities,  or  through  an  overdose  of  morphia,  or 
both."  At  the  Bootle  (Liverpool)  Police  Court  on  May  20, 
John  Roberts,  described  as  a  chemist,  was  charged  with 
attempting  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  strychnine  and 
hanging  himself.  The  Chief  Constable  said  the  prisoner 
lived  in  Knowsley  Road.  He  had  been  in  a  depressed  state 
of  health  for  some  time.  Prisoner's  father  had  undertaken 
to  take  care  of  him,  and  on  this  undertaking  being  giveD, 
the  Magistrates  discharged  him.

At  the  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  on  May  22,  before  Recorder 
Fitzgibbon,  an  action  was  heard  in  which  Mr.  Andrew- 
Jameson  claimed  26Z.  5j.  lOd.  from  Sir  James  H.  Haslett,. 
M.P.  (of  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Haslett.  Limited,  druggists),  North 
Street,  Belfast,  as  damages  which  the  plaintiff  alleged  he  had 
sustained  through  the  negligence  of  defendant's  workmen  in 
the  execution  of  repairs  to  a  water-tank  in  premises  whicb 
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the  plaintiff  held  from  the  defendant  at  Sandy  Row,  Belfast. 
A  lease  was  produced  in  which  the  tenant  was  bound  to  keep 
the  premises  in  good  repair,  but  the  defendant  had  volun- 
tarily repaired  the  cistern.  His  Honour  said  the  defendant 
voluntarily  executed  the  repair,  and  the  plaintiff  tried  to 
make  him  liable  for  not  having  done  the  work  perfectly. 
The  action  was  dismissed. 

A  Cod-liver  Oil  Hival. 

The  Siigo  Guardians  have,  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions from  the  Local  Government  Board,  asked  the  doctors 
to  reduce  the  consumption  of  cod-liver  oil  in  the  Union.  The 
Guardians  Lave  also  ordered  that  patients  getting  it  in 
the  past  should  now  get  fat  Irish  bacon  instead,  as  it  was 
stated  that  the  medical  faculty  are  at  present  in  favour  of 
the  latter  as  a  cure  for  tuberculosis.

Co-op.  Prices  Challenged. 

A  small-debt  action  has  been  raised  against  the  Northern 
Co-operative  Company  (Limited),  Aberdeen,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Fels-Naptha  Soap  Company,  London,  concluding  for 
12/.,  being  the  restricted  amount  of  damages  alleged  to  have 
been  sustained  by  pursuers  in  consequence  of  a  breach  of 
the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  pursuers  and  the 
company,  in  respect  that  the  "  Co-op."  sold  Naptha  soap  at 
2|<£.  a  bar — the  minimum  price  at  which  the  defenders 
undertook  to  sell  the  soap  in  terms  of  the  agreement — and 
over  and  above  that  handed  a  check  to  each  of  the  customers 
purchasing  the  soap,  entitling  them,  in  respect  to  each  of 
the  purchases,  to  a  bonus  or  allowance  out  of  the  defenders' 
profits,  thereby  breaking  the  retail  prices  alleged  to  have 
been  agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 


Ifceitcb  flews. 

(From  oar  Paris  Correspondent.) 


M.  Trouillot,  Minister  of  Commerce,  has  officially  nomi- 
nated the  French  delegates  for  the  International  Congress 
of  Chemistry  at  Berlin.  M.  Moissan  is  the  chief  delegate, 
the  others  being  M.  Lindet,  M.  Leduc,  and  M.  Jablin-Gonnet. 

Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  —  The  election  of  the 
director  takes  place  shortly.  At  the  University  Council  last 
week,  M.  Guignard,  the  present  director,  was  named  first 
candidate,  and  M.  Bouchardot,  professor  of  hydrology  and 
mineralogy,  second.  These  periodical  elections  of  course 
afford  excellent  opportunities  for  politely  dismissing  an  un- 
suitable or  unpopular  director,  but  as  M.  Guignard  can 
hardly  be  classed  in  either  of  these  categories,  the  election 
is  likely  to  be  a  "  walk-over." 

For  Hypodermic  Injections.— M.  Henry,  pharmacist  at 
Bourges,  has  invented  a  little  apparatus  for  the  use  of 
doctors  giving  hypodermic  injections.  These  liquids 
nowadays  are  frequently  put  up  in  ampules  or  glass  tubes 
closed  at  two  ends.  The  apparatus  consists  of  a  cylinder 
moulded  in  indiarubber  and  contained  in  a  metallic  mount. 
One  breaks  off  one  end  of  the  ampule  or  tube  and  places  it 
in  this  cylinder ;  the  turning  of  a  screw  ensures  complete 
closing.  After  this,  the  other  end  of  the  tube  can  be  broken 
off  and  the  contents  drawn  into  the  syringe.  The  apparatus 
is  readily  sterilised.  M.  Lafay  (pharmacist)  showed  it  to  the 
Paris  Therapeutic  Society  at  a  recent  meeting. 

Diphtheritic-serum  Pastilles. — Dr.  L.  Martin,  of  the 
Pasteur  Institute,  has  made  some  important  researches 
which  materially  simplify  the  treatment  for  diphtheria. 
They  were  communicated  in  a  paper  read  before  the  Biolo- 
gical Society  a  few  days  ago.  The  lecturer  stated  that  he 
had  succeeded  in  transforming  the  celebrated  Roux  serum 
into  pastilles,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  in  certain  cases 
of  the  painful  subcutaneous  injections.  His  researches  are 
not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  him  to  state  positively 
that  subcutaneous  injections  will  be  unnecessary,  but  he 
considers  that  the  pastilles  can  be  administered  in  the  con- 
valescent stages  of  the  disease  when  it  is  necessary  to 
remove  contagion,  and  also  in  cases  where  the  serum  has 
been  used  as  a  prophylactic. 

Queen  Amelie  of  Portugal,  in  the  course  of  her  visit 
to  Paris,  has  inspected  the  Pasteur  Institute  and  Hospital. 
She  denned  the  regulation  blouse  and  washed  her  hands  in 
an  antiseptic  solution.  She  did  all  with  an  excellent  grace, 
and  took  a  keen  interest  in  this  model  institution,  being  her- 
self an  enthusiast  in  modern  hygiene.  Before  leaving  she 
spent  a  few  minutes  in  the  chapel  of  the  hospital.  The 
chaplain  of  this  little  place  of  worship,  by  the  way,  Abbe 
Maumus,  is  himself  a  Pasteurian  of  the  deepest  dye,  and 
spends  his  leisure  hours  in  the  laboratory,  his  cassock  hidden 
by  the  regulation  blouse.  His  speciality  is  the  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  blood.  One  excellent  work  he  has 
done  is  to  convince  the  nurses  of  the  Pasteur  Hospital 
(Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  de  Cluny)  that  ascpsie  and  general 
cleanliness  ara  next  to  godliness.    So  thoroughly  do  they 
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carry  out  the  prescriptions  of  modern  hygiene  that  a  fervent 
Parisian  journalist  describes  them  as  "  sterilised  saints." 

Strasburg  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy. — M.  Fer- 
nand  Lambert  de  Cilleuls,  Secretary  of  the  Nancy  Superior 
School  of  Pharmacy,  has  had  the  happy  idea  of  celebrating 
the  centenary  of  the  French  schools  of  pharmacy  by  the 
publication  of  the  history  of  the  institution  with  which  he  is 
personally  connected.  And  a  curious  tale  it  is,  full  of  un- 
foreseen incidents.  He  tells  us  that,  although  "  created"  at 
the  same  epoch  as  the  "  Superior  "  pharmacy  schools  at  Paris 
and  Montpellier,  the  Strasburg  school  had  no  premises  in 
which  it  could  assemble  its  students  till  1835  !  At  this  date 
a  building  was  found,  and  M.  Persoz,  the  first  real  director, 
made  an  excellent  start.  In  1849  the  Budget  Commission  of 
the  National  Assembly  (this  was,  of  course,  just  after  the 
foundation  of  the  short-lived  "Second  Republic"  of  France) 
asked  the  Government  to  abolish  the  chairs  of  chemistry  at 
the  Strasburg  and  Montpellier  pharmacy  schools,  and  to 
transfer  these  classes  to  the  Faculties  of  Sciences.  But  the 
Technical  Committee  formed  to  study  the  question  included 
Thenard,  Chevreul,  Milne  Edwards,  Bussy,  Persoz,  Beclard, 
and  Orfia.  Some  of  these  men  had  actually  served  in  a  phar- 
macy, while  their  competence  and  authority  were  beyond 
discussioD.  They  pointed  out  that  at  the  pharmacy  schools 
"  chemistry,  like  botany,  was  taught  with  reference  to  the 
art  of  preparing  remedies,  and  that  the  classes  at  the  Faculty 
of  Sciences  could  not  replace  the  instruction  thus  given  to 
pharmacists."  Between  1835  and  1870  (when  the  school  was 
transferred  to  Nancy  on  account  of  the  German  annexation  of 
Alsace-Lorraine)  the  staff  of  professors  included  such  names 
as  Jaoquemen,  Nettler,  Cauvet,  Gerbardt,  and  Pasteur,  and  in 
our  own  days  Bechamp,  Schmitt,  and  Schlagdenhauffen.  The 
last-named  veteran,  still  living  in  retirement  at  Nancy, 
sometimes  pleasantly  terms  himself  "  The  last  of  the 
Strasbourgeois."  M.  Lambert  de  Cilleuls  quotes  a  letter 
addressed  by  Pasteur  (when  carrying  on  the  chemistry 
classes  at  the  Strasburg  Pharmacy  School),  asking  the 
director  for  a  credit  of  200f.  to  obtain  some  products  neces- 
sary for  his  researches. 


Soutb  Hfrican  IRewa.

Drugs  and  Chemicals,  valued  at  108,0007.  were  imported 
into  the  Transvaal  during  the  two  months  ending  February, 
1903,  against  54.000Z.  for  the  two  months  ending  February, 
1902. 

Two  new  Doctors  have  been  licensed  to  practise  in  the 
Cape  Colony:  Howard  Decimus  Buss,  M.R.C.S.,  formerly  of 
London,  England,  and  George  Burkitt  AVilkinson,  L.R.C.P., 
L.R.C.S.  (Ir.),  late  of  Dromara,  co.  Down,  Ireland. 

When  the  mail  left  Cape  Town  (May  6)  Mr.  H.  Magness- 
Elgar  had  been  successfully  operated  upon,  and  seemed  to 
be  progressing  favourably.  He  hoped  to  be  able  to  leave 
the  Claremont  Sanitorium  a  week  or  ten  days  later.

Mr.  J.  Bronte  has  opened  a  high-class  pharmacy  at  the  corner 
of  Auret  and  Main  Streets,  Jeppes  Town.  Mr.  J.  C.  Koller 
has  reopened  his  branch  establishment  at  Belgravia  Gates, 
Marshall  Street,  Belgravia.  Mr.  W.  Easterbrook  has  started 
a  high-class  dispensing  establishment  in  Troyeville,  at  the 
corner  of  Corry  and  Op  de  Bergen  Streets.  Mr.  Geo.  F. 
Piric,  who  has  been  for  some  years  with  his  brother,  Mr.  J.  C 


Pirie,  of  Germiston,  has  commenced  business  on  his  own 
account  in  that  rapidly-rising  reef  town.  Mr.  Pirie  has  for 
the  present  to  be  content  with  temporary  premises  until  his 
own  have  been  completed. — There  has  been  a  total  dearth  of 
Odol  in  Johannesburg  for  some  weeks.  Supplies  were  coming 
in  slowly  when  the  mail  left  (May  4),  and  the  greaff  .local 
demand  for  this  dentifrice  is  likely  to  be  appeased.

Inspection  in  Csylon. — According  to  a  recent  Govern- 
ment Gazette  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  officer  of 
police  in  Ceylon,  not  below  the  rank  of  inspector,  to  enter 
upon  any  premises  occupied  by  any  person  licensed  to  sell 
poisons  under  Ordinance  No.  11  of  1901,  in  order  that  he 
may  ascertain  by  inquiry  and  inspection  whether  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance  and  the  regulations  made  thereunder 
are  duly  observed,  and  for  this  purpose  such  police  officer 
may  inspect  the  register  and  prescription-book. 

India's  Central  Asian  Trade. — A  recently  published 
official  report  on  the  Indo-Yarkand  trade  offers  some  inte- 
resting and  instructive  reading.  The  bulk  of  the  business 
done  in  that  quarter  is  in  Russian  hands,  and  the  methods 
adopted  to  obtain  it  are  far  from  satisfactory.  An  old- 
merchant  explains  that  as  soon  as  any  foreign  article  becomes 
popular  in  Yarkand  or  Turkestan  the  Russians  send  agents 
to  examine  the  goods.  These  men  take  samples,  which  are 
quickly  copied  in  their  own  factories,  and  the  Russians  can, 
of  course,  undersell  the  Indian  merchant  by  reason  of  the 
difference  of  distance,  which  is  in  their  favour.  To  show 
how  Russia  works  her  Customs  in  Central  Asia,  it  is  pointed 
out  that  on  one  lakh  worth  of  coral  sent  from  India  there 
were  levied  in  the  Russian  Customs  House  at  Kashgar  duties 
equivalent  to  40,000r.

The  Roumanian  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  be  revised.  The 
commission  appointed  to  do  the  work  consists  of  four 
medical  men  and  one  pharmacist. 

Druggists'  Strike  in  Havana. — Dutch  papers  report 
that  the  pharmacists  in  Havana  have  unanimously  decided 
to  keep  their  shops  open  for  a  few  hours  a  dry  only,  and 
then  to  make  up  none  but  urgent  prescriptions  and  medica- 
ments in  protest  against  their  products  being  taxed  too 
highly.  They  maintain  that  they  woald  rather  close  their 
shops  entirely  than  pay  the  tax. 

A  General  Society  of  Dutch  Pharmacists,  which  is- 
intended  to  embrace  all  pharmacists  in  Holland  and  its 
colonies  and  to  further  their  scientific  interests,  was  founded 
recently.  It  has  received  the  warm  support  of  Dutch  phar- 
macists. The  provisory}  board  of  direco  s  is  composed  of 
Miss  A.  Grutterink,  pharmacist,  of  Rotterdam,  and  Mr.  J. 
Hofmann,  pharmacist,  of  The  Hague. 

The  Centenary  of  Liebig  was  celebrated  in  a  specially 
marked  manner  at  Darmstadt,  Giessen,  and  Munich.  At 
ErJangen  a  memorial  tablet  was  place  on  the  house  where  he 
dwelt  for  a  long  time  as  a  student,  and  one  was  also  unveiled 
at  the  pharmacy  in  Heppenheim  in  which  he  served  as 
apprentice  for  a  short  time.  A  street  in  Augsburg  was 
named  after  him  in  honour  of  ths  jubilee. 

German  Spirit. — In  his  report  on  the  trade  and  industry 
of  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden  during  1902  the  British  Consul 
at  Mannheim  states  that  dealers  and  small  distillers  com- 
plain bitterly  of  the  alcohol  trust,  which,  not  content  with 
seeking  a  monopoly,  threatens  their  existence  by  selling 
spirit  to  the  public  direct,  and  in  quantities  as  small  as 
1  litre.  In  south  Germany  there  are  a  large  number  of 
small  concerns  which  distil  beverages  from  plums  and 
cherries  that  are  very  popular,  and.  the  fruit  yield  in  1902 
being  abundant,  they  did  fairly  well. 
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General  flDecncal  Council, 


THE  Council  did  not  make  much  headway  with  business 
6n  Friday,  May  22.  Most  of  the  reports  were  not  ready, 
the  consideration  of  one  was  deferred  for  further  informa- 
tion, and  a  inction  was  postponed. 

The  Dentists  Register. 

Mr.  Tomes  called  attention  to  the  alleged  inaccuracy  of 
the  Dentists  Register;  names  had  been  erased  of  those  who 
are  still  alive,  and  names  of  persons  now  dead  still  find  a 
:  place  there.  Of  the  former,  many  had  been  in  practice 
before  1878,  and  some,  probably,  returned  as  chemists,  are 
not  regarded  as  bona- fide  dentists.  But  the  perpetuity  of 
other  names  suggested  that  dentists  enjoy  a  desirable 
■longevity,  and  are  not  dying  off  at  the  rate  they  should. 
Mr.  Tomes's  motion  gave  the  Registrar  an  opportunity  of 
■explaining  to  the  Council  the  pains  taken  to  obtain  accuracy 
in  sending  out  circular  notices,  and  the  difficulty  found  in 
eliciting  replies.  Circulars  are  sent  out  periodically,  request- 
ing information  of  change  of  address ;  it  is  assumed  that  if 
no  reply  is  received,  or  the  notice  is  returned  through  the 
Dead-letter  Office,  that  the  person  has  ceased  to  practise.  In 
1899,  circulars  were  sent  to  4,962  dentists,  with  the  result 
that  221  were  struck  off  the  register,  but  no  answer  was 
■received  from  1,800.  A  second  and  third  despatches  were 
forwarded — the  third  by  registered-letter  post — to  these  un- 
responsive ones,  but  there  was  still  a  residuum  of  142  from 
whom  no  reply  could  be  obtained,  and  these  names  the 
•  Registrar  at  last  reluctantly  erased.  The  help,  suggested  by 
Mr.  Tomes,  that  could  be  rendered  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  be  gladly  received.  Voluntary  information 
■of  every  kind  is  encouraged  and  utilised  ;  Messrs.  Ashe  & 
Rutherford,  dentists'  manufacturers,  have,  amongst  others, 
furnished  valuable  information.  Mr.  Tomes  accepted  the 
^Registrar's  explanation  as  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous. 

On  the  motion  of  Sir  Hugh  Beevor,  Mr.  Peyton  Todd 
Beale,  F.R.C.S.,  was  appointed  an  assistant  examiner  in 
surgery  to  the  Apothecaries'  Society  of  London  for  four 
years,  vice  Mr.  C.  Stonham. 

In  consequence  of  the  illness  of  Sir  George  Duffey,  the 
-inspection  of  the  examinations  of  the  Scotch  Universities 
was  postponed  until  next  year. 

It  The  Executive  Committee  having  consulted  the  legal 
adviser  of  the  Council  as  to  the  desirability  of  substituting 
"Penal  Cases  Committee"  for  "Executive  Committee"  in 
the  clauses  of  the  Standing  Orders  dealing  with  the  restora- 
tion after  penal  erasure,  the  legal  adviser  found  that  the 
applications  for  restoration  are  most  appropriately  dealt 
with  by  the  latter  committee,  the  special  function  of  the 
former  being  consultative.  No  change  was  therefore  pro- 
posed. 

"  Victoring  "  Mr.  Bryant. 
The  motion  by  Sir  Victor  Horsley  to  call  attention  to  the 
report  by  the  Visitors  of  the  examination  in  chemistry, 
physics,  and  biology  of  the  Conjoint  Examining  Board  in 
England  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  and 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  together  with 
■the  remarks  by  the  bodies  inspected,  and  to  move  a  motion 
thereon,  could  not  be  proceeded  with  because  there  was  no 
■report,  and  Mr.  Bryant,  Chairman  of  the  Examination  Com- 
mittee, passed  a  very  uncomfortable  half-hour  in  conse- 
quence.   Sir  Victor  said  he  had  been  labouring  under  the 
■hope  that  Mr.  Bryant  meant  to  do  his  duty,  and  asked  to 
have  it  straight  from  him  whether  or  not  he  is  to  bring  up 
his  report.    Mr.  Bryant  pleaded  that  he  thought  it  inex- 
pedient to  prepare  a  report  till  the  Visitors  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  examining  other  bodies,  so  as  to  create  a 
standard.     The  committee  would,  however,  report  this 
session  if  the  Council  expressly  desired  them  to  do  so.  He 
moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Young,  that  the  report  be  referred 
back  to  the  Visitors  for  further  consideration  and  report, 
since  they  had  now  had  an  opportunity  of  comparing  this 
examination  with  others  of  the  same  class.    Pressed  on  all 
sides  for  a  direct  answer,  and  brought  to  book  for  proposing 
a  motion  of  his  own  instead  of  replying  to  the  question, 


Mr.  Bryant  wished  to  withdraw  his  motion.  Sir  Victor 
Horsley,  however,  objected  to  that,  and  some  time  was 
occupied  in  considering  whether  or  not  leave  should  be 
given.  Eventually  it  was  withdrawn,  and  the  Council  was 
brought  back  to  its  starting-point,  On  the  motion  of  Sir  V. 
Horsley,  seconded  by  Dr.  Heron  Watson,  'the  Examination 
Committee  were  instructed  to  report  during  the  present 
session  on  the  report  by  the  Visitors  of  the  examinations  in 
chemistry,  physics,  and  biology  of  the  Conjoint  Examining 
Board  in  EDgland  and  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  of 
London. 

All  the  rest  of  the  afternoon  was  devoted  to  formal 
examination  business. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  first  question  considered  on  Saturday  was  that  put  by 
Sir  Hugh  Beevor  in  the  following  terms  : — 

To  ask  the  President  whether  his  attention  has  been  called  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  being  promoted  in  the  present 
Session  by  Mr.  Lougb,  M.P.,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  provisions  of 
the  Bill  {inter  alia)  penalise  any  person  other  than  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  from  dispensing  medical  prescriptions  in  a  shop, 
the  Bill  containing  no  definition  of  the  word  shop,  and  no 
exemption  of  registered  medical  practitioners  from  its  provisions  ; 
and,  further,  whether  in  view  of  this,  the  Council  should  not  take 
some  step  in  reference  to  this  or  any  other  Bill  promoted  on 
similar  lines,  to  see  that  the  interests  of  medical  practitioners  are 
properly  protected. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  not  seen  the  Bill  till  it 
had  been  sent  to  him  through  Sir  Hugh,  and  he  had  then 
examined  the  Acts  which  it  proposed  to  amend.  There  are, 
he  said,  two  Pharmacy  Acts  of  moment,  one  of  1852  for  the 
regulation  of  the  qualifications  of  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
the  provisions  of  which  expressly  excluded  members  of  the 
medical  profession,  and  another  of  1868  for  the  regulation  of 
the  sale  of  poisons.  Under  the  latter  it  is  unlawful  for  any 
person  other  than  chemists  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the 
retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding  of  poisons,  but  the 
Act  does  not  extend  to  or  interfere  with  the  legally  qualified 
apothecary  or  medical  practitioner,  or  apply  to  the  medicine 
supplied  by  them  to  their  patients.  The  question  was 
whether  under  this  new  Bill  the  interests  of  the  profession 
would  be  still  protected,  and  that  was  one  for  a  lawyer,  and  one 
upon  which  he  (the  President)  could  not  express  an  opinion. 
The  Bill  affected  Great  Britain  only,  Ireland  being  excluded. 
The  Act  of  1868  makes  the  sale  of  poisons  illegal,  but  its 
scope  is  greatly  enlarged  in  the  present  Bill,  which  adds  to 
it  the  compounding,  dispensing,  and  retailing  of  medical 
prescriptions,  except  by  a  registered  person — registered,  of 
course,  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  This,  said  the  President, 
is  a  very  serious  inroad,  and  there  is  no  proposition,  as  far  as 
he  could  see,  to  safeguard  medical  practitioners.  The 
President  added  that  as  the  Bill  materially  affects  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  the  latter  body  rather  than  the 
Council  should  obtain  a  legal  opinion  on  it. 

Sir  Hugh  Beevor  said  he  had  not  been  asked  by  the  Society 
to  get  a  legal  opinion  on  the  Bill  through  the  Council  :  he 
only  brought  it  before  them  in  the  interests  of  the  profession. 

Sir  V.  Horsley  stated  that  the  British  Medical  Association 
have  been  moving  in  the  matter  for  the  last  two  months,  and  as 
the  Bill  affects  the  whole  profession  he  thought  it  quite  proper 
the  question  should  be  raised  in  the  Council. 

Mr.  Brown  declared  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Bill  is 
a  direct  attack  upon  the  medical  practitioners  of  this  country. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Dr.  Heron  Watson  as  to 
whether  the  Bill  is  not  blocked,  Sir  J.  B.  Tuke  reassured 
him  that  it  is.  It  has  not  reached  the  second  reading  yet, 
and  should  it  get  through  the  House  of  Commons  it  has  to 
go  to  the  Lords,  who  will  be  occupied  ail  the  present  Session 
over  the  Deceased  Wife's  Sister  Bill. 

Mr.  Brown  went  on  to  say,  as  a  Licentiate  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  that  doctors  are  often  the  only  persons  in 
country  districts  for  miles  round  who  can  supply  medicines 
or  poisons,  and  they  would  be  restricted  very  much  under 
this  Bill.  Doctors  keep  open  shop  to  a  large  extent  in  Wales 
and  other  places  where  chemists  would  not  be  able  to  get 
sufficient  trade.  Mr.  Brown  further  said  that  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  have  not  fulfilled  their  statutory  duty  under 
the  Act  of  1815  in  providing  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified 
dispensers,  but  have  allowed  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
come  in  and  take  the  duty  on  themselves. 
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Ultimately  the  following  motion,  framed  by  Dr.  MacAlister 
and  seconded  by  Sir  Hugh  Beevor,  was  carried  without  further 
discussion : 

That  the  President  be  requested  to  represent  to  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  that  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  1903, 
now  before  Parliament  the  rights  of  the  medical  profession  as 
guarded  by  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts  appear  to  be  encroached 
upon,  and  to  state  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  this 
encroachment  ought  not  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  Parliament. 

Full  Inside. 

A  long  debate  arose  out  of  an  apparently  non-contentious 
motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Jackson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brown, 
which,  however,  widened  as  it  went  on,  and  led  the  way  to  a 
more  comprehensive  amendment.    Mr.  Jackson  moved — 

That  the  Council  petition  the  Privy  Council  that,  in  the  event 
of  the  Victoria  University  being  divided  into  two  or  more  separate 
Universities,  a  single  representative  should  continue  to  represent 
the  whole  collectively. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  Privy  Council  gave  the 
charter  to  a  university,  but  that  Parliament  alone  could  give 
it  a  representative  on  the  G.M.C.  Dr.  Windle  added  that 
though  the  charter  constituted  a  new  university,  Parliament 
must  confer  a  registrable  qualification.  Dr.  McVail  pro- 
tested that  the  Council  sit  to  administer  the  Medical  Acts, 
and  have  no  time  or  funds  to  discuss  what  Parliament  should 
or  should  not  do,  and  that  the  motion  was  out  of  order. 
Sir  J.  Tuke  agreed  that  it  was  hardly  regular  to  discuss  a 
Bill  which  does  not  yet  exist.  The  President,  on  being 
referred  to,  thought  the  matter  affected  their  constitution, 
and  that  they  had  a  right  to  express  an  opinion.  Dr.  Pye 
Smith  then  went  further  than  the  motion,  saying  that  the 
business  of  the  Council  could  be  done  much  better  and  more 
expeditiously  by  fewer  members  than  there  are  at  present, 
and  that  there  is  not  room  for  a  single  extra  seat.  He 
moved  as  an  amendment,  which  Dr.  Payne  seconded,  that 
Parliament  be  urged  to  take  the  first  opportunity  of  reducing 
the  numbers  of  the  Council.  Dr.  MacAlister  was  in  favour 
of  the  amendment,  and  after  others  had  expressed  their 
views,  the  amendment  was  lost  by  fifteen  to  nine,  six  not 
voting.  The  original  motion  was  just  about  to  be  put,  when 
Dr.  McVail,  who  did  not  wish  to  be  deprived  of  moving 
another  motion,  jubilantly  declared  that  the  Council  auto- 
matically adjourned,  it  being  4  o'clock.  Suspension  of  the 
Standing  Orders  had  been  moved,  but  by  some  oversight  a 
vote  had  not  been  taken,  and  the  Council  accordingly  had  to 
adjourn. 

Penal  Business. 

Penal  business,  which  is  exceptionally  heavy  this  session, 
commenced  on  Monday,  May  25,  when  James  Kirkland,  of 
7  Ladbroke  Square,  W.,  registered  as  M.B.,  CM.  Glasg.,  was 
summoned  to  appear  before  the  Council  to  answer  a  charge 
of  being  a  party  to  the  publica- 
tion of  advertisements,  circu- 
lated in  pamphlets  on  social 
purity,  which  invited  the  public 
to  apply  for  his  address  as  a 
physician.  Dr.  H.  Woods  con- 
ducted the  prosecution  for  the 
London  and  Counties  Medical 
Defence  Union,  and  stated  that 
the  pamphlets  were  sold,  some 
at  Id.  each,  and  were  published 
by  Mr.  John  Kensit  in  Pater- 
noster Row.  They  had  evi- 
dence that  Dr.  Kirkland  was 
the  physician  in  question.  Mr. 
Campbell,  on  Dr.  Kirkland's 
behalf,  said  he  was  not  respon- 
sible for  a  single  word  con- 
tained in  the  pamphlets,  and 
was  not  aware  of  the  advertise- 
ment. He  had,  however,  given 
his  name  to  Mr.  Henry  Varley,  a  well-known  evangelical 
preacher,  and  a  devotee  of  social  purity.  Unfortunately  for 
Dr.  Kirkland,  Mr.  Kensit  had  not  only  copied  Mr.  Varley's 
form  of  advertisement,  but  had  obtained  from  his  publisher, 
Mr.  Holdness,  a  supply  of  the  forms  giving  Dr.  Kirkland's 
name  and  address.  Dr.  Kirkland,  entering  the  witness-box, 
stated  that  the  lithographed  forms  were  only  to  be  used

privately.  He  was  supported  by  Mr.  Alfred  Holdness  and 
Mr.  Varley.  After  the  Council  had  deliberated  in  private, 
the  President  asked  Dr.  Kirkland  if  he  regretted  his  eon- 
duct,  which  he  said  he  did,  and  undertook  not  to  repeat  it 
in  future.  Then  the  President  told  him  that  the  Council 
considered  the  facts  proved  against  him,  but  would  proceed 
no  further  with  the  matter. 

In  the  case  of  Edward  John  Smith,  110  Balsall  Heath 
Road,  Birmingham,  L.S.A.,  M.R.C.S.,  adjourned  from  last 
November's  meeting,  and  in  which  the  Medical  Defence 
LTnion  complained  that  he  had  advertised,  Mr.  Smith  now- 
said  he  had  entirely  given  up  the  practice  which  was 
objected  to,  and  it  was  his  intention  never  to  resume  it.  The 
Council  further  considered  the  facts  proved  against  him, 
but  did  not  judge  him  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  pro- 
fessional respect. 

The  School  Board  and  the  Doctor. 

The  case  of  Dr.  J.  D.  Maclean,  72  Summer  Hill  Road, 
Birmingham,  was  the  first  hear!  on  Tuesday.  He  was 
charged  by  the  Birmingham  ScIiodI  Board  with  giving 
certificates  of  illness  to  a 
schoolboy  without  seeing  or 
examining  him.  The  case 
assumed  more  importance 
than,  on  the  face  of  it,  it 
appeared  to  merit,  on  account 
of  the  extraordinary  discre- 
pancy of  the  statements 
made  by  the  persons  con- 
cerned. The  evidence  ten- 
dered by  the  School  Board 
w-ent  to  show  that  the  boy's 
father  was  fined  10s.  by  the 
Birmingham  Magistrates  for 
the  boy's  non-attendance  at 
school,  it  being  shown,  in 
spite  of  the  doctor's  four 
certificates,  that  the  lad  was 
at  work.  The  Board  said  the 
doctor  had  not  examined  the  boy.  Dr.  Maclean's  defence 
was  a  complete  denial  of  the  accusation,  and  he  handed  in 
as  his  proofs  statutory  declarations  from  the  boy,  his  mother, 
and  another  woman,  that  on  each  occasion  when  the  certifi- 
cates were  given  the  boy  had  visited  him  and  had  been 
examined  by  him.  After  a  long  hearing,  the  Council  found 
the  charge  not  to  be  proved  to  its  satisfaction. 

Dental  Discipline. 

Four  dental  cases  were  disposed  of  in  less  than  an  hour: 
Mr.  Turner,  representing  the  British  Dentists'  Association, 
appeared  to  conduct  the  prosecution.  The  Dental  Committee 
had  found  that  Mr.  F.  de  Roos  Owen,  Oxford  Street,  Swansea, 
had  employed  A.  G.  Holt,  an  unqualified  assistant,  to 
practise  on  his  behalf  at  Cardiff  from  March  to  October, 
1902.  Mr.  Owen  had  given  the  committee  an  unqualified 
assurance  through  his  counsel  that  he  would  employ  quali- 
fied assistants  only  in  the  future,  Holt  being  retained  simply 
in  a  mechanical  capacity,  so  that  the  Council  decided  to- 
proceed  no  further  in  reference  to  the  facts  proved  against 
Mr.  Owen.  Mr.  David  Anthony,  dentist  and  chemists- 
Cardiff,  did  not  put  in  an  appearance  although  he  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  Dental  Committee,  with  Mr.  Kirby, 
solicitor,  on  February  24,  when  the  whole  of  the  facts  were 
gone  into.  Then  the  committee  found  the  following  facts 
to  be  established  by  the  evidence  :  — 

(a)  David  Anthony  was  registered  in  the  Dentists'  Register  as 
in  practice  before  July  22,  1878,  and  his  address  registered  in  the 
Dentists'  Register  is  39  St.  Mary  Street,  Cardiff. 

(b)  Being  a  registered  dentist,  Mr.  Anthony  has  habitually 
permitted  an  unqualified  person  named  Jonathan  Edwin  Billups 
Lee  to  attend  patients  and  perform  operations  upon  them,  and 
to  practise  dentistry  on  Mr.  Anthony's  behalf  in  Mi'.  Anthony's 
name  at  110  Queen  Street,  Cardiff.  This  course  of  practice  by 
Mr.  Anthony  continued  regularly  during  the  period  between  the 
months  of  March  and  December,  1902,  inclusive,  in  which  latter 
month  the  connection  between  the  said  Jonathan  Edwin  Billups 
Lee  and  the  said  David  Anthony  ceased. 

(c)  On  January  19,  1903,  a  joint-stock  company  named  Anthony, 
Dentist  (Cardiff)  (Limited),  was  registered,  for  the  object  (amongst 
others)  of  purchasing  and  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  dentist 
carried  on  by  David  Anthony  at  No.  110  Queen  Street,  Cardiff,  and 
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of  employing  thoroughly  practical  persons  to  act  on  the  company's 
behalf  as  dentists.  By  the  compmy's  memorandum  of  associa- 
tion it  appeared  that  Mr.  Anthony  subscribe!  the  memorandum 
for  fifty  shares,  the  other  six  signatories  being  subscribers  for  one 
share  each. 

(<?)  Mr.  Anthony  still  has  in  his  employment  as  assistant  an 
uuqualified  person. 

(c)  Mr.  Authony  state 3  that  he  did  not  receive  the  circular  of 
the  General  Medical  Council  which  was  issued  in  19D0  relating  to 
employment  of  unqualified  assistants.  His  name  was  taken  off 
the  register  in  the  latter  part  of  1900  under  Section  12,  but  was 
restored  in  1901.  A  previous  issue  of  the  circular  took  place  in 
1892. 

Mr.  Turner  addressed  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  British 
Dental  Association  and  after  considering  the  matter 
privately,  the  Council  decided  to  erase  Mr.  Anthony's  name 
from  the  register. 

Mr.  H.  J.  All  wood,  5)  New  Street,  Birmingham,  registered 
dentist,  was  charged  with  advertising  his  name,  address, 
and  qualifications,  amongst  the  latter  a  description  of 
himself  as  Dr.  Allwood.  Mr.  All  wood,  by  his  solicitor  and 
personally,  gave  the  Dental  Committee  an  unconditional 
undertaking  to  abstain  from  advertising,  and  to  withdraw  the 
letters  D.D.S.  from  hi-;  description  of  himself.  Mr.  Allwood 
repeated  this  undertaking  to  the  Council,  and  the  matter  Wds 
allowed  to  drop.  The  case  against  Mr.  W.  J.  F.  Mackeown, 
L  D.S.,  28  Tentercroft  Street,  Lincoln,  was  that  he  had  entered 
into  the  employment  of  two  unregistered  and  unqualified 
persons  named  Newton  and  Holden  there,  who,  by  their  adver- 
tisements, lead  the  public  to  believe  that  they  are  qualified 
dentists.  Mr.  Mackeown  has,  however,  severed  his  connection 
with  them  and  is  going  to  South  Africa  to  practise  there. 
As  lie  had  expressed  his  regret,  the  Council  decided  not  to 
proceed  further  with  the  case. 

Practice  amongst  the  Jews. 

Mr.  Moses  Blok,  L.S.A.,  47  Pyrland  Road,  Canonbury,  N., 
appeared  to  answer  a  charge  of  permitting  Camille  Lebon, 
au  unqualified  person,  to  attend  and  prescribe  for  patients 

and  to  practise  medicine 
at  his  surgery,  7  New 
Goulston  Street,  Aldgate, 
and  at  the  homes  of 
patients.  The  Medical 
Defence  1  nion  were  the 
moving  parties,  and  on 
their  behalf  Dr.  Bateman 
submitted  evidence  in 
proof.  Mr.  Romaine  ex- 
amined Mr.  Blok  and 
elicited  the  facts,  for  the 
defence,  that  Lebon  had 
the  diploma  of  Strassburg, 
and  that  he  had  been  up 
for  his  examination  by  the 
Conjoint  Board  last  April. 
He  was  engaged  to  act 
simply  as  dispenser  and 
surgery  attendant.  Mr. 
Blok  was  cross-examined 
by  Dr.  Bateman,  who  was  proceeding  to  put  some  questions 
as  to  Lebon's  predecessor,  who  was  also  unqualified,  when 
the  President  said  this  was  hardly  fair.  Mr.  Romaine  and 
Dr.  Bateman  then  addressed  the  Council,  and,  after  a  short 
consideration  in  camera,  the  President  announced  that  the 
facts  alleged  against  Mr.  Blok  had  not  been  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

The  whole  of  Wednesday  afternoon  was  devoted  to  the 
hearing  m  camera  of  a  charge  of  immoral  conduct  against 
Dr.  W.  G,  Niall.  Guildford.  Amongst  the  other  business 
still  to  be  undertaken  is  the  reception  of  a  report  from  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee.

A  Materia-medica  Collection. — The  Pharmaceutical 
Institute  of  the  Berlin  University  at  Dahlem  has  been  pre- 
sented by  Messrs.  Bruckner,  Lampe  &  Co.,  of  Berlin,  with  a 
collection  of  drugs.  The  collection,  which  was  begun  some 
seventy  years  ago,  and  consists  of  about  4,000  specimens,  is 
compiled  and  catalogued,  and  should  prove  useful  to 
students  in  pharmacognosy.  The  samples  include  varieties 
of  the  usual  commercial  drugs  and  adulterations.

Edinol  and  Rodinal. 

Litigation  is  proceeding  between  the  Aktien-Gesellschaft 
fiir  Anilinfabrikation,  Berlin,  and  the  Farbenfabriken  vorm. 
Friedr.  Bayer  &  Co.,  Elberfeld,  in  reference  to  the  photo- 
graphic-developer edinol,  which  the  latter  firm  recently 
placed  on  the  market.  l;  Edinol"  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Aktien-Gesellschaft  fiir  Anilinfabrikation,  an  infringement  of 
the  patent  for  rodinal.  A  case  in  the  Berlin  court  has  been 
decided  in  favour  of  the  Berlin  company,  and  the  Elberfeld 
company  have  been  ordered  to  discontinue  the  sale  of 
edinol.    An  appeal  is  pending. 

The  Photographic-trade  Association, 

the  second  annual  meeting  of  which  was  held  recently,  had 
before  them  the  question  of  the  new  state  of  affairs  that  has 
arisen  owing  to  the  decision  of  Kodak  (Limited)  to  enter 
the  field  as  a  wholesale  supply  house,  dealing  in  other  manu- 
facturers' specialities.  Several  firms  have  not  up  to  the 
present  seen  their  way  to  supplying  their  proprietary 
articles  to  the  Eastman  Company,  but  how  the  matter  will 
end  it  is  not  safe  to  prophesy.  From  a  chemist's  point  of 
view  it  is  not  of  much  significance,  as  the  wholesale  houses 
who  make  it  a  special  feature  of  their  business  to  supply 
chemists  with  photographic  supplies  are  of  considerable 
stability. 

The  Ilford  Panic 
is  an  interesting  development  in  the  photographic  trade.  It 
would  be  instructive  to  have  a  precis  of  the  negotiations  that 
have  taken  place  between  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company,  and 
Ilford  (Limited)  to  see  what  it  is  that  has  so  much  frightened 
the  directors  of  the  latter  company.  There  may,  after  all, 
be  excellent  reasons  for  the  capitulation,  and  speaking  from 
experience  as  a  retailer,  if  I  were  a  shareholder  in  Ilford 
(Limited)  I  would  not  oppose  the  transfer.  So  far  as 
chemists'  trade  is  concerned,  I  cannot  say  they  have  taken 
the  best  way  to  conserve  it  and  to  keep  in  friendly  touch 
with  this  the  most  important  and  numerous  class  of  photo- 
graphic dealers. 

Historic  Photography. 
Those  who  are  interested  in  early  apparatus  and  specimens 
of  photography  should  not  miss  the  exhibition  which  has 
been  organised  by  the  Royal  Photographic  Society  at 
66  Russell  Square,  W.C.  I  took  an  opportunity  this  week  of 
visiting  the  exhibition  and  found  it  very  interesting.  There 
are  shown  daguerrotypes  by  Claudet,  Lerebours,  and  other 
celebrated  workers,  a  holograph  letter  of  Daguerre,  and  one 
of  Daguerre's  signed  and  sealed  cameras.  In  the  early  days 
it  was  considered  necessary  to  go  to  Daguerre's  agents  if 
one  wanted  the  right  thing  in  cameras  and  photographic 
materials.  There  are  many  relics  of  Fox  Talbot  in  the 
shape  of  apparatus  he  used  and  early  calotypes.  Amongst 
some  of  the  early  talbotypes  taken  in  the  forties  I  noted 
pictures  of  Michael  Faraday  and  Sir  David  Brewster.  There 
are  many  old  cameras,  more  or  less  cumbrous,  dating  from 
about  1850.  In  this  collection  it  is  possible  now  and  then 
to  detect  the  germ  of  the  modern  hand-camera.  One 
magazine  hand-camera,  made  in  1891,  was  invented  by  Mr. 
W.  J.  Spurrier  in  1863.  Two  examples  of  Sutton's  panoramic 
camera,  in  which  a  water  lens  and  curved  plates  were  used, 
are  shown.  These  are  interesting  as,  perhaps,  the  first 
practical  panoramic  cameras.  Dr.  J.  W.  Swan  shows 
carbon  prints  which  he  took  in  1866,  and  Mr.  John  Spiller, 
another  well-known  chemist,  exhibits  specimens  of  photo- 
graphs taken  on  the  first  preserved  plates  in  1834.  These 
plates  kept  from  three  to  twenty-one  days,  and  moistness  was 
insured  by  the  use  of  deliquescent  salts,  such  as  the  nitrates 
of  magnesium  and  zinc,  and  glycerin.  Some  heliotypes  by 
Thomas  Wedgwood,  who  is  usually  credited  with  the 
invention  of  photography,  and  an  early  platinotype  print  by 
Willis,  are  also  of  much  interest.  I  noted  that  a  copy  c  f 
the  British  Journal  Almanack  of  1864,  a  tiny  volume  about 
4  by  2|,  and  weighing  about  2  oz.,  was  edited  by  Professor 
Emerson  J.  Reynolds,  who  had  then  and  still  has  many  tics 
with  pharmacy.

In  his  early  days 
Mr.  Grove  served  as  an  apothecary  in  the  Royal  Navy,  and, 
retiring  on  a  pension,  he  commenced  business  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  in  Coventry  Street,  Kidderminster. 

Oldroyd. — At  52  Pellon  Lane,  Halifax,  on  May  24,  Mr 
George  Oldroyd,  chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  70.  Mr. 
Oldroyd  was  a  native  of  the  district,  the  son  of  a  well 
known  druggist,  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Oldroyd,  of  St.  James's 
Road,  Halifax,  who  in  his  day  did  such  a  large  prescribing 
business  that  on  one  or  two  occasions  he  brought  down  on 
him  the  wrath  of  the  medical  fraternity.

Scientific  progress. 


Calcium  Etnylate.—  If  calcium  amide,  Ca(NH2),,  or  calcium 
hydride,  CaHo,  is  treated  with  absolute  alcohol  ammonia  is  evolved, 
and  calcium  ethylate  is  formed,  Ca(CoH-,0)o.  The  reaction  is 
described  by  G.  von  Doby  in  Chem.  Zeil,  1903,  27,  37. 

Cacodylate-reaction. — Bougault  proposes  a  reagent  con- 
sisting of  a  solution  of  2  grams  sodium  hypophosphite  in  20  c.c. 
of  water,  to  which  is  added  200  c.c.  pure  hydrochloric  acid.  If  as 
little  as  J  milligram  of  sodium  cacodylate  is  dissolved  in  a  few 
drops  of  water  and  a  few  c.c.  of  the  reagent  is  added  in  a  test- 
tube  the  characteristic  odour  of  cacodyl  can  be  detected. — (Bull. 
Comm.,  1903,  177.) 

Pyrophosphorlc  Acid. — In  a  communication  to  the  French 
Academy  of  Sciences,  Anger  reviewed  the  methods  for  preparing 
this  acid  (H4P2O0),  and  described  how  he  has  obtained  it  in 
feathery  crystals  melting  at  383  C.  His  process  is  to  act  upon  , 
phosphorus  trichloride  with  carbonic-acid  gas,  keeping  the  chloride  1 
in  excess  so  as  to  insure  non-interference  by  water.  In  about 
twenty  hours  the  clear  liquid  becomes  a  mass  of  crystals,  which 
are  dried  in  a  desiccator  over  potash  and  phosphoric  anhydride. — 
(Bull  Comm.,  1903,  177.) 


Oil  ot  Calamlntna.—  Genviesse  and  Chablay  (Comptes 
Rendus,  136,  B87)  have  isolated  from  the  essential  oil  of  Cala- 
ynintha  Nepeta  three  bodies,  one  of  which  is  a  new  ketone. 
Pinene  and  palegone  were  isolated,  and  the  new  ketone,  which  the 
authors  term  calaminthone.  Calaminthone  boils  at  208°-209°  C. 
at  745  mm.,  has  sp.  gr.  0  930  at  20°  C,  and  opt.  rot.  +  11°  10'.  It 
forms  a  white  crystalline  oxime,  melting  at  88°,  and  a  semi- 
carbazone  melting  at  165°.  By  the  action  of  naseent  hydrogen 
the  authors  claim  that  calaminthone  is  transformed  into  menthol. 

Hew  Terpene-derivatives. — Semmler  (Berichte,  1903, 
1033),  during  a  study  of  reduced  terpenes,  has  prepared  a  dihydro- 
phellandrene,  Ci0Hig.  It  is  formed  by  the  action  of  sodium  and 
amyl-alcohol  on  phellandrene.  Di-hydro  phellandrene  is  an  oil  of 
sp.  gr.  0-829,  boiling  at  171°-172° ;  refractive  index,  1-4601; 
sp.  rot.  [<i]d  =  +25°.  The  corresponding  di-hydro-limonene  boils 
at  173°-174°  C. ;  sp.  gr.,  0-829 ;  refractive  index,  1-4630 ;  sp.  rot.  = 
+  40°.  Di-hydro-tanacetene  is  sp.  gr.  0-810,  and  refractive  index 
1-4510.  Incidentally,  the  paper  gives  much  interesting  evidence 
on  the  constitution  of  some  of  the  sesquiterpenes,  for  which 
reference  must  be  made  to  the  original.

Barristers 

have  adopted  for  themselves  the  description  of 
"  learned,"  and  most  liberally  they  use  it  when  they  are 
referring  one  to  another.  They  assume,  too,  that  they  are 
the  specially  learned  class  as  complacently  as  if  they  were 
merely  recognising  a  law  of  nature.  And,  in  turn,  the 
British  public,  too  lazy-minded  to  investigate,  accepts  the 
complimentary  adjective  in  all  good  faith  and  humility. 
Such  persistent  and  perpetual  flattery  as  our  "  learned 
friends  "  are  subject  to  in  their  daily  life,  whether  they  do 
their  work  well  or  ill,  necessarily  spoils  them  ;  they  almost 
begin  to  fancy  that  they  really  are  learned,  and  this  fancy 
begets  airs  which  are  scarcely  seemly. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  K.C.,  M.P., 

furnishes  a  good  instance  of 
the  damaging  effects  of  the  atmosphere  which  surrounds 
him  and  his  fellow-monuments  of  learning.  A  clever  man 
unquestionably — perhaps  once  a  fairly  modest  one — Mr. 
Marshall  Hall  has  achieved  in  early  life  a  large  measure  of 
success  in  his  profession.  This  entitles  him  to  speak  with 
confidence  from  under  his  wig  and  gown,  but  it  does  not 
qualify  him  to  stand  up  before  an  assembly  of  pharmacists 
and  lecture  them  oracularly  on  the  details  of  their  occupa- 
tion. His  knowledge  of  pharmacy  seems  to  have  been 
derived,  I  gathered  from  his  autobiographical  reminiscences, 
from  playing  with  pill-boxes  in  the  nursery.  Possibly,  he 
may  have  given  twenty  minutes  to  the  subject  since.  That 
is  about  the  time  in  which  "  learned  counsel  "  find  they  can 
master  the  most  abstruse  studies.  Thus  equipped,  Mr. 
Marshall  Hall  is  ready  with 

His  Argument. 

In  two  minutes  he  proves  that  our  demand  for 
qualified  directors  is  an  absurd  one,  and  in  two  more  he 
propounds  his  own  substitute.  That  Lord  Ebury,  Mr.  James 
Bailey,  M.P.,  Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  M.P.,  Mr.  Boot,  and  other 
gentlemen  who  run  pharmacies  should  be  qualified  is,  in  his 
view,  monstrous,  but  he  suggests  as  a  reasonable,  logical, 
and  attainable  settlement  of  the  controversy  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  should  have  power  to  disqualify  any 
chemist  who  takes  service  under  these  gentlemen.  That 
method  would  settle  company-pharmacy  quite  as  effectively 
as  the  one  we  ask  for ;  but  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  admire 
the  perspicacity  or  the  legal  acumen  of  the  sage  who  advo- 
cates it.  We  do  not  want  any  more  of  the  legislation  which 
hits  the  assistant  and  lets  the  real  offender  go  scot-free. 
Moreover,  there  is  no  chance  of  our  getting  such  if  we 
should  want  it. 

The  Council  Election 

could  not  be  other  than  a  tame  event  this 
year,  for  absolutely  no  disputed  topic  was  raised,  nor  was  any 
policy  challenged.  Justice  to  Scotland  was  the  single  issue 
involved,  and  thanks  to  the  uncompromising  firmness  of  the 
Scotch  electorate,  which  will  never  palter  with  principle  for 
place  or  power,  Scotland  stands  where  she  did.  It  has  been 
shown  on  several  recent  occasions  that  there  is  voting-power 
enough  to  carry  two  Scotchmen  to  the  Council,  but  that  the 
material  must  not  be  cut  to  waste.  The  only  other  moral 
deducible  from  the  election  is  that  the  constituency  en- 
dorses the  action  of  its  representatives ;  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
may  be  taken,  I  suppose,  to  indicate  the  approved  platform. 
Now,  what  is  wanted  is  that  having  got  on  the  right  road, 
and  confident  in  the  support. of  the  members  generally,  the  I 
Council  should  band  themselves  into  some  sort  of  Vehm-  | 


gericht,  sworn  to  accomplish  their  objects  in  spite  of  "  all 
that  the  sun  shines  upon  or  the  rain  wets,"  let  Mr.  Gilhooly- 
or  who  will,  oppose.  That  is  the  temper  for  a  winning  fight, 
but  when  a  hundred  wise  heads  wag,  and  a  hundred  feet 
turn  back  because  the  walls  do  not  fall  at  our  first  shout, 
there  is  but  a  fragile  hope  of  ultimate  success. 

The  Annual  Meeting 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  by  a 
long  way  the  poorest  and  the  saddest  I  have  ever  attended. 
Years  ago  able  men  discussed  on  that  floor  questions  of 
small  importance  perhaps,  but  they  made  them  appear  of 
moment.  Gradually  the  annual  meetings  became  the  play- 
ground of  cranks  and  faddists ;  but  the  :cranks  of  the  past 
imported  some  humour  into  their  criticisms.  This  year 
there  was  no  humour  and  scarcely  can  it  be  said  that  there 
was  any  seriousness.  Mr.  Mackenzie,  who  finds  that  our 
present  condition  is  far  worse  than  before  1868,  and  who 
demands  "resolute  action  "  to  mend  matters,  has  no  serious 
lead  to  offer.  It  is  not  possible  he  can  think  that  any  of  the 
ten  schemes  he  suggests,  which  range  from  territorial 
representation  to  the  manner  of  addressing  the  voting- 
papers,  would  check  the  downward  course  or  arrest  the 
spreading  decay.  Mr.  Nicholls  was,  perhaps,  serious  in 
pointing  to  the  House  of  Lords  and  Somerset  House  as  the 
judicial  and  fiscal  enemies  of  the  trade,  and  urging  the 
Council  to  start  mending  matters  by  first  attacking  those 
bastilles.  The  curious  thing  was  that  he  found  a  seconder. 
The  other  offenders  were  eminent  personages.  Mr.  Carteighe, 
Mr.  Hills,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  contested  with  wanton 
warmth,  I  fancied,  a  Presidential  proposal  which  certainly 
did  not  seem  to  the  unsophisticated  mind  to  be  revolu- 
tionary. I  am  bound  to  assume  that  when  those  great 
men  perceived  a  danger  which  moved  them  to  such  urgent 
protest,  one  must  have  been  present ;  but  up  to  now  I  have 
not  been  able  to  locate  it.  To  acknowledge  the  friendliness 
of  members  of  Parliament  who  have  shown  us  the  sympathy 
of  backing  our  Bill,  seems  to  me  to  be  little  other  than  a 
graceful  formality.  Perhaps  it  may  partake,  besides,  of  that 
gratitude  which  hopes  for  further  favours,  but  even  then  it 
is  difficult  to  see  that  it  becomes  such  a  formidable  crime  or 
blunder  as  to  justify  revolt  and  mutiny. 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 

might  add  one  more  to  the 
many  favours  they  shower  on  chemists  by  supplying  medi- 
cine-stamps in  some  more  easily  available  form.  The  great 
people  who  use  these  by  the  ten  thousand  probably  have 
some  mechanical  methods  of  cutting  out  the  stamps  and 
gumming ;  at  all  events,  they  do  not  seem  to  mind.  But  the 
retail  chemist  who  applies  a  few  dozens  per  month  would 
save  a  good  many  valuable  minutes  if  he  could  buy 
medicine-stamps  in  sheets  adhesive  and  perforated.  They 
need  not  necessarily  be  the  same  shape  as  those  now 
supplied.  Or  could  not  the  Board  undertake  to  emboss 
liable  labels  on  payment  of  the  duty  if,  say,  a  space  of  an 
inch  square  were  left  blank  for  that  purpose  ?  We  love 
paying  the  tax,  but  the  path  of  virtue  might  be  made  as 
smooth  and  pleasant  as  possible  for  us. 

A  Combination 

of  "  Ilford  "  with  "  Eastman  Kodak  "  is  said  to 
be  probable.  The  announcement  is  coincident  with  another — 
that  the  Eastman  Company  are  going  into  the  plate-trade. 
This  is  probably  the  persuasion  which  will  influence  the 
Ilford  shareholders.  Hitherto  the  Ilford  shares  have  stood 
on  a  higher  level  in  the  market  than  the  Eastman,  but  the 
plate  competition  would  probably  soon  level  them.  More- 
over, the  united  Eastman  capital  is  twelve  times  that  of  the 
Ilford  Company,  though  when  it  was  floated  we  thought 
380,000/.  a  monstrous  figure  for  a  mere  plaything  like  photo- 
graphy. Since  then  the  art  has  grown  into  a  great  industry, 
and  millions  have  come  to  be  our  familiar  friends.  It  is  only 
very  small  people  who  talk  about  thousands  in  these  days.

Ebttorfal  Comments. 


Medical  Opposition. 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution in  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill : 

"  That  the  President  be  requested  to  represent  to  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  that,  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
1903,  now  before  Parliament,  the  rights  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession, as  safeguarded  by  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts, 
appear  to  be  encroached  upon,  and  to  state  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  this  encroachment  ought  not  to 
obtain  the  sanction  of  Parliament." 

This  is  not  surprising.  We  pointed  out  when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  decided  to  introduce  the  Bill  into  Parliament 
that  in  it  the  rights  of  medical  practitioners  are  interfered 
with,  but  we  have  never  thought  it  to  be  the  intention  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  go  back  upon  the  privileges 
given  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1868  and  1869  to  apothe- 
caries and  registered  medical  practitioners.  In  its  wisdom 
the  Council  determined  to  apply  further  restrictions  upon 
the  sale  of  poisons  and  new  restrictions  upon  the  dispensing 
of  medical  prescriptions.  The  Council  proposed  that  certain 
acts  if  not  performed  by  chemists  and  druggists  shall  be 
penal  offences,  and  apparently  assumed  that  medical  prac- 
titioners would  continue  to  exercise  the  rights  they  possess 
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through  the  1868  and  1869  Acts,  but  so  far  as  the  new  pro- 
visions are  concerned  they  would  be  subject  to  the  same 
conditions  as  chemists  and  druggists.  We  consider  this  a 
righteous  intention,  but  it  has  not  been  carried  out  by  the 
draftsmen  of  the  Bill.  When  the  Bill  was  first  produced,  three 
years  ago,  we  indicated  numerous  points  that  court  oppo- 
sition, and  this  was  one  of  them.  Again,  two  months  ago, 
we  said  that  the  Bill  is  "unworkable,  complicafed,  and  un- 
necessarily restrictive."  This  statement  gave  offence,  but 
anyone  who  has  studied  the  synopsis,  which  we  published 
on  March  28,  cannot  have  failed  to  note  the  numerous  flaws 
which  require  remedy  before  enactment.  The  privileges  of 
medical  practitioners  are  amongst  these.  We  repeat  that  it 
is  not  the  desire  of  chemists  and  druggists  to  curtail  these 
privileges,  or  to  impose  upon  medical  practitioners  restric- 
tio  is  which  are  not  also  placed  upon  chemists  and  druggists 
and  pharmaceutical  chemists,  nor  is  it  the  desire  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council ;  but  unfortunately  the  Council 
allowed  the  draft  Bill  as  it  came  from  their  legal  ad- 
visers to  go  forward  to  Parliament  without  remedying  its 
defects.  We  are  now  paying  for  this  in  opposition  which 
might  have  been  avoided.  The  appeal  by  the  Medical 
Council  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council  may  be 
a  blessing  in  disguise  so  far  as  the  ultimate  fate  of  the  Bill 
is  concerned.  It  cannot  be  a  pleasant  task  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  to  explain  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire 
that  it  does  not  mean  what  is  obviously  said,  for  such  a  con- 
fession would  be  tantamount  to  acknowledging  inability  to 
initiate  legislation.  My  Lord  Duke  will  probably  look  at 
the  matter  in  that  way,  and,  as  he  wants  to  do  some  legis- 
lation in  this  line  himself,  he  may  use  his  influence  to  get 
Parliament  to  refer  the  Pharmacy  Bill  to  a  Select  Com- 
mittee. The  Bill  seems  too  complicated  for  whipping  into 
shape  by  means  of  amendments  in  either  or  both  Houses, 
and  as  alteration  of  the  existing  law  is  urgently  required, 
the  surest  way  to  control  the  growing  opposition  to  the 
present  measure  and  to  educate  legislators  as  to  the  merits 
of  the  case  would  be  through  a  Select  Committee. 


Fooling. 

The  return  of  the  seven  retiring  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  was  not  a  surprise,  although  there  was 
to  the  last  an  element  of  uncertainty  in  regard  to  who  would 
be  the  seventh  on  the  poll.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
if  Mr.  Currie  and  Mr.  Paterson  had  not  opposed  each  other 
the  former  would  have  displaced  Mr.  Taylor;  but  there  was 
no  special  reason  for  throwing  Mr.  Taylor  out.  Although  he 
is  no  longer  in  business  for  himself,  and  is  a  traveller  for 
Kodak  (Limited),  calling  chieflyon  chemists,  this  peripatetic 
occupation  puts  him  in  an  excellent  position  for  knowing  the 
temper  of  the  trade  on  the  questions  of  the  day.  We  may, 
nevertheless,  put  the  fact  on  record  that  there  is  a  strong 
feeling  in  influential  circles  that  members  of  Council  should 
be  free  agents,  so  to  speak — that  is,  not  at  the  beck  and  call 
of  employers.  If  that  principle  were  acted  upon,  it  would 
exclude  from  the  Council  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who,  although  a 
ratail  chemist  actually  in  business  as  such,  is  also  employed 
by  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  (Limited)  as  their  Secretary. 
We  merely  mention  this  to  show  how  awkward  prin- 
ciples are  sometimes.  And  if  this  particular  principle  is 
applied  to  the  Council  it  would  have  to  go  further  than 
the  gentlemen  named,  for  there  are  several  directors  of 
limited  companies  on  it,  and  they  also  are,  strictly  speaking, 
employes. 

The  voting  last  week  was  peculiar.  When  the  result  was 
declared  the  President  congratulated  Mr.  Walter  Hills  on 


his  popularity,  with  which  we  cordially  agree ;  but  we  were 
shocked  to  observe,  in  comparing  the  figures  of  the  1900  poll 
with  last  week's,  that  Mr.  Hills  is  seemingly  less  popular 
than  he  was  then,  although  his  services  on  the  Poisons 
Committee  are  well  known  to  have  increased  his  popularity. 
He  is  the  only  elected  candidate  whose  vote  has  diminished. 
Here  are  the  figures  : —

There  was  a  smaller  aggregate  vote  this  year — 3,037,  as 
compared  with  3,632  in  1900 — but  there  were  seventeen 
candidates  in  1900,  as  compared  with  eleven  last  week,  so 
that  the  average  vote  per  candidate  was  1,508  then  and 
1,932  now.  Prom  all  the  data  one  is  bound  to  conclude 
that  the  order  of  increased  popularity  is  (1)  Mr.  Cross, 
(2)  Mr.  Storrar,  (3)  Mr.  Wootton,  and  so  on.  There  is 
another  way  of  looking  at  the  matter,  however — viz.,  the 
degrees  of  unpopularity  of  the  successful.  It  would  appear 
that  Mr.  Hills  is  the  least  unpopular,  because  only  328  of  the 
voting-papers  recorded  had  his  name  erased,  as  compared 
with  90 L  in  1900,  but  so  plastic  are  figures  that  this  com- 
parison suffices  to  demonstrate  that  Mr.  Hills  is  the  most 
unpopular  candidate.  Without  going  into  details  of  the 
calculations,  let  us  say  that  Mr.  Cross  is  the  least  unpopular 
councillor  re-elected  because  he  has  had  1,155  fewer  erasures 
this  year  than  in  1900  ;  Mr.  Storrar  comes  next  with  1,071 
fewer,  Mr.  Wootton  third  with  777,  Mr.  Cooper  is  fourth  with 
727,  Mr.  Taylor  follows  him  with  691,  Dr.  Symes  with  680, 
and  Mr.  Hills's  573  fewer  is  obviously  seventh. 

All  this  is  mere  fooling,  of  course;  but  what  else  has  the 
election  been  ?  The  past  three  years  have  been  probably 
the  most  fruitful  in  the  history  cf  the  Council.  Owing  to 
the  election  of  1900  when  Messrs.  Cooper,  Taylor,  and 
Wootton  were  returned  as  a  backing  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  for 
the  purpose  of  reform,  there  has  been  proceeding  quietly — 
indeed,  mostly  below  the  surface — a  steady  stream  of 
reorganisation  endeavour,  and,  although  reform  is  only 
beginning,  before  the  end  of  the  present  decade  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  be  a  more  potent  power  for  the  good 
of  the  craft  than  it  has  ever  been.  These  facts  were  known 
before  the  Council  contest  was  enteied  upon,  and  as  the 
new  candidates  unfolded  no  new  piolicy  the  symptoms 
against  a  change  were  strong  from  the  first.  Should  similar 
conditions  occur  again  when  a  change  is  desirable,  new 
candidates  should  give  the  voters  some  indication  as  to 
whom  they  wish  to  unseat,  why  that  is  desirable,  and  what 
guarantee  the  voters  may  have  that  the  new  men  will  be 
better  than  those  whom  they  would  displace.  Without 
manifestations  such  as  these,  Council  elections  will  continue 
to  be  of  the  nature  of  an  annual  sport. 


Indian  Pharmacy. 

A  long  article  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Patrika  appeared  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  Times  of  Assam,  dealing  with  the  wealth  lying 
dormant  in  the  cultivation  and  preparation  of  the  indigenous 
drugs  of  India.  In  spite  of  the  well-meant  efforts  of  the 
compilers  of  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  Indian  business-men  continue 
apathetic.  The  expansion  of  the  Indian  drug- trade  that 
ought  to  have  followed  has  not  taken  place,  for  the  golden 
opportunity  provided  in  1900  has  been  allowed  to  pass. 
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The  writer  endeavours  to  stir  the  pool  of  lethargy  into  which 
the  Indian  drug-trade  has  fallen  and  rescue  some  of  the 
drowning.  In  order  to  bring  about  a  more  prosperous  and 
progressive  condition  of  things  he  points  out  that  adultera- 
tion and  the  substitution  o£  cheaper  qualities  of  drugs  for 
dearer — practices  that  are  prevalent  and  have  the  most 
disastrous  influence  on  the  trade — must  be  put  a  stop  to. 
Next  to  adulteration  comes  the  practice  of  minimising  the 
cost  of  the  manufacture  of  galenical  preparations  to  secure 
greater  profit  at  the  cost  of  therapeutic  value.  There  is 
little  uniformity  in  the  standard  of  the  preparations, 
he  says,  less  uniformity  in  the  process  of  manufacture,  and 
least  in  the  quality  of  the  ingredients  used.  Thus  two 
samples  of  a  preparation  bought  from  two  different  manu- 
facturers, even  two  samples  of  the  same  preparation  bought 
from  the  same  manufacturer  at  different  times,  generally 
differ  in  colour,  consistency,  taste,  and  in  percentage  of 
active  principles.  The  reason  for  this,  according  to  Mr. 
Patrika,  is  that  one  manufacturer  uses  leaves  for  preparations 
when  roots  should  be  employed,  another  pays  no  attention 
to  the  genuineness  or  condition  of  his  crude  drugs,  while  a 
third  labels  his  concentrated  infusions  "  Liquid  extracts." 
The  sole  object  of  the  Indian  manufacturer  is  the  making 
of  money.  There  are  one  or  tivo  firms  whom  Mr. 
Patrika  exempts  from  his  general  indictment,  but  anarchy 
is  very  prevalent.  The  writer  is  of  opinion  that 
this  deplorable  condition  of  things  is  mainly  due  to  the 
want  of  a  natural  understanding  between  the  manufacturers 
and  the  dealers;  and  the  formation  of  some  organisation, 
representing  the  interests  of  the  drug-trade  in  general — some 
such  body  as  an  Indian  Drug  Expansion  Commission — would, 
be  suggests,  go  a  long  way  towards  improving  the  position 
of  the  drug-trade.  Indian  drugs  should  be  made  more 
popular  and  the  prices  adapted  to  the  condition  of  the 
people.  The  chemistry  and  therapeutics  of  some  of  the 
more  important  drugs  of  Indian  origin  require  greater  in- 
vestigation. More  thoroughgoing  and  extensive  measures 
are  necessary  for  the  external  development  of  the  trade. 
The  time  is  opportune,  for  agents  of  foreign  firms  are  on  the 
spot  collecting  samples  and  all  available  information.  It 
appears  from  this  as  though  India,  with  its  vast  natural 
resources,  were  not  properly  exploited  as  regards  drugs,  and 
it  might  be  found  useful  and  profitable  for  some  of  our 
younger  scientists  to  forsake  the  synthetic  idol,  and  turn  for 
solace  to  the  natural  products  of  our  Eastern  Empire ;  but 
the  story  of  the  Laxman  Meran  Chemical  Laboratory  at 
Kathiawar  puts  a  different  complexion  on  affairs.  The 
laboratory,  which  it  has  now  been  decided  to  close,  was 
only  opened  in  1898,  and  cost  the  State  T2,000r.  a  year. 
Mr.  H.  L.  Lee,  F.C.S.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  was  appointed 
head  of  the  institution,  which  was  well  equipped  with 
modem  scientific  appliances.  The  original  object  was  to 
instruct  native  practitioners,  or  "  vaids,"  in  the  European 
methods  of  making  galenicals,  and  it  was  hoped  that  it 
might  develop  into  a  research-laboratory  for  Indian  drugs. 
An  additional  object  was  to  investigate  and  report  on  the 
character  and  properties  of  herbs  used  in  native  medicine. 
The  students  were  taught  decimals  in  order  to  follow  the 
lectures,  which  were  delivered  in  English  and  translated 
into  Gujarati.  During  the  first  four  and  a  half  years  one  set 
of  students  passed  through  the  full  course,  and  a  second  set 
is  to  be  examined  next  month.  They  were  taught  practical 
pharmacy,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and  botany.  In  the 
first  class  seventeen  students  presented  themselves  and 
sixteen  passed.  Of  these,  one  found  temporary  employment 
with  Messrs.  Phillips  &  Co.,  of  Bombay  ;  one  was  taken  into  his 
private  laboratory  by  the  Maharajah  of  Bhownagar  ;  one  is  a 
compounder  in  the  Idar  State  ;  and  the  others  practise  as 
"vaids."  All  the  students  learned  European  methods  of 
pharmacy ;  more  than  half  of  them  used  their  knowledge 


by  preparing  and  exposing  for  sale  extracts,  tinctures,  and 
so  forth,  made  in  the  new  way;  but  "  there  was  practically 
no  demand."  The  sale  of  the  old-fashioned  preparations 
continued  to  be  good,  but  native  customers  objected  to  the 
new  medicines  because  they  contained  alcohol.  Besides, 
they  probably  argued  to  themselves  that  it  was  useless  pay- 
ing the  "  vaids  "  for  European  medicines  when  they  could  be 
obtained  free  from  the  dispensary.  Regarding  the  investiga- 
tions into  native  methods  of  preparing  medicines,  it  was 
found  that  these  were  elaborate  and  complicated,  and  there 
was  much  ignorance  as  to  the  reasons  for  the  various  pro- 
cesses employed.  Moreover,  there  was  either  a  dislike  to 
revealing  hereditary  secrets  or  there  was  nothing  to  reveal. 
At  any  rate,  nothing  fresh  was  added  to  European  knowledge 
of  pharmacy  except  that  some  of  the  "  vaids  "  purify  aconite- 
root  by  soaking  it  in  cows'  urine  for  a  few  days,  and  certain 
medicines,  such  as  mica,  are  more  effective  the  oftener  they 
are  heated  and  rubbed  with  certain  juices.  It  appears 
certain,  according  to  the  writer  in  the  Times  of  India  from 
whom  we  take  these  particulars,  that  the  "vaids"  have  no 
drugs  in  use  that  are  quite  unknown  in  Europe.  A  few  of 
the  native  drugs  used  are  just  as  good  and  are  more  easily 
procurable  than  those  prescribed  in  Europe  for  the  same 
purpose.  Turpeth-root,  for  instance,  in  India  takes  the 
place  of  jalap  in  Europe.  Certain  books  of  Aryan  medicine 
have  been  translated  into  Gujarati  from  Sanskrit,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  these  will  be  published  shortly.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  laboratory  be  turned  into  a  school  for 
compounders  ;  that  it  be  used  for  preparing  medicines  for 
supplying  the  wants  of  all  the  States  in  Kathiawar ;  and 
that  the  Bombay  Government  take  it  over  and  turn  it  into  a 
research-laboratory,  but  none  of  the  suggestions  are  con' 
sidered  practicable,  and  the  institution  is  to  be  closed. 


"  Killing  a  Trade." 

The  Financial  News  of  May  22  contains  an  interesting 
article  under  the  above  title.  It  is  by  a  correspondent  with 
an  inside  knowledge  of  the  duty-free  spirit  question.  He 
commences  as  follows  : — 

Has  any  unsophisticated  British  legislator  visited  the  Royal 
Exchange  at  the  time  when  it  is  given  over  to  the  interests  of  the 
drug  and  chemical  trade  ?  If  ever  he  has  so  far  gone  outside  the 
role  of  aloofness  which  is  the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  the  man 
from  St.  Stephen's,  it  must  have  grieved  him  sorely  to  have 
observed  how  many  of  those  assembled  round  the  statue  of  the 
late  Queen  were  foreigners,  and  still  more  to  have  noted  how 
largely  the  Teutonic  accent  persisted  among  these  ertswhile 
aliens.  He  might  have  thought  it  highly  significant  of  Germany's 
eminence  in  the  sciences  with  which  the  drug  and  chemical  trade 
are  concerned.  It  is  more  :  it  is  a  sign  of  real  decadence  in 
English  industry,  and  of  our  inability  to  hold  our  own  in  our  own 
country. 

The  writer  does  not  observe  the  redeeming  features  that 
many  of  these  gentlemen  become  naturalised  Englishmen, 
mirry  English  wives,  are  proud  to  pay  income-tax,  and 
make  peaceable  citizens.  Such  has  been  the  history  of  this 
country  since  the  Romans  played  their  games  where  the 
Royal  Exchange  now  stands.  The  writer  gives  instances 
of  the  disadvantages  that  manufacturers  in  this  country 
labour  under  through  not  having  duty-free  spirit  for  industrial 
purposes,  and  presents  excellent  reasons  why  they  should 
have  it  to  compete  with  their  German  rivals.  The  German 
trade  in  aniline  dyes,  the  latest  of  which  is  ousting  natural 
indigo,  is  given  as  a  glaring  example  of  what  has  been  done 
with  cheap  spirit,  while  its  dearness  here,  added  to  the 
restrictions  of  the  patent  laws,  prevents  us  from  making  an 
ounce  to  advantage.  The  writer  is,  however,  not  without 
hope  that  matters  may  be  remedied,  thanks  to  the  vigorous 
way  in  which  an  energetic  and  influential  manufactureri 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  have  taken  the  question  up. 
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Hypnotic  Nostrums. 

One  of  the  factors  to  reckon  with  in  regard  to  the  reform 
of  the  medicine-stamp  law  is  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
profession.  Doctors  do  not  like  stamp-medicines.  Thus 
Dr.  Harry  Campbell,  in  his  presidential  address  to  the 
Sociecy  for  the  Study  of  Inebriety,  said  much  inebriety  of 
all  sorts  is  induced  by  advertised  nostrums.  One  had  made 
thousands  of  chloral  drunkards.  In  his  opinion  all  owners 
of  nostrums  should  be  compelled  to  publish  with  each  an 
analysis  of  its  contents.  To  allow  this  trading  in  secret 
remedies  is,  he  said,  unworthy  of  an  enlightened  people,  and 
an  insult  to  that  large  army  of  scientific  workers,  all  over 
the  world,  who  are  earnestly,  patiently,  and  laboriously 
seeking  to  fight  disease,  content  to  get  their  reward  not  in 
financial  advancement,  but  in  the  knowledge  of  good  work 
done.  There  would  be  a  certain  "  gain  "  to  the  sellers  of 
poisonous  nostrums  if  the  law  were  more  precise  as  to 
declaration  of  their  contents,  but  Dr.  Campbell's  remark 
about  a  chloral  nostrum  sufficiently  illustrates  one  great 
disadvantage  of  this — viz.  that  habitues  who  cannot  get 
official  preparations  resort  to  those  which  are  of  a  proprietary 
character. 

E.  I  Cinchona  Analyses. 

An  interesting  letter  is  published  in  the  Madras  Mail 
comparing  cinchona  analyses  made  by  the  Government 
quinine  factory  at  Nedivatam  with  others  made  in  London. 
It  appears  that,  for  the  past  twenty  years,  bark  from  a  well- 
known  estate  near  Ootacamund  has  been  analysed  in  London 
and  found  to  contain,  in  its  natural  and  renewed  state- 
2}  per  cent,  and  3|  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  quinine  respec- 
tively. For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  estate  a  con- 
signment of  about  30,000  lbs.  was  sent,  in  three  lots,  to  the 
Nedivatam  factory.  Shortly  after  the  bark  had  been  de- 
livered, Mr.  Standen  informed  the  supplier  that  his  natural 
bark  only  yielded  148  per  cent.,  and  the  renewed  2  55  per 
cent.,  quinine  sulphate.  The  supplier  then  sent  a  sample  of 
natural  bark,  which  had  been  obtained  from  the  Nedivatam 
factory  sample-bag,  to  Dr.  Schulter  of  Calcutta,  for  analysis. 
Dr.  Schulter  certified  that  it  contained  2  25  per  cent,  quinine 
sulphate,  and  upon  this  basis  the  renewed  bark  would 
contain  325  per  cent.,  which  practically  confirmed  the 
London  analysis.  This  was  represented  to  Mr.  Standen,  who 
replied  that  he  had  submitted  another  sample  to  Mr.  David 
Hooper  for  analysis,  from  the  same  sample-bag,  and  that  the 
second  analysis  worked  out  nearly  0  25  per  cent,  worse  than 
the  first.    The  writer  states  that  his  loss  in  this  instance  was 

1  per  cent,  of  quinine,  which,  on  30,000  lbs.  of  bark  supplied 
at  \\d.  per  unit,  represents  about  2,000r.  He  also  points  out 
that  when  the  Government  opened  the  Nedivatam  factory  it 
was  with  the  avowed  intention  of  assisting  growers  to  obtain 
the  rates  ruling  in  the  London  market  without  incurring  the 
formidable  expenses  of  sending  the  bark  home.  The  previous 
crop  from  the  same  estate  has  recently  been  sold  in  England 
as  follows : 

Natural  bark,  4i*?.  per  lb. ;  renewed  bark,  5|<7.  to  6k?.  per  lb. 
It  was  analysed  by  T.  R.  Vizey  and  certified  to  contain — natural 

2  48  per  cent,  and  renewed  3'42  per  cent,  sulphate  of  quinine ;  and 
the  brokers'  account  sales  show  that  the  bark  was  all-round  richer 
than  the  analysed  samples. 

The  letter-writer  advocates  that  cinchona-growers  should 
have  a  quinine-factory  of  their  own  on  the  co-operative 
supply  system,  where  they  can  go  and  see  their  barks  worked 
up,  and  get  the  full  value  of  what  they  contain. 


A  New  Departure  was  inaugurated  in  the  islands  of  the 
Cyclades,  Greece,  last  year,  in  the  shape  of  a  factory  for  making 
linseed  oil  and  chemical  products,  for  which  Austro-Hungarian 
machinery  is  employed  on  the  "  Merz  "  system,  with  an  average 
daily  output,  so  far,  of  300  gallons,  at  a  price  of  3s.  5d.  per  gal. 
The  linseed  is  imported  from  Marseilles,  Antwerp,  and  Asia 
Minor.    Colza  oil  is  also  being  produced  at  2s.  6<7.  per  gal. 


Civet 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry. 


HUBERT  has  recently  published  a  note  on  his  examina- 
tion of  civet  (Bull.  Soa.  Chim.  1902,  27,  997),  in  which 
he  states  that  pure  civet  leaves  only  from  3  to  5  per  cent, 
of  residue  when  treated  with  organic  solvents  other  than 
alcohol  and  acetone.  These  figures  are  in  agreement  with 
those  published  some  years  ago  by  Braithwaite,  and  with  my 
own  examination  of  samples  upon  which  I  can  rely.  I 
believe,  too,  that  the  figures  obtained  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Burgess, 
working  on  samples  which  he  had  obtained  from  cits  kept 
by  the  London  Essence  Company,  confirm  these  results. 
Pure  civet,  however,  appears  to  be  the  exception  rather  than 
the  rule,  and  although  no  general  scheme  of  analysis  is 
possible,  on  account  of  the  varied  adulterants  used,  I  find 
that  the  following  process  will  reveal  the  chief  adulterants 
now  being  used  {vide  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  1902,  2, 
901).  The  civet  (5  grams)  is  mixed  with  a  little  kieselguhr  or 
other  suitable  diluent  and  extracted  thoroughly  with  acetone, 
(I  do  not  understand  Hubert's  remark  about  this  solvent,  vide 
supra).  When  no  lxnre  can  be  extracted,  the  residue  is 
exhausted  with  petroleum  ether  which  will  extract  any 
petroleum-jelly  present.  If  the  residue  be  now  dried  and 
weighed,  it  will  be  found  in  many  cases  to  be  considerably 
above  the  amount  of  kieselguhr  used  and  the  normal  5  per 
cent,  undissolved  by  the  organic  solvents. 

From  twenty-two  out  of  thirty-eight  samples,  I  have 
obtained  between  18  and  26  per  cent,  of  undissolved  residue. 
On  boiling  with  water,  a  large  proportion  of  this  is  dissolved. 
The  aqueous  solution  doss  not  reduce  Fehling's  solution,  but 
on  inversion  with  hydrochloric  acid  a  copious  reduction 
takes  place.  IE  the  solution  be  evaporated,  the  residue  is  of 
a  gummy  nature,  so  that  the  adulterant,  whatever  it  may  be, 
is  apparently  of  a  carbohydrate  nature.  This  adulteration  is 
not  effected  in  London,  as  several  of  these  samples  were 
drawn  from  parcels  as  they  arrived  at  the  docks.  Some 
samples  develop  a  distinct  cocoanut  odour  on  keeping.  One 
sample  was  hydrolysed  with  alcoholic  potash,  and  from  the 
products  of  saponification  the  characteristic  fatty  acids  of 
cocoanut  oil  were  obtained.  Mr.  H.  E  Burgess  has  been 
good  enough  to  examine  this  sample  for  me  independently, 
and  he  also  prepared  the  fatty  acids  in  a  sufficiently  pure 
state  for  him  to  agree  with  me  that  CDCoanutoil  was  present, 
but  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  of  the  natural 
civet  fat,  no  certain  deduction  can  be  made  on  this  point. 


IRcw  IRcmefcies. 


Suprarenin  is  the  name  given  by  the  Hochst  Colour- 
works  to  a  l-in-1,000  sterilised  solution  of  suprarenin  hydro- 
chloride which  they  have  put  on  the  market,  apparently  as 
a  rival  to  Takamine's  adrenalin,  and  for  the  same  purposes. — 
(Phar.  Zeit.,  1903,  405.) 

Camphossil  is  a  condensation-product  of  camphor  and 
salicylic  acid,  which  occurs  as  a  crystalline  fat-like  paste, 
insoluble  in  water.  It  has  the  odour  of  camphor,  and  is 
almost  tasteless.  It  is  given  as  an  antipyretic  and  antiseptic 
in  diarrhoea  and  typhus.    Dose,  8  gr. 

Anthrasol. — This  is  the  name  of  a  new  "colourless  tar" 
which  has  been  introduced  in  Germany.  It  is  stated  to 
represent  equal  parts  of  coal-tar  and  juniper-tar,  and  occurs 
as  a  golden-coloured  oil,  which  is  soluble  in  the  usual 
solvents  of  fixed  oils,  but  only  to  the  extent  of  5-10  per 
cent,  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol.  It  is  used  therapeutically  for 
skin-diseases  in  the  form  of  ointment,  paste,  solution  (in 
petroleum  oil  or  vasogen),  and  glycerin-jellies. — (Miinah.  Med. 
Wooh.,  1903,  780.)

High  Court  Cases. 

Sapon  (Limited)  v.  Bamberg. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  May  22,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Kekewich,  the  case  of  Sapon  (Limited)  v.  Bamberg  was 
heard,  on  a  motion  by  the  plaintiffs  for  an  interim  injunction 
to  restrain  the  defendant  from  parting  or  otherwise  dealing 
with  his  patent,  alleged  to  be  the  property  of  the  plaintiffs. 
According  to  counsel's  statement,  the  defendant  was  for- 
merly employed  by  the  plaintiffs  as  consulting  chemist,  and 
whilst  in  their  employ  he  took  out  two  patents  for  improve- 
ments in  a  detergent  washing  dry  powder  soap.  In  respect 
of  the  first  patent  the  plaintiffs  paid  the  fees,  but  in  respect 
of  the  second  one  the  defendant  paid  the  fees  himself, 
though  the  plaintiffs  had  expressed  their  willingness  to 
repay  him.  The  defendant  had  now  left  the  plaintiffs' 
employ,  and  was  asseiting  that  the  patents  in  question  were 
his  property.  The  defendant,  who  appeared  in  person,  said 
he  was  confident  of  winning  his  case  at  the  trial,  but  in  the 
meantime,  on  the  plaintiffs  giving  him  an  undertaking  in 
damages,  he  was  willing  to  undertake  not  to  deal  with  or 
dispose  of  the  patents  pending  the  hearing  of  the  action. 
An  order  was  made  in  these  terms. 

Eucalyptus  Oil  or  Cough- mixture  ? 

Mr.  Justice  Darling,  sitting  with  a  common  jury  in  the 
King's  Bench  Division  on  Monday,  May  25,  heard  an  action 
by  Theodore  Hall,  a  house  furnisher,  of  Ealing,  on  behalf  of 
his  infant  son,  against  Bruces  (Limited),  chemists,  for 
damages,  owing  to  his  having  been  supplied  by  the  defendants 
with  eucalyptus  oil  instead  of  a  mixture  of  ipecacuanha-wine 
and  other  things,  whereby  the  infant  child  was  seriously 
injured. 

Mr.  Tindal  Atkinson,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Cababe  appeared  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Matthews  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Atkinson  said  the  child  had  sustained  serious  injuries 
in  consequence  of  the  negligent  mistake  on  the  part  of  an 
assistant  employed  by  the  defendants.  On  July  18  last  the 
child,  aged  2  years,  suddenly  developed  a  very  serious  attack 
of  croup.  The  father  sent  his  servant  with  a  piece  of  paper 
on  which  he  had  written  "Ipecacuanha-wine,  syrup  of 
squills,  and  tolu,"  to  the  nearest  chemist's,  which  happened 
to  be  the  defendants',  and  she  asked  for  threepennyworth  of 
what  was  on  the  paper.  She  got  some  medicine,  but  the 
child  became  seriously  ill  directly  it  took  a  teaspoonful,  and 
appeared  to  be  in  great  agony.  Mr.  Hall  sent  the  girl 
back  to  ascertain  what  had  been  given  her,  and  the  assistant 
said  he  had  supplied  her  with  eucalyptus  oil.  She  replied 
that  she  had  asked  for  what  was  on  the  paper,  which  was 
still  lying  on  the  counter.  He  then  made  up  a  proper 
mixture  for  her.  He  said  he  was  sorry  he  had  made  a 
mistake,  and  hoped  none  of  it  had  been  given  to  the  child. 
The  father  sent  for  a  doctor,  and  afterwards  went  to  the 
shop  and  siw  Mr.  Strickland,  the  managing  director  of  the 
defendant  company,  who  said  he  understood  the  servant  had 
asked  for  eucalyptus  oil.  The  bottle  was  produced,  but  was 
broken,  as  the  chemist  said,  in  washing.  Why  they  wanted 
to  wash  it  counsel  did  not  know,  but  he  suggested  as  a 
possible  explanation  that  they  had  washed  it  in  hot  water 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  was  on  the  labels  which 
had  been  covered  over.  Undoubtedly  some  had  been 
removed,  and  on  the  lowest  labels  there  were  signs  of  the 
words  "Eucalyptus  oil."  The  oil  had  had  serious  effects  on 
the  child's  bladder  and  kidneys,  and  he  had  suffered  from 
incontinence  of  urine,  which  he  was  informed  would  last  for 
a  considerable  number  of  years,  and  might  possibly  neces- 
sitate an  operation.  The  defendants  said  the  servant  asked 
for  eucalyptus  oil  and  got  it,  but  that  was  an  almost  impos- 
sible defence.  The  servant  had  no  reason  to  ask  for 
eucalyptus  oil,  and  was,  moreover,  armed  with  the  paper. 
They  also  pleaded  that  the  infant  was  not  in  law  a  person 
who  was  in  the  circumstances  entitled  to  recover  damages. 
The  plaintiff  applied  for  compensation,  and  was  referred  to 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  (Limited),  which,  he  held, 
are  now  defending  the  action. 

The  plaintiff  was  then  called  and  stated  that  the  child 
had  been  under  the  doctor  ever  since.  He  invited  Mr. 
Strickland  to  go  to  his  house  to  see  the  girl,  and  he  did  so. 


He  heard  her  story,  and  said  there  appeared  to  have  been  a 
mistake  on  both  sides. 

Cross-examined  :  There  were  no  quantities  marked  opposite 
the  ingredients  on  the  paper.  He  hid  used  eucalyptus  oil  in 
kettles  for  bronchitis.  He  rinsed  the  bottle  himself  before 
sending  it  to  the  chemist.  There  had  been  eucalyptus  oil 
in  the  bottle. 

Mr.  Matthews,  replying  to  a  question  from  the  Judge,  said 
his  case  was  that  the  girl  handed  the  bottle  to  the  assistant 
and  said,  "Threepennyworth  of  this,  please."  The  assistant 
smelt  it  and  asked,  "  Eucalyptus  oil  I  "  She  made  no  reply, 
and  he  gave  her  eucalyptus  oil.  The  girl  dropped  the  paper, 
which,  falling  among  some  bottles,  never  reached  the  assistant, 
and  was  not  found  again  till  it  was  searched  for. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Alice  Copeland,  the  servant,  who 
said  she  handed  the  assistant  the  prescription,  and  he 
placed  it  upon  the  counter.  She  denied  that  there  was  any 
ir.ention  of  eucalyptus  oil,  or  that  the  assistant  "  sniffed  " 
the  bottle  and  said,  "  Ah,  eucalyptus  oil." 

Mr.  Matthews  :  In  which  hand  do  you  usually  carry  bottles 
and  papers  ? 

Mr.  Justice  Darling :  How  does  she  know  I  If  you  had 
asked  her  in  which  hand  she  holds  a  knife  and  fork  she 
might  be  able  to  tell  you.  (Laughter.) 

Witness  said  that  the  assistant  was  chatting  to  someone 
when  she  asked  for  the  mixture. 

Mr.  Justice  Darling :  Can  you  spell  ipecacuanha .' 
(Laughter.) 

Witness  (after  considerable  thought) :  No,  sir.  I  don't 
think  so,  sir. 

Mr.  Matthews  :  It  has  been  the  downfall  of  many  people 
in  the  course  of  spelling-bees. 

Mr.  Justice  Darling  :  Has  it  really  1  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Matthews :  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  it,  but 
that  is  what  I  am  told. 

Dr.  Austin  Dixon,  who  had  attended  the  child,  said  he 
had  tried  the  usual  remedies  for  incontinence,  but  without 
much  success.  The  usual  dose  of  eucalyptus  oil  for  an 
adult  was  J  to  3  drops.  He  could  not  say  how  long  it 
would  take  for  a  teaspoonful  to  pas*  out  of  the  system,  but  it 
would  have  disappeared  from  the  stomach  in  two  hours. 

Dr.  Jas.  O'Donnell  said  the  eucalyptus  would  probably 
have  disappeared  from  the  system  in  twenty-four  hours. 
Two  hours,  he  thought,  was  a  long  time  for  the  stomach  to 
retain  the  oil.  He  should  say  an  hour.  The  witness  was 
cross-examined  at  considerable  length  as  to  the  symptoms 
which  might  be  looked  for  and  the  examination  of  the  child. 

His  Lordship  :  Don't  you  think  examining  children  is  like 
examining  witnesses  1    It  is  not  always  perfect. 

For  the  defence  evidence  was  given  by  Geo.  Field,  the 
assistant,  who  had  served  plaintiff's  servant.  He  bore  out 
counsel's  statement,  and  denied  that  he  afterwards  told  the 
gild  he  was  sorry  he  had  made  a  mistake  He  did  not  see 
her  a  second  time  at  all.  The  bottle  was  distinctly  labelled 
"  Eucalyptus  oil." 

Mr.  F.  C.  Smith,  another  assistant  in  the  defendants'  shop, 
said  he  was  present  when  the  plaintiff  came  to  the  shop, 
bringing  the  bottle  of  eucalyptus  oil.  It  was  labelled 
"Eucalyptus  oil."  He  had  found  the  paper  on  the 
customers'  side  of  the  counter  amongst  some  bottles  It 
had  apparently  been  dropped  there  accidentally,  and  was 
hidden  from  sight.  He  should  not  have  found  it  if  he  had 
not  been  dusting. 

Cross-examined  :  He  had  heard  Field  say  that  witness 
took  him  the  bottle  and  the  paper  at  the  same  time,  but 
that  was  |not  correct.  Field  had  evidently  forgotten.  The 
paper  was  not  found  till  Mr.  Hall  had  gone.  Witness  arrived 
at  the  shop  at  half-past  8  in  the  morning,  but  he  did  not 
remember  the  girl  coming  a  second  time  to  the  shop. 

Then  who  took  the  proper  prescription  to  Mr.  Hall  ? — I  do 
not  know  that  it  ever  went  back. 

Mr.  Ernest  Strickland  said  the  bottle  from  which  eucalyp- 
tus oil  was  taken  was  just  behind  the  assistants,  and  in  full 
view  of  customers. 

Cross-examined:  When  he  went  to  the  plaintiff's  house 
plaintiff  told  him  the  child  had  had  a  teaspoonful,  but  spat 
most  of  it  out.  He  did  not  think  the  proper  prescription 
had  been  made  up  at  that  time;  in  fact,  he  did  not  know 
that  it  was  ssnt  on  at  all.  He  saw  the  maid,  but  she  did 
ro-.  mention  the  paper.  He  did  not  say  they  had  both  made 
a  mistaVe. 
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Dr.  Norman  Milligan  said  a  teaspoonful  of  eucalyptus  oil 
given  to  a  2-year- old  child  would  produce  vomiting  and 
diarrhoea.  It  would  be  eliminated  from  the  system  within 
twenty-four  hours.  The  symptoms  would  appear  in  a  few 
hours,  amongst  them  being  blood  in  the  urine.  If  it  was 
initating  the  bladder,  the  symptoms  would  come  on  at  once, 
and  improve  as  the  eucalyptus  was  eliminated  from  the 
system,  and  finally  abate.  In  the  case  in  question  they 
gradually  got  worse,  which  was  not  consistent  with  the  dose 
of  the  oil. 

Cross-examined:  He  had  administere  1  eucalyptus  oil  to 
infants,  but  had  never  come  across  a  case  of  a  teaspoonful 
being  administered.  The  imrx  ediate  eirect  would  be  to  cause 
vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 

Counsel  read  an  extract  from  Sir  Lauder  Brunton's 
"  Therapeutics,"  to  the  effect  that  eucalyptus  oil  is  not  an 
active  emetic  or  purgative,  and  that  an  overdose  results  in 
paralysis,  and  possibly  death. 

Witness  said  there  was  no  recorded  death  from  eucalyptus 
oil,  and  it  could  not  set  up  any  permanent  condition  of 
thing*.  He  had  had  no  experience  of  a  large  dose  given  to 
an  infant,  but  he  had  known  a  teaspoonful  given  to  a  man 
by  mistake,  and  it  had  produced  the  symptoms  he  had 
•described.  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  in  the  passage  quoted, 
dealt  with  experiments  on  animals.  Vomiting  would  not 
prevent  some  cf  the  eucalyptus  oil  reaching  the  intestines. 

The  jury  were  unable  to  agree,  and  were  discharged. 

Holloway's  Pills. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  in  the  Chancery  Division, 
on  Wednesday,  May  27,  Mr.  Eve,  K.C.,  moved  in  the  matter 
of  Holloway  v.  Clent  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  using 
the  name  of  Holloway,  which  was  not  his  name. 

Mr.  Jessel,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant,  said  the  view 
he  took  was  that  the  case  ought  to  go  to  trial.  His  client 
had  bought  the  business  in  1897,  and  he  had  a  copy  of  the 
agreement  from  Arthur  Holloway,  who  was  a  grandson  of 
the  founder  of  the  business.  The  business  was  described  as 
lhat  of  adrysalter,  chemist,  and  manufacturer  of  inks,  gums, 
furniture-paste,  &c,  in  Birmingham.  The  defendant  had 
carried  it  on  as  a  manufacturer  of  ink  and  chemicals  since 
1897. 

His  Lordship  :  Is  it  anything  to  do  with  pills  ? 

Mr.  Jessel  said  it  was  pills.  They  had  twenty  different 
kinds  of  pills,  any  one  of  which  his  learned  friend  was 
welcome  to  try.  He  bad  traded  as  "  W.  Holloway  &  Co. 
Established  upwards  of  sixty  years."  He  required  time  to 
answer  affidavits  if  it  was  to  be  fought  on  motion. 

Mr.  Eve  said  the  defendant  seemed  to  be  an  exceedingly 
modest  person,  and  they  had  only  been  able  to  interview 
female  members  of  his  family,  but  on  Tuesday  night  they 
had  an  intimation  that  he  would  be  represented  by  counsel. 
A  writ  had  been  served  at  the  premises,  the  defendant  had 
entered  an  appearance,  and  the  matter  was  ready. 

His  Lordship  allowed  till  Monday,  June  8,  to  file  evidence, 
the  motion  to  stand  for  second  motion  day  next  sittings. 

Davenport  v.  the  Apollinaris  Company  (Limited). 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  Wednesday,  May  27,  a  Divisional  Court,  consisting  of  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell,  heard  an  appeal 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Walter  Davenport  from  a  decision  of  Mr. 
Cecil  M.  Chapman,  the  Southwark  Police  Court  Magistrate, 
holding  that  the  label  of  Apollinaris  water  does  not  con- 
stitute a  false  description,  and  therefore  that  the  Apollinaris 
Company  had  not  committed  a  breach  of  Section  2,  Sub- 
section 2  cf  the  Merchandise-marks  Act,  1887.  The  hearing 
by  Mr.  Chapman  was  fully  reported  in  the  C.  $  D.  at  the 
time,  and  the  Magistrate's  decision  was  printed  in  our  issue 
of  November  22,  1902,  page  850. 

Mr.  Horace  Avory,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Biron  now  appeared  for 
the  appellant ;  Mr.  Lawson  Walton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Llewellyn 
Davies  for  the  respondents. 

Mr.  Avory  said  that  the  question  was  whether  Apollinaris 
water  was  properly  described  and  sold  as  a  natural  mineral 
water.  The  Magistrate  had  refused  to  convict,  and  the  appeal 
was  against  that  decision.  The  learned  counsel  then  read 
the  case,  which  recited  the  facts. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice:  What  is  complained  of  is  this 
label  1 


Mr.  Avory :  Yes. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  Therefore  it  is  the  meaning  of 
"  Apollinaris — natural  mineral  water"  ? 

Mr.  Justice  Channell :  You  say  it  is  not  a  natural  mineral 
water  ? 

Mr.  Avory  :  Yes. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  You  say  it  is  not  right  to  call  it 
that,  even  though  it  has  been  kept  in  its  natural  state  by 
artificial  means ? 

Mr.  Avory  said  there  were  two  things  to  be  relied  on  to 
show  it  was  not  natural.  First  of  all,  that  by  the  process  of 
keeping  it  in  the  tank  six  or  seven  days  a  certain  quantity 
of  iron  was  precipitated,  which,  the  case  found,  would  other- 
wise be  precipitated  in  the  bottle.  If  it  were  precipitated 
in  the  bottle  it  would  not  be  marketable,  because  people 
would  not  drink  a  water  which  contained  a  deposit  of  iron 
in  the  bottle  or  at  the  sides  of  the  bottle. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  They  might — they  might  like 
iron  and  water. 

Mr.  Avory :  People  would  not  drink  it  as  Apollinaris  is 
drunk.  People  drink  iron-wateras  medicine,  but  they  would 
not  drink  it  as  a  table-water  if  the  bottle  contained  a  deposit 
of  iron  at  the  sides. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice :  It  might  be  like  the  crust  on  port 
wine,  you  know.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Avory  said  that  the  second  thing  was  that  the 
water  could  not  remain  a  natural  water  if  something  had 
been  added  to  it  for  whatever  purpose.  He  proceeded  to 
argue  on  these  points,  and  submitted  that  a  water  could  not 
be  described  as  a  natural  water  which  had  been  treated  in  a 
way  designed  to  cure  some  defect  which  existed  in  its 
natural  state,  and  that  the  Magistrate  had,  in  fact,  here 
adopted  what  Lord  Russell  described  as  "an  erroneous  doc- 
trine of  equivalents." 

Mr.  Justice  Channell :  Djcs  not  it  come  to  this  ? — Having 
got  a  natural  mineral  water  they  have  allowed  it  to  get  into 
a  condition  of  change,  and  that  having  done  that  they  put  it 
back  to  its  original  condition,  and  they  have  also  put  in 
something  to  preserve  it.  Having  done  that,  can  it  properly 
be  described  as  a  natural  mineral  water? 

Mr.  Avory :  They  have  put  in  something  which  was  not 
there  at  all— namely,  salt.  There  are  some  natural  waters 
which  can  be  bottled  at  the  spring,  which  require  no  pre- 
servatives at  all  to  be  put  into  them. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice :  All  that  can  be  advertised  and 
stated.  As  far  as  iron  is  concerned,  it  will  come  out  either 
in  the  tank  or  in  the  bottle.  That  is  what  I  may  call  the 
natural  consequence  of  the  water.  It  does  not  prevent  its 
being  a  natural  water  because  the  iron  has  come  out  which 
will  come  out.  The  second  point  is,  they  put  salt  in  to 
prevent  sulphuretted  hydrogen  developing.  Is  that  more 
than  keeping  the  water  in  its  natural  state  1 

Mr.  Avory  submitted  that  it  was.  Its  natural  state  was 
to  develop  sulphuretted  hydrogen.  People  were  not  entitled 
to  sell  as  milk  milk  to  which  boric  acid  had  been  added  for 
the  purpose  of  preserving  it. 

Mr.  Lawson  Walton,  for  the  respondent  company,  said 
this  was  really  a  question  of  fact,  because  it  was  a  question 
of  fact  in  each  case  whether  the  article  was  or  was  not 
properly  described.  One  must  look  not  merely  at  the  terms 
of  the  description,  but  at  the  purpose  for  which  the  descrip- 
tion was  given.  This  was  described  in  terms  as  a  natural 
water,  but  it  was  also  described  as  a  bottled  water.  There- 
fore the  question  was.  Was  describing  it  to  the  purchaser  as 
a  bottle  of  natural  mineral  water  a  false  description 
taking  it  as  a  whole.  The  label  was  put  on  the  bottle 
showing  that  persons  had  not  got  the  water  as  it  was  in  the 
spring,  but  as  it  was  in  the  spring  plus  something  when 
bottled.  That  was  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  at  the  time 
he  took  it.  Under  these  circumstances,  he  said  that  any 
process  which  was  incident  to  the  bottling  of  the  natural 
water,  and  which  did  not  in  any  degree  practically  charge 
its  constituents,  was  truly  describing  it  as  a  bottle  of  natural 
water.  The  Magistrate  had  found,  in  joint  of  fact,  that  in 
all  essential  conditions  the  water  in  the  bottle,  as  it  was 
drunk  by  the  person  who  purchased  it,  was  precisely  the 
same  as  it  would  be  if  the  person  had  drunk  it  at  the  spring, 
and  that  the  processes  which  were  gone  through  were 
necessary  to  the  bottling  of  ti  e  water  before  it  could  b2 
supplied  to  the  purchaser. 
Mr.  Avery  having  replied, 
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The  Lord  Chief  Justice  gave  judgment.  He  said  that  it 
was  impossible  to  interfere  with  the  decision  of  the  Magistrate. 
He  did  not  think  the  Magistrate  had  gone  wrong  in  any- 
substantial  point  of  view  in  coming  to  a  conclusion  on  the 
question  of  fact.  The  summons  was  for  affixing  to  Apol- 
linaris  water  a  false  trade  description,  which,  of  course, 
meant  false  in  a  material  respect  with  regard  to  the  goods 
to  which  it  was  applied.  There  were  three  specific  matters 
to  which  Mr  Avory  referred.  The  first  was  that  carbonic 
acid  was  not  in  the  water  as  it  came  from  the  spring  because 
it  was  evolved,  and  putting  it  back  prevented  it  being  a 
natural  mineral  water  as  it  was.  He  thought  that  was  too 
fine.  He  could  not  think  that  restoring  a  proper  component  of 
its  own — carbonic  acid — prevented  it  being  a  natural  mineral 
water.  The  next  point  was  the  removal  of  the  iron  and  the 
addition  of  the  salt.  It  was  found  that  the  iron  would  inevit- 
ably precipitate  either  in  the  tanks  or  the  bottle,  and  therefore 
it  was  a  natural  mineral  water  which  would  be  subject  to  a 
slight  possible  defect ;  but  the  fact  that  there  was  taken  out 
of  it  what  would  be  an  impurity  did  not,  in  his  opinion, 
prevent  it  being  a  natural  mineral  water.  The  addition  of  salt 
might  create  more  difficulty  if  it  had  been  found  that  it  had 
any  effect  on  the  water  at  all,  but  the  finding  was  very 
specific  that  the  added  salt  had  no  appreciable  effect  on  the 
water  except  to  prevent  the  development  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  when  the  water  came  into  contact  with  the  cork 
in  the  bottle,  and  was  only  used  for  that  purpose.  He 
thought,  therefore,  on  the  finding  that  the  adding  of  the  salt 
to  the  water  to  prevent  the  water  being  deteriorated  by 
contact  with  the  corks  did  not  make  the  trade  description 
"natural  mineral  water"  false  in  a  material  particular, 
having  regard  to  the  article  to  which  it  was  applied.  Under 
these  circumstances,  therefore,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the 
Magistrate  had  not  misdirected  himself  on  any  point  of  law, 
and  that  his  finding  on  the  facts  was  justified  by  the  evi- 
dence, and  therefore  the  appeal  should  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Channell  was  of  the  same  opinion.  He  thought 
it  was  not  false  in  a  material  particular  to  describe  this 
Apollinaris  water  as  a  natural  mineral  water.  To  begin  with 
it  was  a  natural  mineral  water  in  the  ordinary  sense,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  manufactured  article,  though  it  was 
not  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  water  as  it  came  from  the 
spring.  The  evidence  appeared  to  be  that  it  could  not  be 
preserved  in  the  exact  condition  in  which  it  was,  but  that  it 
went  through  some;  processes  which  preserved  it  as  nearly 
as  possible.  That  was  practically  the  finding  of  the 
Magistrate. 

The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed,  with  costs. 
Hot-water-bottle  Case  Appeal. 

Ix  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Wednesday,  May  27,  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Stirling  and  Mathew  had 
before  them  the  case  of  Priest  v.  Last,  which  was  an  appeal 
by  the  defendant  from  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Walton 
at  the  trial  of  the  case  at  the  Liverpool  Assizes,  reported  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  February  21,  page  309.  Mr. 
Last,  chemist  and  druggist,  had  sold  to  plaintiff  a  cheap 
hot-water  bottle,  which  burst  on  Mrs.  Priest's  stomach  and 
scalded  her,  and  plaintiff  sought  damages.  He  was  awarded 
40Z.  for  expenses  incurred,  Mr.  Justice  Walton  being  of 
opinion  that  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  1893,  applied.  The 
defendant  appealed,  and  for  him  Mr.  Horridge  now  said  the 
appeal  was  brought  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  implied 
warranty.  He  quoted  a  number  of  authorities  in  support  of 
his  contention  that  where  an  articlalike  that  in  question  was 
bought  over  the  counter  of  an  establishment,  and  no 
express  warranty  was  given,  there  could  be  no  implied 
warranty  of  fitness.  Defendant  did  not  make  the 
bottles,  but  only  sold  them.  The  bottle  was  bought 
by  defendant  from  a  reputable  American  firm  who  had 
agents  in  England.  If  there  was  some  latent  defect 
in  the  bottle,  the  chemist  could  not  tell  that.  If  a 
person  wanted  to  guard  himself,  he  must  ask  for  an  express 
warranty  ;  and  if  he  did  not,  the  law  did  not  imply  that  there 
was  a  specific  warranty.  If  any  man  in  the  position  of  the 
defendant  had  been  asked  to  warrant  a  bottle  he  had  not 
made  himself,  but  had  bought,  he  would  not  have  done  so. 
If  the  chemist  had  been  asked  for  a  warranty,  no  doubt  he 
would  have  said,  "  I  do  not  deal  in  indiarubber  goods.  It  is 
not  part  of  my  business  to  make  up  hot-water  bottles  like 
prescriptions.    I  buy  these  bottles  from  a  reputable  firm, 


and  I  believe  them  to  be  hot- water  bottles  capable  of  holding 
hot  water."  In  this  case,  counsel  contended,  the  article  was 
purchased  by  description.  Section  14  of  the  Sale  of  Goods 
Act,  1893,  and  Sub-section  2  did  not  apply  to  the  case,  and 
the  learned  Judge  had  ruled  that  it  did  not  apply.  The  case 
was  decided  under  Section  14,  Sub-section  1,  which  was  to 
the  effect  that  if  a  purchaser  bought  an  article  upon 
inspection  there  was  no  implied  warranty.  If,  however,  he 
bought  the  article  for  a  particular  purpose,  and  the  seller 
undertook  to  make  it  fit  for  that  particular  purpose,  then 
there  was  a  warranty. 

The  case  was  concluded  on  Thursday,  and  the  appeal  dis- 
missed.   See  our  Coloured  Supplement. 


Dentists  Act. 

Appeal  under  Section  3. 

In  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  King's  Bench  on  Tuesday, 
May  26,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr.  Justice  Wills, 
and  Mr.  Justice  Channell,  an  appeal  was  heard  on  behalf  of 
the  British  Dental  Association  against  the  West  London 
Police  Magistrate's  decision  in  their  case  against  Mr. 
W.  Lawson  Whitlock,  an  unregistered  dentist  practising  at 
531  Fulham  Road,  S.W.  The  facts  were  fully  reported  in 
the  G.  %  D.,  January  10,  page  46.  Mr.  Whitlock  had 
purchased  the  practice  of  "Mr.  R.  C.  Stent,  R.D.S.Eng., 
surgeon-dentist,"  and  had  allowed  Mr.  Stent's  name-plates, 
&c,  to  remain  on  the  front,  putting  up  his  own  name  also. 
The  Magistrate  held  that  he  had  not  used  the  addition 
"R.D.S.Eng.,  surgeon-dentist,"  and  this  was  the  basis  of  the 
appeal. 

Mr.  Macmorran,  in  support  of  the  appeal,  contended  that, 
by  exhibiting  the  name-plates  with  the  inscriptions  thereon, 
the  respondent  had  brought  himself  within  Section  3  of  the 
Act.  By  so  doing  the  respondent  had  held  himself  out  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Stent,  who  were  fully  qualified 
practitioners.  He  cited  "  The  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons  v.  Robinson"  (1892,  1  Q.B.  557). 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice :  You  contend  that  he  has  brought 
himself  within  the  Act,  Mr.  Macmorran  ? 

Mr.  Macmorran  :  Yes,  my  Lord.  He  brings  himself  within 
the  Act  if  he  uses  the  name,  title,  or  description  of  dentist 
in  such  a  way  as  to  imply  that  he  is  registered  or  specially 
qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  The  learned  Magistrate,  he 
continued,  dismissed  the  summons  on  the  ground  that  the 
respondent  had  not  taken  or  used  the  addition  or  description 
"  R.D.S.,  surgeon-dentist "  unlawfully,  because  those  words 
were  displayed  on  the  Stent  plate,  and  not  on  his  own. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  inquired  if  there  had  been  a  similar 
appeal. 

Mr.  Macmorran  said  there  had  not  been  a  case  on  all- 
fours  with  that  one,  but  drew  their  Lordships'  attention  to 
the  fact  that  although  in  prosecutions  under  the  Medical 
Act  it  was  necessary  to  prove  fraud,  it  was  not  so  under  the 
Dentists  Act.  Counsel  went  on  to  argue  that  the  learned 
Magistrate  was  hardly  consistent  in  his  decision,  because  he 
said,  "  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  in  this  particular 
case  he  (the  present  respondent)  means  people  to  under- 
stand they  can  get  their  teeth  pulled  out  by  a  qualified 
practitioner,"  and  yet  dismissed  the  case.  There  had  been 
no  decision  of  the  High  Court  in  England  on  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Act,  and  the  only  decision  of  a  superior  Court 
had  been  one  of  the  High  Court  of  Judiciary  in  Scotland  in 
the  case  of  Emslie  v.  Paterson.  In  that  case  the  Sheriff- 
Substitute  convicted  the  defendant  Emslie  for  using  upon 
his  premises  the  words  "  American  dentistry,"  and  "  Dental 
office,"  but  this  was  reversed  in  the  Court  of  Session. 

Mr.  Stuart  Beavan,  for  the  respondent,  argued  that  the 
question  was  one  of  fact,  and  that  there  had  been  no  user 
by  the  respondent  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  He  cited 
"Ladd  v.  Gould"  (1  L.T.  325).  The  respondent  had  done 
what  he  had  a  legal  right  to  do— allow  his  predecessor's 
plate  to  remain,  to  show  that  he  was  the  bond  fide  successor 
of  Mr.  Stent,  and  that  he  had  secured  that  gentleman's 
practice  and  goodwill.  How  could  it  be  said  the  respondent 
had  been  guilty  of  fraud  when  his  own  name  appeared 
without  an  affix  of  any  kind  in  the  most  prominent  public 
place  on  his  premises— the  front  railings  ? 

Mr.  Macmorran  contended  that  if  an  unqualified  practi- 
tioner could  put  upon  his  premises  or  otherwise  advertise  the 
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name  and  qualifications  of  another  man,  it  was  obviously- 
possible  to  defeat  the  whole  object  of  Section  3  of  the 
Dentists  Act,  and  the  unlawful  use  of  a  name  and  qualifica- 
tions would  probably  not  be  confined  to  what  only  belonged 
to  a  dead  man,  because  a  registered  and  qualified  man 
without  principle  might  take  premises  all  over  the  Kingdom, 
and  having  put  up  his  plate,  sell  it  with  the  premises  to 
unqualified  and  unregistered  men. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  dismissing  the  appeal,  regretted 
that  he  was  unable  to  interfere  with  the  Magistrate's 
decision.  He  had  a  strong  feeling  that  Mr.  Stent's  name 
had  been  kept  up  in  order  that  respondent  might  identify 
himself  with  Stent  and  lead  people  to  suppose  that  he  was 
a  properly  qualified  practitioner.  But  that  was  not  the 
offence  with  which  the  respondent  was  charged.  The  words 
of  the  summons  were  that  the  respondent  took  and  used  an 
addition  or  description  implying  that  he  was  registered 
under  the  Act.  It  seemed  to  his  Lordship  that  it  was  a 
question  of  fact  for  the  Magistrate  to  decide,  therefore  it 
was  impossible  for  the  Court  to  interfere  with  the  decision 
which  the  Magistrate  had  arrived  at. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  concurred,  although  he  thought  it  hardly 
right  in  principle  to  use  the  late  Mr.  Stent's  plate. 

Mr.  Justice  Channell  was  of  the  same  opinion  that  the 
appeal  must  fail,  but  he  could  not  resist  the  conclusion  that 
it  was  rather  an  improper  use  of  the  affixes,  because  its 
tendency  was  to  bring  people  to  the  premises  under  the 
impression  that  there  was  a  properly  qualified  person  there 
to  attend  to  them,  whereas  there  was  not. 

Mr.  Beavan  :  Appeal  dismissed,  my  Lord  ? 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  Dismissed,  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Compound  Liquorice-powder. 

At  Wimbledon  on  May  20,  Mr.  Henry  Knight,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  19  Merton  Koad,  Wimbledon,  was  summoned  for 
selling  compound  liquorice-powder  which,  as  stated  on  the 
analyst's  certificate,  contained  "tmoisture,  3  8  per  cent. ; 
sulphur,  52;  senna,  liquorice-root,  and  sugar,  910;  total, 
100.  Deficiency  in  sulphur,  31  per  cent."  According  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  compound  liquorice-powder  should 
contain  8  3  per  cent,  of  sulphur. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beck,  who  defended,  said  the  Act  stated  that 
the  certificate  must  be  in  the  form  provided  by  the  schedule. 
In  the  schedule  to  the  Act  of  1875  the  form  was  given,  and, 
according  to  that,  the  analyst  must  state  all  the  parts,  "  or 
the  percentage  of  foreign  ingredients."  It  was  not  suggested 
there  were  any  foreign  ingredients,  and  the  analyst,  after 
setting  out  the  amount  of  moisture  and  sulphur,  lumped  all 
the  other  ingredients  together,  instead  of  stating  the  exact 
proportions  of  everything  he  found.  He  had  entirely  omitted 
the  fennel,  which,  with  the  senna  and  liquorice-root,  formed 
the  most  important  ingredients.  He  was  bound  to  state  the 
whole  of  the  things  he  found,  because  it  was  quite  possible 
that  the  sulphur  and  other  things,  if  out  of  proportion, 
might  combine  to  make  some  other  chemical  substance,  and 
so  alter  the  whole  thing.  He  quoted  a  case  decided  by 
Justice  Hawkins  in  1896,  in  which  it  was  held  that  "  a 
defendant  is  entitled  to  have  the  quantities  of  all  the 
constituent  parts  set  out  in  detail,"  and  "the  certificate 
must  give  data  on  which  a  Magistrate  can  act  without 
further  evidence."  The  certificate  in  this  case  was  not,  in 
its  present  form,  he  submitted,  sufficient  to  support  a 
conviction.  The  Chairman  said  the  Magistrates  were 
inclined  to  think  this  was  a  case  of  adulteration,  and  not 
of  abstraction,  and  that  the  certificate  was  not  in  a  form 
which  gave  them  all  the  information  they  were  entitled  to. 
Therefore  they  could  not  find  that  there  was  an  infringement 
of  the  law  in  regard  to  this  particular  article,  and  the 
summons  was  dismissed. 

Gregory's  Powder. 
At  the  Nottingham  Guildhall  on  May  26,  Frederick  Charles 
Coates,  chemist  and  druggist,  56  Rawson  Street,  Nottingham, 
was  summoned  for  selling  compound  powder  of  rhubarb, 
otherwise  "  Gregory's  powder,"  which  was  deficient  in 
magnesia  to  the  extent  of  17  per  cent.  Mr.  D.  AVhitting- 
ham,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant,  admitted  a  technical 
offence.    He  explained  that  m?gnesia  absorbed  moisture, 


and  although  the  compound  may  have  been  a  little 
deficient  in  magnesia,  this  was  the  cheapest  ingredient  in 
the  compound,  and  the  public  suffered  no  loss.  As  a 
parallel,  he  would  submit  that  this  particular  compound 
being  short  of  magnesia  was  like  milk  being  short  of  water. 
Dr.  Boobbyer,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  city,  said 
the  case  was  not  a  serious  one,  but  a  very  considerable 
deficiency  of  one  of  the  essential  constituents  was  discovered. 
The  Pharmacopoeia  was  the  standard  authority,  and  it 
should  be  abided  by.  The  powder  sold  would  cost  Mr. 
Coates  as  much  as  if  there  had  been  the  full  percentage  of 
magnesia.  The  Bench  were  quite  satisfied  that  Mr.  Coates 
had  no  intention  of  going  behind  the  law,  and  a  nominal 
penalty  of  10s.,  including  costs,  was  imposed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Quaker  Oats  Ads.  on  Toy  Feeding-bottles. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  May  22,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  Mr.  Adolph  Kennedy,  28  Houndsditch,  sued 
the  Quaker  Oats  (Limited),  St.  George's  House,  Eastcheap, 
E.C.,  for  61.  5s.,  for  advertising  the  defendants'  goods.  Mr. 
T.  P.  Blackwell,  plaintiff's  counsel,  said  that  the  plaintiff 
supplied  toy  feeding-bottles  in  wholesale  quantities  to 
chemists,  grocers,  &c,  bearing  the  words,  "  For  my  dolly." 
The  defendants  agreed  that  if  the  plaintiff  would  advertise 
Quaker  oats  on  the  other  side  of  the  bottle  they  would  pay 
3d.  per  gross  if  it  were  proved  that  500  gross  bottles  were 
sold  by  the  plaintiff  between  March  and  December  of  last 
year.  That  had  been  done,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
plaintiff  had  sold  578  gross.  When  he  asked  to  be  paid 
the  sum  of  61.  5s.  the  defendants  complained  that  they  had 
never  been  satisfied  that  500  gross  of  the  bottles  had  been 
sold  with  their  advertisements  upon  them.  As  soon  as  that 
was  done  they  said  they  would  pay  the  plaintiff's  account. 
Mr.  T.  H.  Seymour,  who  represented  the  defendants  in  court, 
explained  that  defendants  supplied  all  the  labels,  both  for 
their  own  advertisement  and  for  the  plaintiff's  bottles,  and 
they  had  never  denied  liability.  All  they  had  done  was  to 
send  a  courteous  letter,  saying  that  they  wanted  it  proved 
that  500  gross  were  sold.  Judge  Rentoul  decided  for  the 
plaintiff,  with  costs.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

I  learn  that  Mr.  H.  C.  Richards  has  joined  the  opponents 
of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.    He  has  put  down  a  blocking  notice. 

Mr.  Richards  informs  me  that  he  objects  to  the  clauses  in* 
the  Bill  preventing  limited  companies  from  selling  medicine 
unless  the  directors  are  qualified  chemists.  He  does  not 
consider  that  they  should  be  disqualified  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  employ  qualified  dispensers,  and  bring  patent  and 
other  medicines  within  the  reach  of  all  classes.  The 
measure,  in  his  opinion,  is  of  a  most  unjust  and  restrictive 
character,  and  he  is  confident  that  it  will  never  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Lymph  in  Scotland. 

The  Lord  Advocate  has  intimated  that  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  are  considering  the  question  of  the  supply  of 
lymph  in  Scotland. 

Grocers  and  the  Sale  op  Medicines. 

The  movement  on  behalf  of  grocers  to  get  Lord  Avebury's 
Early-closing  Bill  amended  so  that  medicines  may  be 
obtained  after  hours  from  any  shopkeeper,  and  not  neces- 
sarily from  chemists,  does  not  appear  to  be  making  headway. 
Mr.  Cameron  Corbett,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Bill,  tells  me 
that  he  knows  nothing  about  the  proposal.  He  says  that 
of  course  nothing  could  be  done  until  the  Committee  stage, 
"and  I  cannot  tell  you  when  the  Bill  will  come  before  the 
House  even  for  second  reading." 

Advertising  in  Consular  Reports. 
Mr.  D.  A.  Thomas  put  a  question  on  Monday  which  has 
sometimes  occurred  to  humbler  individuals.  It  was  whether, 
in  sanctioning  the  advertisement  of  particular  firms  in 
consular  reports,  the  Foreign  Office  makes  previous  inquiry 
and  accepts  any  responsibility  for  their  financial  stability. 
"  The  hon.  gentleman,"  replied  Lord  Cranborne,  "  is  under 
a  misapprehension  in  assuming  that  the  Foreign  Office 
sanctions  the  advertisement  in  the  consular  reports  of  par- 
ticular firms.  That  would  be  entirely  contrary  to  our 
practice."  By  whose  authority,  then,  do  the  announcements, 
which  are  substantially  advertisements,  appear  1

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 

A  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly,  W.,  on  May  25,  the  Chairman  (Mr.  VV.  F.  Reid) 
presiding.  After  a  few  preliminary  remarks  the  Chairman 
called  on  Mr.  J.  H.  Coste  to  read  a  paper  by  himself  and 
Mr.  E.  T.  Shelbourn  on 

NEATSFOOT  OIL. 

The  paper  was  a  continuation  of  one  by  Mr.  Coste  and 
Mr.  Parry,  which  was  read  before  the  Section  in  1898.  The 
present  paper  dealt  with  samples  of  neatsfoot  oil  prepared 
by  the  authors.  The  method  of  preparation  adopted  was  to 
boil  two  neats'  feet  in  water  for  an  hour,  and  filter  the 
|  pint  of  oil  obtained  to  free  it  from  floating  matter.  The  oil 
obtained  is  of  a  golden-yellow  colour,  has  a  pleasant  beefy 
odour,  and  deposits  stearin  on  cooling.  On  exposing  the  oil 
to  light  it  becomes  colourless.  The  means  of  the  important 
factors  obtained  on  examining  the  samples  of  oil  were  as 
follows  : 

Sp.  gr.  at  15°  C  0-9164 

KOfcf  to  neutralise  free  acid        ...    0'15  per  cent. 

KOH  to  saponify   19-17  per  cent. 

Iodine  absorption    70  0  per  cent.

The  authors,  in  commenting  on  these  figures,  noted  that  the 
saponification-number  is  fairly  constant.  The  free  fatty 
acids  were  examined  and  found  to  consist  mainly  of  oleic 
acid  (80  to  85  per  cent).  The  amount  of  free  fatty  acids 
increases  with  age,  but  the  oil  can  be  kept  for  a  long  time 
without  becoming  unduly  acid.  If  the  oil  is  kept  in  the 
dark  it  alters  very  little  in  constitution  cr  acidity.  The  oil 
is  used  in  leather-dressing  and  for  lubricating-purposes,  and 
the  figures  obtained  from  the  sp.  gr.,  iodine  absorption,  free 
acidity,  and  general  appearance  give  sufficient  information 
as  to  the  purity  for  these  purposes. 

This  paper  was  followed  by  one  by  the  same  authors  on 

THE  NITRIC-ACID  TEST  FOR  COTTONSEED  OIL, 

the  main  point  being  that  neatsfoot  oil  gives  the  colour- 
reaction  with  nitric  acid,  which  is  taken  as  an  indication  o 
the  presence  of  cottonseed  oil.  Mr.  Coste  added  that  as 
lard  prepared  from  pigs  fed  on  cottonseed  cake  gives  the 
reaction  for  cottonseed  oil,  it  is  possible  that  the  neats  from 
which  the  oil  was  prepared  had  been  fed  on  cottonseed 
cake,  but  he  had  no  information  on  that  point. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  Dr.  Lewkovitch  said 
the  colour-test  was  quite  unreliable,  and  Mr.  Grant  Hooper 
said  there  is  scarcely  any  oil  adulterated  to  the  same  extent 
as  neatsfoot  oil,  the  adulterants  being  divisible  into  three 
classes :  (1)  mineral  oils,  (2)  vegetable  oils,  and  (3)  other 
animal  oils.  The  Chairman  was  inclined  to  doubt  the 
source  of  much  of  the  neatsfoot  oil.  In  Buenos  Ayres  his 
experience  was  that  horses'  feet  were  sometimes  boiled  up 
along  with  the  neats'  feet,  and  no  doubt  the  product  was 
equally  good  for  some  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  oil  is 
used. 

Mr.  Coste  having  replied,  a  paper  was  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary on  "  The  Action  of  Hypochlorous  Acid  on  Metals,"  and 
then  Mr.  E.  T.  BrewiS  showed  and  explained  Mr.  Dowzard's 
CO;,  apparatus  and  his  own  flat-bottomed  saponification- 
flask. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Norfolk 
Square  Hotel,  London  Street,  Paddicgton,  on  May  27,  the 
President  (Mr.  J.  W.  Bowen)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a 
small  attendance,  and  the  business  was  mainly  routine.  On 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  H.  Cracknell,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  F. 
Gulliver,  it  was  agreed  that  the  annual  dinner  be  held  at 
the  Cafe  Royal  on  November  18,  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  and  Secretary  being  appointed  to  carry  out 


the  arrangements.  The  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Mr.  W.  Prior  Robinson  were  appointed  delegates  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Bristol  in  July,  with 
power  to  add  to  their  number.  An  informal  discussion  took 
place  regarding  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Marshall  Hall  at  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Hon. 
Secretary  (Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp)  being  of  opinion  that 
Mr.  Hall  was  badly  treated  by  some  of  his  audience  who 
disagreed  with  the  truths  he  was  fearless  enough  to  give 
expression  to.  He  (the  speaker)  was  sorry  to  see  that 
Mr.  Marshall  Hall  had  also  been  unjustly  criticised  at  the 
annual  meeting  and  in  one  or  two  journals. 

The  Peesident  reported  that  he  had  attended  the 
inaugural  meeting  of  the  Thames  Valley  District  Chemists' 
Association,  which  promised  to  be  one  of  the  most  flourishing 
of  Chemists'  Associations.    The  Thames  Valley  Association 
was  to  be  congratulated  on  the  ability  and  enthusiasm  of 
Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  of  Kingston,  whom  they  had  chosen  as  | 
their  Chairman.     Mr.  Higgs  had  presented  the  Western  I 
Chemists'  Association  with  a  "  Visitors'  Album."    The  object  j 
of  the  album  is  to  secure  the  autographs  of  all  members  of  ' 
the  Association  and  of  visitors  from  other  Associations,  and  f 
at  the  same  time  to  get  suggestions  as  to  the  improvement! 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  craft  generally.    A  resolution- 
was  moved  by  the  President,  and  seconded  by  Mr.F.  A.  Rogers, 
thanking  Mr.  Higgs  for  his  album,  and  reciprocating  the 
good  will  and  good  wishes.    This  resolution  was  entered  in  \ 
the  minute-book,  and  signed  by  all  present  at  the  meeting. 
This  was  all  the  public  business. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St.  Bride's 
Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  May  27,  Mr.  W.  Duff 
(Chairman  of  the  Council)  presiding.  After  some  routine 
business  had  been  transacted,  Mr.  T.  S.  Goodall  read  a  paper 

On  the  Use,  Necessity,  and  Advantages  of  a  Private 
Pharmacopoeia  in  Public  Dispensaries. 

Mr.  Goodall  combated  the  general  opinion  that  "stock 
mixtures  "  should  be  done  away  with.  They  tended,  it  was 
suggested,  to  slovenliness  and  carelessness.  These  faults 
might  apply  to  small  dispensaries  where  the  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed  does  not  exceed  100  per  day,  but  not 
to  an  institution  where  200  to  400  prescriptions  are  made  up 
daily.  In  the  latter  case  the  work  cannot  be  done  single- 
handed  without  stock  mixtures.  In  most  large  London 
hospitals  or  infirmaries,  a  great  majority  of  the  prescriptions 
dispensed  have  the  same  components  because  so  many 
patients  suffering  from  chronic  complaints  are  treated.  If  a 
Pharmacopoeia  be  compiled  according  to  the  needs  of  each 
institution  containing  concentrated  mixtures,  &c,  suitable 
for  certain  classes  of  cases  ordinarily  treated  at  that  institu- 
tion, much  time  and  labour  is  saved.  He  (Mr.  Goodall)  had 
been  employed  over  twenty  years  in  hospitals  and  infirmaries 
in  London,  and  had  compiled  two  Pharmacopoeias  and 
revised  several  others.  In  the  last  he  revised  (in  1901) 
only  B.P.  1898  preparations  were  incorporated,  all  "  dead  " 
formulas  being  eliminated.  The  book  was  simplified  so  that 
the  prescriptions  contained  in  it  may,  with  or  without  the 
addition  of  other  ingredients,  be  suitable  for  the  needs  of 
large  numbers  of  patients.  He  (the  speaker)  keeps  all  his 
mixtures  concentrated — 1,  2  or  4  oz.  to  a  12-oz.  bottle — and 
he  has  worked  out  all  the  quantities  required  for  a  20-oz., 
40-oz.  or  80-oz.  stock  to  save  time  and  labour  in  reckoning. 
He  guarantees  the  dispensing  from  these  stock  mixtures  to 
be  as  accurate  as  if  each  mixture  were  prepared  singly.  To 
prevent  deterioration  only  quantities  sufficient  for  a  few  days 
are  made.  In  the  latest  edition  powders  are  omitted 
altogether,  and  a  clause  in  the  preface  (which  is  signed  by 
the  medical  superintendent)  states  that  "full  directions 
shall  be  given  concerning  all  prescriptions  the  composition 
of  which  is  not  laid  down  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  in 
this  book."  This  is  intended  to  discourage  the  use  of 
foreign  remedies  and  proprietaries.  Such  a  Pharmacopoeia 
is  also  a  saving  of  time  in  the  matter  of  labels  as  in  in- 
firmaries the  prescription  is  invariably  put  on  the  label,  and 
if  it  had  to  be  written  out  in  full  would  occupy  double  the 
time.  Whenever  a  new  medical  officer  is  appointed,  a  copy 
of  the  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  is  presented  to  him,  and  he  is 
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asked  to  adhere  as  far  as  possible  to  its  formulas.  Each 
institution,  of  course,  requires  a  different  Pharmacopoeia,  as 
there  are  different  classes  of  patients  treated  and  different 
schools  of  medicine  represented.  No  two  mixtures  for  adults 
and  children  should  be  included  under  the  same  designation, 
and  each  book  should  be  interleaved  for  fresh  notes  and 
formulas.  The  time  and  labour  involved  in  the  compilation 
of  such  a  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  fully  repaid  to  the  dis- 
penser in  increased  facilities  for  quick  and  accurate  work. 

A  short  discussion  ensued,  and  Mr.  Goodall,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  No  AD  Claek,  was  heartily  thanked. 

In  the  course  of  a  desultory  discussion  on  various  topics 
Mr.  K.  Welford  intimated  that  his  estimate  of  the  number 
of  poisons  dispensed  daily  in  public  institutions  in  London 
was  by  no  means  exaggerated.  Since  last  meeting,  when  the 
subject  was  mentioned,  he  had  gone  into  the  matter  more 
closely,  and  found  that  the  number  he  then  gave  was  about 
one-third  less  than  it  ought  to  have  been.  Dealing  with 
pharmaceutical  politics,  Mr.  E.  R.  Jones  said  he  thought 
an  entirely  new  Pharmacy  Act  was  what  was  actually 
required. 


North  Kent  Chemists'  Association. 

Of  all  places  in  England  few  have  such  historic  interest  as 
the  county  of  Kent ;  besides,  it  is  the  garden  of  England, 
and  a  few  of  the  chemists  who  met  in  the  Clarendon  Hotel, 
Gravesend,  on  Wednesday  evening  of  this  week,  impressed 
this  fact  upon  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  and  other  visitors  by  driving 
them  through  the  hop-burdened  highways  and  by  orchards 
lately  in  blossom.  Here  the  chemists  of  a  dozen  or  more 
towns  have  just  been  banded  together  through  the  influence 
of  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  per- 
fected Association  was  convened  in  the  evening  at  7  o'clock. 
There  were  about  thirty  gentlemen  present  in  the  hall  of 
the  Clarendon  Hotel.  The  first  business  was  the  installation 
of  the  first  President,  Mr.  A.  Stooke,  of  New  Brompton,  and, 
in  response,  Mr.  Stooke  sketched  the  work  which  might  be 
done  by  the  Association.  This  over  he  asked  the  meeting  to 
agree  to  the  draft  rules,  whereupon  Mr.  E.  Millhouse 
(Gravesend)  questioned  the  advisability  of  having  fifteen 
members  on  the  committee.  Another  objection  was  raised, 
so  to  save  time  Mr.  Feaver  Clarke  suggested  that  the 
rules  be  sent  back  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones 

was  then  invited  to  address  the  meeting.  He  had  a  gentle 
wave  of  acclamation  to  greet  him,  and  at  once  commenced 
in  a  subdued  tone  and  mellow  key  to  tell  his  Kentish  confreres 
what  they  ought  or  ought  not  to  do.  Seven  or  eight  years 
ago  he  had  but  one  text  and  one  sermon.  Now  he  has  a 
long  list  of  texts,  neatly  drawn  up  on  this  occasion  by  Mr. 
Feaver  Clarke,  and  one  by  one  he  went  over  them.  The 
advantages  of  local  organisation  (to  local  chemists  and  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  were  first  dealt  with,  and 
wittily  he  hit  off  the  backwardness  of  chemists  in  making 
each  other's  acquaintance,  even  at  such  meetings.  He 
warned  the  members  that  there  are  limits  to  the  work  which 
they  can  effectively  do,  and  suggested  that  they  should  not 
be  too  eager  to  figure  in  long  reports  in  the  journals. 
Two  or  three  public  meetings  a  year  are  quite  enough. 
From  this  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  went  on  to  speak  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  and  its  prospects,  also  lightly  touching  upon 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot's  circular,  which  amuses  him  because  of  the 
loss  of  facias  that  Mr.  Boot  is  imploring  the  British  Par- 
liament to  observe  is  threatened  by  the  Bill.  He  deprecated 
writing  to  M.P.s  about  the  Poisons  Committee's  Report,  and 
warned  chemists  that  they  have  a  few  years'  parliamentary 
fighting  in  store,  and  in  that  fight  local  work — the  influence 
of  voters  upon  their  members  will  be  the  major  part.  With 
the  mention  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  the  thought  of  fight,  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  found  his  best  voice,  and  for  the  matter  of  ten 
minutes  he  told  all  the  good  things  that  this  Association 
has  done  for  individual  chemists,  the  money  it  has  put  in 
their  pockets,  and  the  better  feeling  all  round  it  has  created 
in  respect  to  the  cutting  of  prices.  But,  he  said  with 
emphasis,  if  the  retail  trade  had  supported  the  P.A.T.A. 
during  the  past  twelve  months  in  proportion  to  the  way  in 
which  manufacturers  have  done  by  putting  new  things  on 
the  list,  the  membership  would  be  doubled.  He  tickled  his 
audience  with  a  racy  account  of  a  town  where  the  P.A.T.A. 


is  strong  and  every  chemist  is  on  the  telephone,  and  which 
was  visited  one  day  by  a  traveller,  whose  voice  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  reproduced  through  his  nose.  The  traveller  wanted 
to  know  about  "cures,"  and  he  went  back  to  the  head  office 
convinced  that  a  profit  on  the  article  was  of  first  importance. 
The  Chemists'  Defence  Association  was  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  next 
topic,  and  in  connection  with  what  it  has  done,  the  President's 
fears  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved  " 
remedies  made  by  chemists  themselves  were  set  at  rest. 
Mr.  Glyc-Jones  gave  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  com- 
pensation cases  to  prove  the  value  of  the  C.D.A.,  and  was 
"  kindly  and  quietly  listened  to  "  by  the  members. 

Subsequently  Mr.  R.  H.  Betty  (Regent's  Park)  asked  the 
Association  to  pass  a  resolution  supporting  Lord  Avebury's 
Shops  (Early- closing)  Bill,  now  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
but  no  formal  resolution  was  come  to.  Mr.  Davis  asked 
about  Advertising's  scheme,  and  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  as 
guided  by  the  President,  was  against  it.  Mr.  Still  spoke 
agreeably  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  other  topics,  and  the 
President  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  which 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Feaver  Clarke,  who  commended  the 
wisdom  of  his  address  especially  in  regard  to  combination 
amongst  chemists  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  services  in  the  tr. 
quin.  ammon.  case.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  briefly  replied  to  the 
unanimous  vote,  Mr.  Feaver  Clarke  gave  a  cordial 
welcome  to  assistants,  and  the  President  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  the  large  attendance. 


Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Black  Boy  Hotel,  Wood  Hill, 
Northampton,  on  Friday,  May  22,  the  President  (Mr.  W.  D. 
Mayger)  in  the  chair. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  Cowdery)  reported  that  he 
had  received  replies  from  two  members  of  Parliament  to  the 
letter  which  he  sent  to  the  seven  local  members  in  regard  to 
legislative  matters  affecting  chemists'  interests.  Mr.  Stop- 
ford  Sackville,  M.P.  for  North  Northamptonshire,  wrote 
stating  that  the  object  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  seemed  to  be 
very  reasonable,  and  he  would  give  it  all  the  support  he  could  ; 
but,  he  added,  unless  the  Government  give  some  assistance 
it  is  very  difficult  to  pass  a  private  member's  Bill.  The  Hon. 
E.  A.  Fitzroy,  M.P.  for  South  Northamptonshire,  acknowledged 
the  receipt  of  the  letter.  The  Secretary  mentioned  that 
Mr.  J.  H.  Pearson,  the  Chairman  of  the  Peterboro'  Chemists' 
Association,  had  promised  to  bring  the  matter  under  the 
notice  of  Mr.  R.  Purvis,  M.P.  for  that  city.  Mr.  Stopford 
Sackville  and  Mr.  Fitzroy  were  thanked. 

The  President  reported  that  he  attended  the  Pharma- 
ceutical dinner  in  London.  The  general  impression  at  the 
dinner  was  that  there  was  no  chance  whatever  for  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  at  present.  Clause  7,  he  believed,  would 
never  be  carried.  Mr.  E.  C.  Ashford,  referring  to  remarks 
by  the  President  regarding  lack  of  support  to  the  Society, 
said  chemists  ought  to  be  more  united  for  the  redress  of 
their  grievances.  The  time  would  come  'ere  long  when 
there  would  be  local  chemists'  associations  all  over  the 
country,  and  then  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  be 
stronger  than  it  now  is. 


Nottingham  Chemists'  Association. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  R.  FitzHugh,  J.P.  (Presi- 
dent), the  annual  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  and  Notts 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  May  27  at  the  Mikado 
Cafe,  Long  Row.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members, 
including  Messrs.  T.  Wilson  (Vice-President),  F.  R.  Ser- 
geant, R.  Beverley,  J.  Beachell,  A.  Russell  Bennet,  J.  Brown, 
H.  Freeman,  J.  Williamson,  E.  E.  Turton,  J.  Smith,  T.  L. 
Beverley,  A.  Middleton  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  A.  Eberlin 
and  W.  Gill  (Secretaries). 

Annual  Report. 

Mr.  Gill  read  the  annual  report,  which  reviewed  the  work 
of  the  year,  and  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Poisons  Com- 
mission, the  hope  was  expressed  that  every  member  of  the 
Association  would  strenuously  oppose  any  and  every  attempt 
to  weaken  the  effective  administration  of  the  regulations  for 
the  sale  of  poisons.  Referring  also  to  the  introduction  of 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons,  which  aims 
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at  bringing  limited  companies  within  the  scope  of  existing 
Pharmacy  Acts,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  it  is 
eminently  desirable  that  all  who  practise  pharmacy  should 
be  amenable  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  the 
passing  of  this  Bill  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
public.  The  numerical  position  of  the  Association  is  as 
follows  :  members  50,  hon.  members  2,  associate  members  8, 
total  60. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  Treasurer's 
report  was  presented  by  Mr.  Gascoyne.  It  showed  that 
there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  31.  0s.  8d.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Election  of  Council. 

The  officers  and  Council  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected 
as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  K.  FitzHugh,  J.P. ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  T.  Milsom  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  Middleton ;  Hon.  Secre- 
taries, Messrs.  Eberlin  and  W.  Gill ;  members  of  Council, 
Messrs.  J.  Beachell,  A.  E.  Beilby,  E.  Beverley,  C.  A.  Bolton,

J.  W.  P.  Chambers  and  Mr.  G.  Hare  were  appointed  auditors 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Thanks  to  the  officers  having  been 
acknowledged  by  Mr.  FitzHugh,  Mr.  Eberlin  moved— 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  and  Notts  Chemists' 
Association  learns  with  regret  of  the  contemplated  departure  from 
Nottingham  of  its  Treasurer,  and  begs  to  tender  him  its  heartiest 
thanks,  and  wishes  him  health,  happiness,  and  success  in  his  new 
sphere. 

Mr.  Gascoyne  replied  in  feeling  terms. 

Mr.  Gill  made  a  proposition  approving  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  now  before  Parliament,  and  asking  the  members  for  the 
city  and  county  to  support  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill. 
Mr.  Middleton  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was  carried. 
It  was  also  decided  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  few 
manufacturers  of  poisonous  insecticides  were  stirring  up  an 
agitation  in  favour  of  free  trade  in  poisonous  substances, 
under  the  plea  that  these  substances  could  not  be  readily 
obtained  through  the  legally  recognised  channels.  This 
agitation  was  carried  on  by  means  of  plausible  resolutions 
submitted  to  agricultural  societies  and  kindred  institutions 
by  persons  financially  interested  in  the  sale  of  such 
poisonous  substances. 


Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Associations. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  in  London 
on  AVednesday,  May  20.  The  whole  of  the  members  being 
present — viz.,  Messrs.  W.  L.  Currie  (Glasgow)  (Chairman), 
G.  T.  Turner  (Bristol),  H.  Antcliffe  (Sheffield),  R.  Feaver 
Clarke  (Gravesend),  and  Geo.  F.  Merson  (Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne)  (Hon.  Secretary).  A  lengthy  budget  of  correspondence 
which  the  Secretary  'had  dealt  with  during  the  past  six 
months  was  gone  over,  and  his  treatment  of  it  approved. 
The  principal  business  consisted  of  arrangements  for  the 

Next  Annual  Meeting 

to  be  held  in  Bristol,  on  the  Friday  morning  of  "  Conference 
week."  Several  resolutions  sent  in  by  local  Associations 
were  considered,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  Agenda. 
The  Secretary  reported  that  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  of  Peter- 
head, would  read  an  exhaustive  paper  on  "  Territorial 
Representation,"  and,  with  a  view  to  securing  a  good 
attendance,  and  to  make  the  meeting  as  widely  representa- 
tive as  possible,  Mr.  Turner  was  asked  to  communicate  with 
the  Conference  Secretaries,  so  that  the  co-operation  of  the 
Conference  Executive  in  the  matter  of  advertising  this 
meeting  might  be  enlisted.  Rule  7  was  slightly  amplified 
to  admit  of  the  meeting  again  being  thrown  open  to  members 
attending  Conference. 

Other  Business. 

It  was  decided  to  invite  Assistants'  Associations  of 
standing  to  consider  the  question  of  affiliation. 

The  present  position  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was  discussed, 
and  arrangements  made  to  take  action  again,  when  occasion 
should  arise,  in  approaching  members  of  Parliament. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday,  May  20,  1903,  Mr.  A.  E.  Kelly, 
Vice-President,  in  the  chair,  to  debate  the  question 

Should  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Conduct 
its  own  Preliminary  Examination  ? 

Mr.  J.  G.  Sclater  opened  in  the  affirmative,  giving  the 
following  reasons  :  (1)  The  Society  at  present  loses  guineas  by 
not  conducting  the  examination ;  (2)  by  having  an  examination 
of  its  own,  masters  are  able  to  guide  apprentices  with  greater 
clearness  and  definiteness ;  (3)  the  publication  of  the 
examination-questions  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  a 
great  majority  of  apprentices ;  (4)  by  not  having  an 
examination  the  Society  does  not  come  so  quickly  into  touch 
with  the  apprentice.  Mr.  Sclater  also  touched  on  the 
difficulty  in  getting  apprentices,  and  was  inclined  to  think 
that  the  jump  from  the  old  examination  to  the  new  was  too 
pronounced,  and  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  have 
raised  the  standard  gradually.  But  it  would  be  a  retro- 
grade step  to  lower  the  standard  now. 

Mr.  A.  Currie  (President)  opened  the  negative,  saying 
that  resumption  of  the  examination  by  the  Society  would 
not  do  away  with  the  scarcity  of  or  difficulty  in  procuring 
apprentices  unless  there  was  a  lowering  of  the  standard, 
against  which  he  had  the  strongest  possible  objection.  He 
touched  upon  the  University  scheme  for  the  training  of 
pharmaceutical  students,  which  he  considered  worthy  of  the 
best  consideration,  as  it  would  do  more  to  raise  rjharmacy  to 
the  rank  of  a  profession  than  anything  since  the  passing  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Donald  McEwax  having  seconded  the  affirmative, 
and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glass  the  negative,  the  debate  was  continued 
by  Messrs.  Rowland,  Steven,  Miss  Glass,  Messrs.  Plen- 
derleith,  Cairncross,  Wood,  and  the  Chairman.  Messrs. 
Sclater  and  Currie  replied,  and  by  a  considerable 
majority  the  meeting  decided  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  while  maintaining  the  present  standard,  should 
itself  conduct  a  Preliminaiy  examination  as  formerly.

Pilula  Ferri,  B.P. — Recent  prosecutions  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in  respect  to  iron  pills  are  a 
warning  to  retailers  that  they  should  be  careful  about  the 
condition  of  the  pills  they  sell.  In  this  connection  Messrs. 
James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.  (Limited),  Manchester,  send  us 
a  specimen  of  their  pilula  ferri  made  in  March,  1901,  and 
chocolate  coated.  They  say  that  each  of  these  contains  1  gr. 
of  ferrous  carbonate,  and,  on  putting  this  to  the  test,  we 
find  that  five  of  the  5-gr.  pills  show  a  fraction  over  5  gr.  of 
FeC03.

"Ia  it  Worth  While?" 
Sir, — We  read  with  interest  the  letter  of  "  Confidence 
and  Conciliation "  which  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  April  18,  and  then  felt  inclined  to  express  our 
opinion,  and  because  that  writer's  further  letter  in  your  issue 
of  May  23,  confirms  our  first  impression,  we  now  venture  to 
applaud  the  sentiments  he  expresses. 

It  certainly  is  not  worth  while  to  protect  prices  if  the 
terms  be  not  received  in  a  generous  spirit — that  is  to  say, 
fair  dealing  in  such  goods,  but  no  favour.  Manufacturers  and 
distributors  are  in  the  market  for  public  custom  ;  the  manu- 
facturer, ambitious  for  large  trade,  looks  to  the  world  as  a 
market,  creates  demand,  and  requires  free  channels  of  supply. 
These  are  found  in  the  distributors,  who,  thereby  rendering 
a  service  to  the  manufacturer,  are  entitled  to  a  living  wage 
as  much  as  any  other  worker.  The  distributors  not  only  render 
a  service  to  the  manufacturer,  but  they  render  one  to  the 
public,  which  is  a  further  justification  of  payment  for  the 
service  rendered.  The  distributor  cannot  keep  open  shop 
without  remuneration  ;  it  follows  that,  being  a  useful  member 
of  the  community,  a  distributor's  claim  to  payment  for 
services  rendered  cannot  be  disputed,  but  what  the  rate  of 
the  wage  should  be  is  open  to  argument,  and  must  eventually 
be  settled  in  accordance  with  the  value  of  that  service. 

The  chemist  as  a  professional  man  in  the  dispensing 
department  is  entitled  to  a  higher  wage  than  the  chemist 
behind  the  counter  as  a  simple  distributor  taking  no  respon- 
sibility, but  in  the  latter  capacity  he  is  still  entitled  to  a 
living  wage.  That  prices  in  suburbs  and  villages  should  be 
governed  by  prices  in  business  centres  where  a  large  turnover 
renders  less  profit  necessary  is  not  fair,  and  the  time  required 
to  go  down  town,  also  shoe-leather  or  tram-fare,  should  be 
considered  when  comparing  prices  in  remote  parts.  To  our 
mind  a  great  evil  of  cutting  is  that  suburban  chemists  with 
limited  possibilities  of  turnover  have  to  work  without 
reward,  whereas  the  nearness  of  a  chemist  in  residential 
districts  may  often  be  of  urgent  importance. 

It  is  certain  that  a  well-educated,  fully  qualified  chemist 
is  most  useful  in  many  ways,  and  can  and  does  often  give  a 
good  deal  of  free  advice  irrespective  of  medicine,  and  the 
public  would  suffer  if  by  reason  of  the  unremunerative 
nature  of  the  professional  business  the  more  intelligent  men 
gave  it  the  go-by,  as  is  the  case  in  the  Church  of  England 
at  this  moment ;  consequently  there  is  something  much 
more  in  this  question  of  living  profit  than  the  right  of 
selling  "  patents "  which  may  be  nostrums  or  otherwise. 
Probably  it  would  be  more  beneficial  for  the  public  if  the 
attitude  of  the  chemist  towards  them  was  that  of  the  doctor, 
using  discrimination  in  recommendation  and  avoiding  to 
join  in  the  competition  to  cure  the  public  of  imaginary 
maladies. 

The  above,  to  justify  protection  of  prices  so  far  as  such 
terms  of  business  affect  the  purse  of  the  public. 

Having  affirmed  that  the  distributor  is  worthy  of  his  hire, 
the  next  consideration  is  the  conditions  under  which  youths 
become  apprentices  and  acquire  the  right  to  dispense 
medicines.  An  exhaustive  inquiry  might  show  that  the  evil 
of  slave  labour  might  be  eliminated  if  the  demand  for  labour 
were  more  than  the  supply,  and  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
effect  this  by  showing  that  the  occupation  was  not  worth 
taking  up  at  this  moment,  and  perhaps  by  so  changing  the 
requirements  demanded  of  candidates  that  a  larger  number 
would  be  fitted  for  more  scientific  work  when  the  dispensing 
market  was  glutted  with  unemployed  labour.  Possibly  a 
remedy  for  the  present  state  of  affairs  might  be  found  by 
creating  two  departments ;  one,  the  professional  side  for 


skilled  labour,  the  other  or  subsidiary  department  being 
worked  by  unskilled  labour.        Yours  faithfully, 
Slough,  May  25.

Sir, — "Confidence  and  Conciliation"  has  not  yet  made 
himself  clear.  What  does  he  mean  by  imitation  ?  Is  every 
little  liver-pill  an  imitation  of  Carter's,  every  saline  and 
every  effervescent  Carlsbad  an  imitation  of  Eno  or  Kutnow  1 
The  suggestion  that  the  originator  of  a  particular  article 
should  have  the  right  to  reserve  its  manufacture  for  himself 
and  his  assigns  for  as  long  as  they  care  to  claim  it  is 
ridiculous ;  it  is  as  impossible  to  be  original  to-day  as  it  was 
for  Adam  to  be  anything  else. 

He  says  manufacturers  have  not  approached  us.  That  is 
not  quite  true,  but  there  is  good  reason  why  we  have  made 
most  of  the  advances.  Cutting  is  an  actual  evil  to  us,  it  is 
only  a  precursor  of  evil  to  them.  Manufacturers'  advances 
(I  regard  "  Advertising "  and  "  C.  &  C."  as  among  their 
spokesmen)  have  been  attempts  to  neutralise  fourpenny- 
worth  of  competition  with  a  penny — in  fact,  to  drive  an 
unfair  bargain.  I  am  convinced  that  an  an ti  cutting 
arrangement  of  the  nature  of  a  bargain  is  bound  to  fail. 
Protection  at  a  reasonable  profit  takes  off  the  keen  edge  of 
the  retailer's  inclination  to  persuade,  nothing  more.  Is  it 
worth  while  ?  Yes  ;  manufacturers  are  waking  up  to  the 
fact  that  it  is,  every  day.  For  several  reasons  one  cannot 
attempt  persuasion  (still  mis-called  "substitution")  with 
every  customer  for  proprietaries,  and  the  choice,  therefore, 
naturally  falls  on  non-protected  articles.

Sir, — Manufacturers  of  the  extensively  advertised  pro- 
prietary medicines  appear  to  be  unaware  that  the  retail 
chemist  is  also  a  manufacturer,  if  on  a  smaller  scale,  the 
difference  being  that  he  is  content  with  his  own  locality, 
while  they  aim  at  universal  distribution.  If  the  advertised 
medicines  are,  as  stated  in  the  advertisements,  "  fraudulently 
substituted "  by  unscrupulous  chemists,  why  are  the  pro- 
prietors not  content  to  let  these  imitations  prove  their  own 
ineflicacy  and  die  a  natural  death  ?  I  have  come  across 
instances  of  customers  remarking,  on  a  subsequent  visit  to 
the  shop,  that  So-acd-So's  pills,  which  they  bought  when 
they  were  there  before,  did  not  do  a  bit  of  good  ;  "  Could 
you  recommend  anything  better?"  A  customer  will  not 
make  this  admission  about  the  chemist's  own  preparation, 
but  transfer  the  custom  instead.  The  attitude  taken  by  the 
large  manufacturers  proves  conclusively  that  the  chemist's 
own  preparations  have  competed  successfully  with  theirs. 
The  chemist  is  therefore  pocketing  money  which  ought,  by 
all  the  laws  of  successful  advertising  and  the  advice  of 
advertising  experts,  to  be  going  into  their  own.  It  passes 
my  comprehension  that  manufacturers,  who  advertise  similar 
remedies  against  each  other,  should  stand  together  and 
make  so  much  noise  about  the  little  bit  of  substitution  which 
any  retailor  can  do.  If  I  advertised  a  speciality  in  a  local 
paper,  and  a  large  proprietary  manufacturer  thought  fit  to 
advertise  his  in  the  same  paper  (both  being  for  a  similar 
purpose),  should  I  be  substituting  his,  or  would  he  be 
replacing  mine  1  The  proprietors  wish  us  to  believe  that 
their  advertisements  bring  customers  to  our  shops,  when  we 
unscrupulously  use  their  advertisements  to  sell  our  own 
wares.  The  facts  of  the  case  are  that  the  manufacturer 
places  before  the  eyes  of  the  public  a  dazzling  advertisement, 
which  acts  like  a  candle  on  moths,  causing  them  to  ask  for 
a  new  remedy,  instead  of  asking  the  chemist  to  make  up 
something  for  them.  I  am  asked  to  believe  that  it  is  dis- 
honourable for  me  to  puff  an  article  of  which  I  am  the 
proprietor  merely  because  another  man  is  puffing  his,  and  as 
he  wishes  to  sell  more  than  he  could  possibly  cope  with 
retail  I  am  exercising  an  unfair  advantage  by  doing  so. 
What  would  the  big  advertisers  say  to  the  following 
announcement  if  it  appeared  in  a  local  paper  contem- 
poraneously with  their  own  ? — - 

Beware !  You  are  being  exploited  by  certain  unscrupulous 
advertisers,  who  are  endeavouring  to  push  worthless  medicines 
before  your  notice,  thus  substituting  the  well-known  remedies  you 
have  always  obtained  at  's. 

Though  I  would  not  stoop  to  the  base  procedure  adopted 
by  some  of  our  big  drug  companies  and  imitate  the  wrapper 
and  "get-up"  of  the  advertised  preparations,  thus  leadings 
the   public  to   believe  they  are  gettirg  the  advertised 
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remedy,  I  will  never  suppress  my  own  preparations  in  favour 
of  any  advertised  remedy.  Even  if  the  proprietors  make 
some  provision  to  ensure  a  definite  profit  (siy,  20  per  cent.), 
it  is  doubtful  if  it  would  always  be  good  policy  on  the  part 
of  a  chemist  to  allow  one  of  his  own  to  drop  because  he 
only  realised  the  same  profit  and  had  the  trouble  of  making 
one  and  only  that  of  "handling"  the  other.  My  contention 
is  this — that  the  actual  gain  to  the  chemist  is  not  merely 
represented  by  the  profit  on  the  article,  but  there  is  the 
additional  advantage  that  his  own  preparation  must  be 
purchased  from  him,  to  his  benefit  in  other  ways.

"Wholesale  Price-lists. 

Sib, — I  have  bjen  much  interested  in  your  correspondent's 
useful  letter,  and,  as  my  own  publication  would  not  cause 
him  the  trouble  of  referring  from  one  place  to  another  in  the 
instances  given,  I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  a  few  lines  on 
the  subject.  I  entirely  agree  with  your  correspondent  that 
it  is  very  much  more  satisfactory  to  give  the  prices  twice 
over  rather  than  refer  the  unfortunate  seeker  from  one  spot 
to  another.  In  some  instances  it  is  desirable  to  index  an 
article  under  a  number  of  synonyms,  but  wherever  possible 
I  think  the  Latin  name  is  sufficient,  abbreviated  in  the 
customary  manner.  I  favour  the  abbreviated  Latin  nomen- 
clature as  it  is  the  one  which  is  most  frequently  employed  in 
the  trade,  and.  a  list  in  this  form  has  the  additional 
advantage  of  being  "  Greek  "  to  those  for  whom  it  is  not 
intended  should  they  happen  to  get  hold  of  a  copy.  I 
consider  that  the  "  part  "  arrangement  is  absolutely  essential 
— that  is  to  say,  the  section  comprisirg  chemicals  and  drugs 
has  obviously  to  be  reprinted  at  short  intervals  owing  to 
market  fluctuations,  whereas  the  firm's  specialities,  surgical 
and  druggists'  sundries,  and  other  goods  which  are  not 
continually  changing  in  price  are  conveniently  classified  into 
further  "  parts  "  and  published  all  in  one  book  quarterly  or 
half-yearly.  A  list  of  this  kind  may  be  kept  handy  for 
reference,  and  if  new  issues  of  the  chemical  and  drug  section 
be  inserted  as  received  there  is  little  chance  of  the  "parts" 
being  mislaid  when  required.

Sie, — The  letter  in  your  last  issue  of  your  correspondent 
an  "  Ordinary  Eetailer "  upon  the  above  subject  must  of 
necessity  be  of  great  interest  to  the  wholesaler  who  frames 
price-lists,  and  to  the  pharmacist  who  handles  them.  It  is 
quite  true  that  price-lists  are  not  less  complicated  than 
formerly,  and  they  are  certainly  much  more  frequently 
published.  In  these  days  of  keen  competition  it  is  impolitic 
for  progressive  houses  to  compile  and  distribute  other  than 
elaborate  issues  of  price-lists,  unless  there  can  be  a  "  general 
disarmament  "  and  an  agreement  that  all  will  be  content  to 
remain  on  the  same  dead  level. 

The  price-list  of  my  company  has  been  compiled  with  at 
least  two  objects  in  view — the  first  an  educational  one,  and 
the  second  an  attempt  to  render  obsolete  the  many  mis- 
nomers that  still  exist  in  trade  descriptions  of  goods.  As  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  of  1898  is  a  standard  book  of 
reference  for  names  of  medicaments,  it  surely  seems  reason- 
able that  the  designations  there  applied  should  be  the  frame- 
work of  a  modern  up-to-date  price-list.  Old  names  and 
customs,  however,  "die  hard,"  and  hence  it  is  that  in  the 
"Prices  Current"  (Drugs)  alluded  to,  the  following  para- 
graph appears : 

Classification  of  Drugs  in  Price-list. — Drugs  are  arranged  so 
as  to  correspond  in  name,  style,  &c,  with  those  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1898.  Reference  to  the  columns  of  list  will  sbow 
(by  way  of  example)  that  cascarilla-bark  will  be  found  under 
cascarilla,  and  not  cort.  eascarillse  ;  balsam  copaibie  under  copaiba, 
omitting  the  word  balsam  (a  misnomer) ;  that  buchu-leaves  are 
placed  as  buchu,  and  not  fol.  buchu ;  that  gum  myrrh  is  put  as 
myrrh  only ;  calumba-root  as  calumba,  and  not  rad.  calumba  ;  and 
so  on  with  seeds,  fruits,  &c. 

The  cross-entries  referred  to  by  "  Ordinary  Retailer  "  are 
in  many  instances  unnecessary,  and  can  without  difficulty 
be  removed  or  advantageously  modified.  The  division  of 
price-lists  into  parts  is  in  most  cases  desirable,  inasmuch  as 
some  portions  of  the  list  published  less  frequently  are  not 


devoted  to  the  scheduling  of  items — the  value  of  which 
changes  with  the  rise  or  fall  of  the  drug-market.  The  price- 
list  of  my  company  is  divided  into  three  parts  : 

Part  1. —  Chemicals,  drugs,  and  pharmaceutical  preparations 
which,  in  consequence  of  market-fluctuations,  must  of  necessity 
be  published  monthly. 

Part  2. — Pills  and  compressed  tablets,  &c,  the  changes  in 
which  are  not  frequent. 

Part  3. — "Packed  pharmaceuticals,"  toilet-soaps,  &c ,  for 
which  list  there  does  not  seem  real  occasion  to  publish  more  than 
twice  yearly. 

Personally,  I  should  esteem  the  criticism  of  pharmacists, 
and  welcome  any  suggestion  that  would  make  my  company's 
various  price-lists  the  more  easily  accessible  and  com- 
prehensible in  all  its  details.       Faithfully  yours,

on  '  Hints  about  Price-lists.'  The  correspondent  should  have 
our  list,  which  is  like  the  alphabet.  Perhaps  he  took  a  long 
time  in  his  youth  to  master  this  preliminary  part  of  his 
education." 

Messrs.  Harrington  Brothers  send  us  the  three  lists  that 
they  issue.  They  are  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  ideas 
of  our  correspondent.  They  specially  call  attention  to  their 
list  E,  which  is  sent  to  laboratories  and  technical  institutions, 
and  which  is  a  model  of  good  arrangement. 

Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  Co.  {Limited)  send  a  copy  of 
their  wholesale  list,  which  runs  alphabetically  on  similar 
lines  to  those  we  suggested  last  week.  They  are  always 
pleased  to  receive  suggestions  from  their  friends  in  the  trade, 
and  give  them  careful  consideration  when  getting  out  a  new 
edition  of  their  list. 

Messrs.  T.  $  H.  Smith  $  Co.  (Edinburgh  and  London)  write  : 
"  What  is  stated  in  '  Hints  about  Price-lists '  we  regard  as 
very  much  to  the  point,  and  we  have  always  endeavoured  to 
work  on  the  lines  laid  down,  adopting  as  our  standard  the 
very  simple  classification  of  the  B.P.  as  being  the'  best 
adapted  ior  quick  reference." 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

SiE, — Your  able  correspondent  Mr.  Jas.  Reid  does  well  to 
draw  attention  to  the  varying  opinion  with  reference  to  the 
"  director"  clau.e.  Whether  it  will  or  will  not  wreck  the 
Bill  only  the  future  can  decide.  What  we  have  to  consider  at 
present  is  that  it  is  there,  and  fortunately  we  have  a  Council, 
sufficiently  in  earnest  to  resist  any  attempt  to  remove  it. 
Mr.  Reid  is  undoubtedly  right— the  Bill  would  be  worthless 
if  deprived  of  the  clause  ;  and,  instead  of  misgivings  as  to  the 
result  of  the  only  possible  solution  of  this  difficulty,  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  increase  the  chances  of  the  Bill  as 
it  stands.  It  is  not  our  business  to  conciliate  a  lot  of 
unqualified  directors,  and  to  accept  anything  less  would  be 
to  surrender  the  very  principle  upon  which  the  Bill  has  been 
introduced — that  of  qualification  carried  to  the  point  where 
supervision  begins  and  ends — investment  accomplishing  the 
rest.  The  fact  that  the  "  director "  clause  aims  at  the  re- 
organisation of  limited  companies,  not  their  suppression,  gives 
the  Bill  a  point  which  the  most  determined  opponent  will  find 
it  hard  to  drive  out.  It  is  an  honest  provision  and  the  only 
safeguard  to  the  public.  It  will  bear  the  light  of  day  and 
improves  on  acquaintance.  For  the  nonce,  it  may  continue  to 
amuse  those  whose  business  it  is  to  try  to  upset  it.  To  those 
who  love  fair  play  it  should  present  a  splendid  opportunity 
to  "  have  it  out "  with  the  determination  to  secure  "all  or 
nothing,"  which  to  the  long-wronged  pharmacist  should 
suggest  itself  as  far  better  than  a  policy  usually  described 
by  the  ugly  little  word  "  funking."

The  Chemists'  Difficulties. 
Sir, — At  the  next  distribution  of  pharmaceutical  honours 
the  claims  of  Mr.  Marshall  Hall  and  Mr.  James  Mackenzie 
should  not  be  overlooked.  Neither  perhaps  perfectly  voiced 
the  views  of  the  10,000  wobblers  or  total  abstainers  from 
the  benefits  of  membership  ;  both  had,  however,  the  courage 
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of  their  convictions,  said  what  they  thought,  and  what  they 
said  was  perfectly  true,  and  like  most  unpalatable  truths 
was  indifferently  received.  Few  indeed  would  think  of 
detracting  from  the  credit  due  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  efforts, 
yet  all  must  regret  that  his  conspicuous  energy  has  been 
displayed  at  the  wrong  end  of  pharmacy — gutter  pharmacy, 
if  I  may  so  put  it.  What  the  10,000  Ishmaelites  really  do 
want,  and  what  would  bring  shekels  untold  into  Bloomsbury 
coffers  is  either  dispensing  or  prescribing  and  the  word 
"  pharmacist."  Most  would  be  quite  satisfied  with  the  first, 
and  this  could  be  easily  secured  with  a  wise  administration 
of  our  present  Acts.  Many  would  prefer  the  second  inas- 
much as  the  public  require  guidance  at  our  hands  every  hour 
of  the  day.  None  lean  stop  this,  and  we  cannot  avoid  it 
even  if  we  would,  nor  would  Parliament  itself  oppose  pro- 
vided a  suitable  extension  of  curriculum  accompanied  the 
demand.  Nor  need  we  then  hesitate  to  bring  our  sons  up  to 
a  calling  full  of  great  potentialities.  No  self-respecting 
chemist  thinks  of  visiting  in  these  days,  nor  undertakes  any 
but  the  most  simple  diagnosis  or  surgical  operation,  nor  does 
he  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  send  anything  at  all  serious  to 
the  nearest  medical  man.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  but  what 
do  our  medical  friends  give  us  in  return  1  Perhaps  an 
occasional  order  for  J  gal.  aqua  dest.  Do  they  not  in  many 
instances  recommend  the  stores  on  the  plea  of  cheapness  ? 
Apparently  they  are  blind  to  the  fact  that  these  push  their 
own  remedies  for  every  conceivable  malady,  and  as  often  as 
not  run  them  under  some  high  sounding  but  fictitious 
medical  title ;  they  lure  with  a  wide  range  of  tempting 
baits,  then  throw  the  responsibility  of  selection  on  their 
customers,  and  thus  escape  the  prosecuting  Society's  atten- 
tion. This  is  very  'cute,  very  reprehensible,  and  very  bad 
for  the  sufferer.  Our  difficulties  though  simple,  are  real,  and 
we  need  both  voice  and  pen,  and  a  determination  to  face 
them  squarely,  honestly,  and  fearlessly ;  for  failing  one  or 
other  of  these  courses,  what  can  the  next  generation  do  ? 
They  must  be  content  to  pass  their  lives  opening  packages  of 
advertised  proprietaries  in  order  to  sell  single  doses,  or  adopt 
the  store  tactics,  or  drift  off  into  arrant  quacks,  for  none  of 
which  qualification  is  necessary.  I  have  no  desire  to  pose 
as  a  prophet  of  evil,  yet  cannot  ignore  the  big  cloud  looming 
heavy  and  dark  on  the  near  horizon — the  time  when  nurses 
and  ambulance-men  with  a  thin  veneering  of  knowledge, 
having  secured  public  sympathy  and  royal  recognition,  will 
displace  herbalists,  bone-setters,  chemists,  and  to  a  great 
extent  doctors  themselves.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — I  am  very  glad  to  find  that  "  Xrayser  "  sounds  a  clear 
battle  note  in  what  may  be  called  another  crisis  in  phar- 
maceutical matters.  I  am  astonished  that  any  number  of 
chemists  should  be  so  timid  as  to  contemplate  legislation 
which  would  only  render  the  position  of  limited  companies 
legal  without  in  any  way  restricting  their  sphere  of  influence. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Council  might  reap  some  benefit  from 
registration-fees  and  other  matters,  but  it  ought  to  be  plain 
to  us  that  chemists  throughout  the  country  can  reap  no 
benefit  from  legalising  the  position  of  drug-companies  as 
they  are. 

Many  eminent  men  have  come  a  cropper  over  pharma- 
ceutical questions,  but  few  have  fallen  so  heavily  as  Mr. 
Marshall  Hall.  He  claims  to  have  a  kind  of  hereditary 
knowledge  of  pharmacy,  and  occasionally  dips  into  a  B.P. 
which  quotes  Dr.  Kutherford  in  italics.  If  he  will  examine 
his  B.P.  I  think  he  will  find  that  it  is  an  antiquated  Squire's 
"  Companion."  That,  however,  is  by  the  way,  and  would  not 
be  noteworthy  were  it  not  for  an  indication  of  the  fact  that 
his  knowledge  of  pharmaceutical  matters  generally  about 
equals  his  knowledge  of  the  B.P.  He  begins  by  falling  into 
the  very  pit  which  an  eminent  professor  fell  into  at  the 
Dundee  Conference  when  he  deplores  the  fact  I  ha'"  chemists 
are  more  tradesmen  than  professional  men,  ani,  like  his 
Dundee  confrire,  he  lays  all  the  blame  on  chemists.  A  little 
later  on  he  says  we  cannot  put  back  the  fingers  of  the  clock 
by  forcing  directors  to  b3  qualified.  Now  will  Mr.  Marshall 
Hall  kindly  consider  these  two  statements  ?  Before  un- 
qualified directors  appeared  we  were  professional  men,  and 
acted  in  a  professional  way.  The  whole  foundation  on 
which  limited  companies  have  built  has  been  the  argument 
that  we  are  not  tradesmen  and  cannot  look  after  the  trade 
tile.  They  have  argued  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  out  of  it 


that  unqualified  directors  are  necessary  in  order  that  the 
trade  side  of  pharmacy  may  be  upheld.  If  Mr.  Marshall 
Hall  calls  this  putting  forward  the  fingers  of  the  clock,  he 
must  charge  the  operation  on  the  right  shoulders.  Un- 
qualified directors  in  drug-companies  are  squeezing  out. 
professionalism  in  pharmacy,  and  forcing  in  a  form  of 
trading  which  has  led  to  unlimited  quackery,  overdrugging, 
overcharging,  and  general  cozening  and  bunkum.  Adver- 
tisements are  now  regularly  published  which  are  calculated 
to  make  healthy  people  feel  ill  and  drive  ailing  people  mad. 
Under  the  gentle  influence  of  unqualified  managers,  who  say 
we  cannot  look  after  the  trade  side  of  our  profession,  a  drug- 
shop  will  soon  be  about  as  great  an  evil  in  a  community  as  a 
public  house.  The  man  who  has  become  a  confirmed 
drunkard  is  in  a  bad  way,  but  the  man  who  has  first  become 
a  hypochondriac  through  reading  quack  advertisements,  and 
then  had  his  constitution  ruined  by  a  long  course  of  quack 
rubbish,  is  hopeless. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall  goes  on  to  say  that  any  boy  could  do 
much  of  our  work.  Is  he  quite  sure  he  is  not  judging  us  by 
what  he  sees  going  on  in  drug-stores  ?  Most  chemists,  I 
imagine,  make  syr.  ferri  phosph  c.  quininaet  strychnin;!,  and 
if  Mr.  Marshall  Hall  will  look  up  an  1898  B.P.  I  fancy  he 
will  not  be  anxious  to  take  a  dose  of  it  if  he  thinks  it  was 
made  by  any  boy.  This  is  only  one  of  the  many  delicate 
operations  a  careful,  conscientious  chemist  undertakes  every 
day,  and  when  he  does  so  he  carries  a  responsibility  as  heavy 
as  any  which  has  ever  fallen  on  the  shoulders  of  Mr. 
Marshall  Hall.  Finally,  Mr.  Marshall  Hall  advises  us  to  get 
power  to  cut  the  names  of  men  who  go  to  limited  companies 
off  the  register  for  unprofessional  conduct.  Would  he 
kindly  tell  us  how  to  set  about  it  ?  If  he  is  so  sure  the 
"director  clause"  cannot  pass,  how  does  he  suppose  we  are 
to  get  a  "professional-conduct"  clause  through  ?

Origin  of  Paregorio. 

Sir, — I  am  sorry  to  say  my  note  on  "  Popular  Remedies 
needs  correction.  It  was  sent  off  without  revision,  and  not 
till  it  appeared  in  print  did  I  notice  that  in  the  sentence 
relating  to  paregoric  elixir  I  had  inadvertently  written 
"Bate"  (not  Bates)  instead  of  "Quincey."  It  was  the  latter 
who  published  the  formula  from  Le  Mort.  Whether  he  was 
the  first  to  give  the  name  of  paregoric  to  the  compound 
tincture  of  camphor  I  cannot  say,  as  I  do  not  know  whether 
the  formula  with  that  title  appeared  in  the  first  edition  of 
his  book,  though  I  presume  that  it  did.  In  addition  to  the 
present  ingredients  of  paregoric,  the  original  preparation 
contained  liquorice  and  honey.  The  paregoric  of  the  early 
Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeias  had  saffron  for  one  of  its 
ingredients,  and  no  camphor.  The  term  "  paregoric  "  was, 
as  "  Xrayser "  says,  in  common  use  in  those  days. 
"  Xrayser "  is,  of  course,  perpetrating  a  joke,  and  a  very 
good  one,  when  he  says  that  the  Greek  paregorikos  meant 
"listening  to  public  speaking."  According  to  Liddell  and 
Scott  the  substantive  paregoria  meant,  first,  exhortation, 
and  gradually  acquired  the  meanings  persuasion,  consolation, 
assuagement.  This  development  of  meaning  was  quite 
natural,  and  the  adjective  paregorilws  meant  consequently 
soothing,  consoling. 

I  wish  much  that  somebody  would  write  the  history 
not  of  popular  medicines  only,  as  "  Xrayser  "  suggests,  but 
of  English  pharmacy  in  general.  Bell  began,  but  in  the 
hands  of  Redwood  his  work  dwindled  away  into  an  account 
of  a  Society  whose  importance  is  due  solely  to  its  legal 
position.

Co-operative  Societies  and  Photographic  Trade. 

Sir, — I  was  pleased  to  see  a  "Photographic  Chemist" 
draw  attention  to  this  question.  I  can  fully  endorse  his 
remarks,  and  think  it  is  high  time  the  photographic  manu- 
facturers came  to  some  definite  understanding  on  the 
question.  Only  recently  I  lost  the  order  for  a  camera 
because  I  said  I  could  not  supply  at  less  than  the  list  price. 
I  afterwards  found  that  the  camera  had  been  purchased 
from  the  Co-operative  Society,  and  a  dividend  of  2s.  6d.  in 
the  pound  given  upon  the  amount  of  the  purchase.  This  is 
nDt  fair  competition  ;  and  if  the  makers  cannot  protect  the 
prices,  the  sooner  they  say  so  the  better.    If,  on  the  other 
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hand,  they  say  they  can  protect  the  prices,  then  they  must  in 
justice  to  the  retailer  stop  the  Co-operative  Societies  or  any 
one  else  from  giving  a  dividend  or  rebate  of  any  kind  on 
their  goods.  I  commend  this  matter  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Manufacturers'  Association.

"TRUTH"  ON  THE  BFLL. 

I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  Mr.  Marshall  Hall's  blunt  declaration 
to  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  their  annual 
dinner  last  week  that  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill  is  not  likely  to  pass 
into  law  in  its  present  form.  So  far  as  the  Bill  provides  for  the 
further  safeguarding  of  the  public  in  the  dispensing  and  sale  of 
medicines  there  is  nothing  to  be  said  against  it,  but  where  the 
protection  of  the  public  is  made  an  excuse  for  an  attempt  to  kill 
trade-competition  the  Bill  is  not  likely  to  commend  itself  either 
to  Parliament  or  the  public.  It  is  difficult  to  fee,  for  instance, 
with  what  other  object  Section  7  of  the  Bill,  providing  that  every 
director  of  a  company  trading  as  chemists  and  druggists  must  be 
a  registered  person,  and  not  a  director  of  any  other  company 
carrying  on  a  like  business,  can  have  been  drafted.  There  cannot 
possibly  be  any  protection  to  the  public  in  the  fact  that  the 
directors  of  a  company  are  qualified  chemists.  The  directors  are 
rot  the  persons  who  compound  the  prescriptions  taken  to  the 
company's  shops,  and  if  they  employ  properly  qualified  persons  to 
compound  the  physic  the  public  is  amply  protected. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  chemists,  like  most  other  retail 
tradesmen,  have  found  their  profits  considerably  diminished  in 
recent  years  by  the  competition  of  various  companies  and  stores  ; 
and  between  these  stores  who  retail  various  sundries  at  cutting 
prices  and  the  medical  man  who  dispenses  his  own  drugs,  many 
of  them  must  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  make  a  living.  And 
when  it  is  remembered  that  it  is  necessary  for  chemists  to  qualify 
themselves  for  their  calling  at  no  inconsiderable  trouble  and 
expense,  one  is  not  surprised  to  find  them  eager  to  cripple  their 
most  powerful  trade-adversaries.  But  Parliament  is  not  likely  to 
lend  its  assistance  to  fueh  an  object,  and  chemists  and  druggists 
will  be  well  advised  to  depend  rather  upon  their  business  acumen 
for  meeting  competition  than  upon  parliamentary  assistance. — ■ 
Truth,  May  28.

DUSINESS  has  been  steady  this  week,  but  without  many 
U  changes,  and  the  alterations  which  took  place  at 
to-day's  drug-sales  were  mostly  in  the  direction  of  easier 
rates.  In  fine  chemicals  the  chief  movements  have  been  in 
cream  of  tartar  and  tartaric  acid,  both  of  which  continue  to 
advance.  Quinine  is  neglected,  and  rather  lower  in  second- 
hands.  Bromides  have  shown  more  activity,  under  the 
influence  of  a  substantial  advance  in  the  United  States,  and 
a  fresh  agreement  between  the  makers  on  the  other  side. 
Cocaine  remains  very  firm,  with  another  advance  in  crude 
material,  and  the  upward  tendency  of  opium  continues 
while  morphine  is  very  firm.  In  drugs,  senega  has  advanced 
again,  owing  to  scarcity  and  higher  prices  in  New  York. 
Cascara  sagrada,  for  arrival,  has  been  sold  in  fair  quantity, 
but  nothing  more  is  available  at  the  lower  prices  recently 
ruling.  In  essential  oils  American  peppermint  is  lower, 
owing  to  "  bear"  and  "  without  reserve"  sales.  Lemongrass 
is  dearer  on  the  spot.  No  spice-auctions  have  been  held 
this  week,  and  at  the  quarterly  cinnamon-sales  fine  quality 
was  steady,  medium  qualities  and  chips  being  lower.  The 
following  table  shows  the  principal  changes  of  the  week, 
including  those  recorded  at  the  drug-auctions  :

Adulterated  Oil  of  Peppermint. 

Parcels  of  adulterated  American  oil  of  peppermint,  to  which  we 
first  called  attention  in  our  issue  of  December  6,  1902,  are  still 
being  offered  on  the  London  market,  but  such  oil  is  practically 
unsaleable  here,  even  at  5s.  per  lb.,  and  we  understand  that  it 
has  been  necessary  to  reship  a  large  quantity  to  New  York,  where 
it  is  being  offered  under  another  label.  Some  of  the  oil  branded 
W.C.O.P.  (Wayne  County  oil  peppermint),  and  bearing  the  label 
"  Distilled  and  refined  by  Sylvester  Vickery,  Arcadia,  Wayne  Co., 
N.Y.,"  has  been  found  to  be  grossly  adulterated  with  cheap  sub- 
stances, among  which  camphor  oil  stands  out  conspicuously.  It 
will  be  found  useless  for  confectioners,  as  it  leaves  a  nauseating 
after-taste.  Not  only  is  the  oil  adulterated,  but  it  has  been  found 
on  investigation  that  the  label  is  fraudulent,  no  such  person  as 
named  on  the  label  ever  having  existed  at  the  place  indicated,  or 
anywhere  in  the  State  of  New  York.  This  fictitious  name  and 
fraudulent  label  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  covering  up  the  actual 
adulterators,  who  are  probably  the  original  shippers  of  the  oil.  In 
these  circumstances  it  is  necessary  that  purchasers  should  verify 
the  authenticity  of  the  labels  when  buying  so-called  Wayne 
County  oil,  or  else  confine  themselves  to  the  standard  brands  of 
bottled  goods. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  fairly  steady  business  continues  to  be  transacted  in  the 
heavy  chemical  market  on  both  home  and  export  account,  and 
demand  against  existing  contracts  is  also  for  the  most  part  satis- 
factory. In  values  there  is  little  material  fluctuation,  and  steady 
at  unchanged  rates  represents  the  position. 

Alkali-produce. — The  demand  in  this  branch  is  somewhat 
heavier  all  round.  Bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda,  although 
a  trifle  quiet,  are  yet  moving  somewhat  better  than  they  were.

Bergen,  May  27  :  The  total  catch  of  cod  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season  amounts  to  44,020,000,  against  40,801,000 
at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  This  will  yield 
2,249  barrels  of  steam-refined  oil,  against  18,494  barrels. 
The  fishing  at  Finmarken  is  declining,  and  the  livers  are 
becoming  poorer.  The  market  for  best  medicinal  non- 
congealing  Lofoten  oil  remains  easy,  at  480s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen. 

Hamburg,  May  28 :  Carnauba  wax  is  rising;  menthol  is 
firm ;  and  senega  is  scarce,  at  950m.  per  100  kilos. 

New  York,  May  28  :  The  market  here  is  quiet.  Opium 
is  firmly  held,  at  $3.25  per  lb.,  in  case-lots.  Quinine  is  dull 
of  sale,  at  24c.  per  oz. ;  and  senega  has  advanced  to  $1.20. 
Menthol  is  strong,  at  $7.50 ;  and  peppermint  oil  is  easier,  at 
$2.85  per  lb.,  in  bulk.  Bleached  beeswax  is  scarce,  at  33c. ;

Bromides. — -A  cable  was  received  from  New  York  last 
Friday  week  intimating  an  advance  of  18c.  per  lb.  in 
potassium  bromide,  and  as  the  price  was  previously  25c. 
•nominally,  the  quotation  for  American  make  is  now  43c. 
per  lb.  (Is.  9%d.  net),  which  is  fully  equal  to  the  parity  of 
the  English  price  of  Is.  10^d.,  less  5  per  cent.  It  is  said  that 
the  American  makers  have  arrived  at  a  fresh  agreement, 
and  naturally  the  London  agents  have  withdrawn  quotations, 
although  there  is  probably  a  little  obtainable  from  second 
hands.

The  exports 
from  Bergen  to  date  amount  to  1,095  barrels,  against 
3,672  barrels  at  the  same  date  last  year.

The  livers  of  all  the  cod  so  far  caught  have  been  entirely  used  for 
the  manufacture  of  steam-refined  oil,  so  that  the  production  of 
the  other  grades  of  cod-liver  oil  must  likewise  prove  a  failure, 
inasmuch  as  the  fishing  at  Finmarken  will  also  close  within  a 
few  weeks'  time.  The  circular  also  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  consequence  of  the  abnormal  value  of  the  article  many  dealers 
have  been  tempted  to  grossly  adulterate  steam-refined  cod-liver  oil 
with  seal  and  shark  oils. 

Oil,  Lemongrass,  is  dearer  at  Id.  per  oz.  on  the  spot,  with 
an  absence  of  fine  quality. 

Oil,  Peppermint,  is  a  dull  market,  with  sales  of  American 
HGH  at  13s.  per  lb.  In  auction  25  cases  American  HGH 
sold  at  from  12s.  9d.  to  13s.  per  lb.,  "  without  reserve." 

Opium. — The  higher  prices  now  asked  prevent  any  im- 
portant business  on  the  London  market. 

Smyrna,  May  15. — A  continual  steady  advance  is  noted,  sellers 
being  very  firm  and  tenacious.  Buyers  for  the  United  States,  coupled 
with  the  large  increasing  demand  for  interior  and  local  speculators, 
keep  the  market  active.  The  sales  amount  to  54  cases,  but  had 
it  not  been  for  the  frequent  reports  from  the  interior  re  the  failure 
of  the  crop,  which  stops  holders  from  selling,  over  100  cases  would 
have  changed  hands.  The  general  opinion  now  is  that  the  outturn 
this  year  will  not  exceed  4,000  cases,  but  this  requires  confirmation. 
No  rain  to  speak  of  has  fallen  in  the  interior  since  April,  and  of 
late  we  have  had  a  series  of  excessive  hot  southerly  winds,  which 
at  this  critical  time  means  disaster  to  all  crops  besides  opium. 
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Constantinople,  May  22.— The  past  week's  sales  are  as 
follows  :  12  cases  soft  shipping  at  8s.  4<?.,  10  cases  Balukissars  at 
8s.  8<?.,  and  8  cases  Karahissars  at  8s.  6d.  Market  closes  strong. 
The  crop  is  suffering  considerably  by  continued  drought,  and, 
failing  rain  within  a  few  days,  the  plants  will  suffer  great  damage. 
The  maximum  yield  that  can  be  expected  even  under  the  most 
favourable  conditions  henceforward  is  4,000  cases  all  told, 
Salonica  and  "  soft  "  districts  included. 

The  exports  of  opium  from  Samsoon  to  the  United  Kingdom 
during  1902  amounted  to  80  cwt.  (4,000?.),  an  increase  of  20  cwt. 
over  the  quantity  during  1901.

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Java  during  1902,  the 
British  Consul  at  Batavia  reports  that  the  quantity  of  quinine 
sold  by  the  Bandong  quinine  factory  at  auction  and  by  tender 
was  821,608  oz.,  most  of  which  went  to  the  United  States,  the 
average  price  of  the  eleven  sales  being  about  11<Z.  per  oz.  The 
combination  of  Java  cinchona-planters  controlling  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  area  under  cinchona  have  now  decided  to  extend  the 
period  of  their  agreement  until  the  end  of  1903.
